CHOIR QUESTION CAUSES A ROW 


Place of Worship Formerly Attended 
by Grover Cleveland in Washing- 
ton in Factional War. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special.)— 
The New York Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
which ex-President Grover Cleveland at- 
tended, is split into warring factions. This 
is the oldest and most aristocratic church 
in the city. The trouble is over the choir. 
Four of the ten deacons have resigned. The 
leader of the resigned faction is John W. 
Foster, Secretary of State under President 
Harrison. The other faction {is led by Jus- 
tice John M. Harlan of the Supreme Court. 

The trouble dates back over a year, when 
the pastor of the church, the Rev. Wallace 
Radcliffe, D. D., suggested that a hired choir 
would be a valuable acquisition. Before 
this there had been congregational singing. 
Bids were sent out, and a quartet of two 
women and two men was secured at a cost 
of $2,300 annually. 

The church deacons at once announced 
that this additional expense was not to be 
paid out of the money that was received 
for pew rent, and it is reported thatan 
agreement Was made to this effect. 

The supporters of congregational singing 
declared after the choir had sung classical, 
music for months that they could not under- 
stand a word of the hymns. Then a meete~ 
ing was called to consider the support.of 
the choir. After a heated discussion it —' 
decided to pay the choir out of the pew rents. 
The opposition charged the meeting was 
packed by the pastor’s friends, and several 
of the deacons resigned. Petitions are now 
being circulated calling on the pastor to re-

MACHINISTS’ UNION TO CALL OUT 
ALL ITS 100,000 MEMBERS, 


Conference of Representatives of Na- 
tional Metal Trades Association and 
the Labor Organization Fails to 
Reach an Agreement—Arbitration 

Is Favored, but Leaders Refuse to 

Bind Present Tie-Up in Chicago and 

Other Cities-;Will Close All Plants. 


One hundred thousand machinists, em- 
ployed in all parts of the United States and 
Canada, will be ordered on strike within the 
coming month‘as a result of a disagréement 
between the manufacturers and machinists, 
who closed a joint conference at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 
When this army of men is thrown out of 
employment the consequence wil! be to shut 
down for an indefinite period plants having 
au aggregate capital of millions of dollars. 

Chicago labor troubles were responsible 
for the disagreement which will precipitate 
the general machinists’ strike. Were it not 
for the fact that leaders of the Machinists’ 
union refused to call off the strikes that 
now exist in Chicago, Columbus, O., and 
Paterson, N. J., the manufacturers and the 
leaders, it is believed, would have come to 
an amicable agreement and arbitration 
would. have been permanently established 
between the National Metal Trades associa- 
tion and the International Association of 
Machinists. 


Refuse to Call Off Strike. 
. The members of the Executive board of 
the Machinists’ union, however, refused to 
call off the Chicago strike, as they declared 
that if they did the Chicago local would se- 
cede from the international association. 


the strike was presented to the manufac- 
turers, they issued an ultimatum to the 
labor leaders, and on their refusal to agree 
to its provisions all negotiations were broken 
off. 

“Before leaving the rooms in which the 
joint conference was held President James 
O'Connell of the International union de- 
clared, early this morning, that the union 
would begin immediately to call strikes in 
all parts of the country. The first of these

| Proposition Submitted. 

After meeting in separate conferences all 
the afternoon the manufacturers and labor 
leaders held a joint meeting at 8 p.m. At 
this meeting the manufacturers submitted to 
the machinists a proposal for arbitration 
substantially as follows: 

All strikes and lockouts to be called off. 
An arbitration committee consisting of the 
Presidents of the two organizations and two 
members from each association, who shall 
arbitrate all present and future difficulties 
and whose decision shall be accepted as final 
by both parties to the agreement. 

On the second proposition the two asso- 
ciations were united. The labor leaders, 
after holding a meeting, refused to agree to 
the first proposition and submitted a de- 
mand for immediate and separato arbitra- 
tion of the Chicago difficulties. This the 
manufacturers refused to ratify and the 
conference broke up, both sides making 
what amounted to a formal declaration of 
war. The declaration of the machinists took 
the form of threats of an international strike 
made by President O’Connell and Organizer 
Reed. 

Resolutions of Manufacturers. 


The manufacturers presented of 
the question in resolutions, the subs of 
which follows: 

Whereas, The Administrative council of 
the National Metal Trades association has 
met in Chicago for the express purpose of 
considering the question of adopting a joint 
agreement with the executive officers of the 
International Association of Machinists re- 
lating to the arbitration of any differences 
that may arise between the members of the 
two associations; and 

“ Whereas, The call for this meeting was 
issued upon the express understanding that 
the President of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, in consultation with Mr.

Judge R. 8. Tuthill in the Cook County 
Circuit Court decided yesterday that when 
@ man borrows $225 from a loan concern, 
pays back over $300, and then finds that he 
still owes $221.50, he really owes nothing at 


man, should pay $150 court costs for hear- 
ing this decision. This order was entered 
in the case of Otis M. Benedict, a printer, 
against Charles E. Cessna and W. D. Card, 
money loaners, 

The various assignments of wages made 
by the plaintiff in favor of the defendants 
were declared of “no force or effect what- 
ever,” having been signed in blank, Three 
notes held by the defendants were ordered 
canceled at once and they were enjoined 
from “ beginning or prosecuting any suit 
at law concerning the matters set forth in 
the bill.” The decision is so far-reaching 
that attorneys assert it will have a blight- 
ing effect on the “ money-loaned~at-10-per- 
cent-a-week” and similar “loan shark ” 
concerns, ‘ 


Growth of the Debt. | 

Benedict borrowed $225 from Cessna in 
June, 18987. The established interest rate 
which Cessna follows was placed at $15 for 
-| $50 for three months. Benedict made pay- 
ments of $10 a week and his notes were re- 
newed when the time limit had expired. 
Interest was compounded, apparently, and 
the principal began to grow until he de- 
spaired of ever satisfying the debt on the 
system of payments he was following. He 
had paid back over $300 and called for an 


three notes aggregating $221.50. This was 
last October, when he began suit. Two of 
these notes, it is said, were turned over to 
W. D. Card to collect. When action at law 
was begun an effort was made to transfer 
the notes to a Michigan concern and get them 
out of the jurisdiction of the court, a step 
which was headed off by an order of the 
court. The case was argued before Master 
in Chancery Wait, his findings being ap- 
proved by the court and decrees entered. 


Gist of the Ruling. 

The opinion says: ‘* The court, after hear- 
ing the arguments of counsel, finds that the 
transactions set forth in the bill of complaint 
so overlap each other and were so incor 
porated in each other by means of the vari- 
ous renewals and the payments made that 
they must be held and construed as 
continuous transactions, and that therefore 
the usurious interest on them must be held 
and is hereby held to relate back through 
the entire series of transactions from the 
beginning to the end, and that the indebted- 
ness appearing to be due from the said 
Otis M. Benedict is hereby adjudged and 
decreed to have been gully paid and. dis- 


charged; that the said @{efendant, William D, 


William D. Card, or any other agent or at- 
torney who now has possession of them.” 


Order of the Court, 

The two defendants were ordered to no- 
tify the newspaper on which Benedict is 
‘employed that all claims on wages due him 
are to be released and the ‘defendants, 
“their agents, attorneys, or assigns,’” are 
restrained from proceedings on any assign- 
ment of wages held by them as collateral 
for the loan. The newspaper was further 
released from any liability. Notes which 
Mr. Benedict indorsed for A, C. Herring, wh 
borrowed from Cessna, are declared to rep- 
resent no liability on the part of the former 
further than as indorser. Cessna is held 
liable for the court costs of the trial, 
amounting to $150.

Tells of Plan to Counteract Senti- 
mént on Porto Rican Bill. 


Indiana Republicans that are in close touch 
with the administration at Washington have 
been informed in private ‘letters from In- 
diana Representatives in Congress of a plan 
that is on foot to retrieve the standing of the 
party in public estimation, which has suf- 
fered considerably on account of the passage 
by the House of the Porto Rican tariff bill.

The company will operate under a charter 
granted by the Legislature of New Jersey 
in 1866, which gives it rather sweeping 
powers. | 

Every plece of property has been obtained 
and work will begin soon. While the project 
is a tremendous one there are no serious 
problems. 

Briefly, the plan is for the company to 
build a ship canal 200 feet wide and thirty 
feet deep at low water, through Bayonne, 
from bay to bay. 


Including the docks, the New York Bay 


terminal will give a sheltered water front 
in New York Bay of four miles. The canal 
will be lined with slips and basins large 
enough to accommodate ocean steamers, and 
each pier 1 be covered with a warehouse 
or elevator.

TO FOREIGN LANDS. 


Says He Will Prepare a Detailed Ac- 
count of His Journey as Soon as He 
Is Rested—Deeply Impressed by 
High Character of American Sol- 
diers and General Otis—He Visited 
Hawaii, Philippines, China, and 

Japan—Coming Home by Suez Canal. 


New York, March 17.—[Special.)—Bishop 
Henry C. Potter, accompanied by his secre- 
tary, the Rev. Percy 8. Grant, Was a pas- 
senger on the Cunard line steamship th 
Campania, which arrived from Liverpoo 
today. Bishop Potter and his secretary left 
San Francisco on Oct. 24 for Honolulu and 
the Orient and returned by way of the Suez 
Canal. He was met at the pier by his son 
‘and left at once for his home. The Bishop 
looks in the best of health. During the trip 
across he acted as chairman at a concert 
on board and £30 was subscribed for charity. 
| Bishop Potter said that although he had 
seen @ great deal of the Far Hast there were 
but two principal places which were con- 
cerned with the mission on which he was 
engaged. Those two places were the Ha- 
waiian Islands and the Philippines.

Leaving there, they 
went to Shanghai for a day, and then pro- 
ceeded to Hongkong, where they spent a 
week, and thence went to Canton. From 
Canton the Bishop returned to Hongkong, 
and took passage to Manila. 
Mr. Grant said that while they had not 
seen any of the fighting, the Bishop had vis- . 
ited the outposts. They were impressed by 
the fine appearance presented by the men. 

“They were splendid specimens of phys- 
ical manhood,”’ he said, “ and in addition 
were highly intelligent. In this they were 
different from the soldiers of some countries, 
who have the finest physiques, but lack in- 
telligence.”’

Chicago Judge Deals with Nation’s 


Destiny in a Speech to Indian- 
apolis Irish. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 17.—8t. Patrick's 
day was more elaborately celebrated here 
today than ever before. There were 4,000 
in the parade, following which addresses 
were made by William Flynn, Mayor Tag- 
gart, Henry Bpaan, Father O’ Donoghue, and 
Father McCabe. 

At the banquet tonight toasts were re- 
sponded to by Frank Burke, Chief Justice 
Gibbons of the Chicago Circuit Court, Gov- 
ernor Mount, Mayor Taggart, and others. 
Judge Gibbons, whose toast was “ Our Coun- 
try,’ said in parti, 

“ The sinking of the Spanish fleet in Manila 
Bay and the events which followed in quick 
succession have presented to us new and 
perplexing problems, which, under the 
province of God, we must courageously meet 
and calmly solve. Many loyal, patriotic 
Americans may not indorse the policy of the 
administration respecting the Filipinos, but 
that, after all, is only a matter of difference 
of opinion as to» whether the questions at 
issue should be settled by the sword or by 
milder methods. No one in all this land 
challenges the patriotism or doubts the 
humanity of President McKinley. : 

“ The geogfaphical situation of our coun- 
try, her growth, and greatness as a nation, 
single her out as an important factor in 
shaping the destinies of the world. An 
all-wise Providence has chosen us to per- 
form some great mission. We are destined 
to become the emancipators and civilizers 
of the enslaved millions now groping in 
Oriental darkness after Christian light. 

‘We may not discern the guilding hand 
of Providence in our national affairs nor 
comprehend his mysterious ways, but the 
survival of the fittest seems to be one of 
the inexorable decrees proclaimed to man 
in the morning of the world. We may read 
that decree in the life of every race of man, 
in the rise and fall of every empire. I hail 
every circumstance, welcome every condi- 
tion which adds tu the progress, betterment, 
and elevation of the human race.

/YUKON MINE. SUITS DISMISSED. 


H. M. Wallace Faile tp Prosecute His 
Action Against F. B, Vrooman’s 
Klondike Company. 


The two suits, one a bill in chancery and 
one an action at law, brought by Henry M. 
Wallace against the Klondike, Yukon and 
Copper River company, of which Frank B. 
Vrooman is President, were dismissed yes- 
terday for want of prosecution, at the cost 
of the complainant, This ends the long and 
sensational litigation over the company’s 
affairs and leaves it free from embarrass- 
ments, 
| The ghancery suit was referred to Master 

in Chafttcery Wiemers to take the evidence, 
and the hearing was at'the office of counsel 
for the company for;convenience of consult- 
ing the books and fecords of the company. 
‘The principal witness examined was Mr. 
Vrooman. In addition much documentary 
evidence was introduced.) All acts of Mr. 
Vrooman were fully approved by the mem- 
bers of the directory at the time and all 
his accounts with the company were audited 
and approved. It further appears from the 
evidence taken that on Aug. 1, 1898, at a 
meeting of the directors of the company, 
Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn, ex- 
Senator Blackburn, and D, I. Murphy, being 
a majority of those present, adopted a reso- 
lution thanking Mr. Vrooman for his serv- 
ices on behalf of the company—services of 
which the bill complained,

TO RESTORE GIANT DINOSAUR. 


Professor Beecher of Yale Will Take Up 
Task of Setting Up Bones Discov- 
ered by Professor Marsh, 


New Haven, Conn., March 17.-—[Special.]— 
Professor Edward J. Beecher, director of 
the department of paleontology at Yale, has 
begun a task which American scientists 
have’ attempted in vain for a century. He 
is trying to restore the giant dinosaur. 

The remains of the mammoth fossil were 
secured by Professor O. C. Marsh, formerly 
head of the Peabody Museum, years before 
his death. It was one of his cherished am- 
bitions to restore the dinosaur and place it in 
the museum hall, but he died without ac- 
complishing his task. 

The bones have been for years packed in 
400 boxes. They are being unpacked by 
Professor Beecher, who is now laying them 
in order, preparatory to putting them to- 
gether, His task he hopes to have completed 
by the Yale bi-centennial in October, 1901. 

The restored dinosaur will stand in skele- 
ton twenty-five feet high by thirty-two feet 
long and a special apartment for its accom- 
modation will be erected. The discovery of 
the dinosaur was probably the greatest 
discovery of Professor Marsh's life. The 
animal is a huge one vof an early geolog- 
ical period, perhaps related to the elephant. 

Partial remans have been discovered in 
different places, but the skeleton which Pro- 
fessor Marsh secured is the only one in the 
world, 


EX-CONVICT SUES FOR $75,000, 


Action Brought by Harry Jones Against 
Village of Lockport, Ill., for 
False Imprisonment. 


Joliet, March 17.—[Special.]—The 
largest damage suit ever filed in Will County 
was begun today by Harry Jones against 
the Village of Lockport for $75,000. The 
cause leading up to the suit was the arrest 
of Jones two months ago on a charge of 
forgery. It was proved that he had tri 
to cash a number of checks on*Lockport 
business-men, but Jones established the fact 
that the checks bore his own signature, thus 
disposing of the forgery charge. His re- 
lease from jail followed. Jones, who is also 
known as Hamilton L. Jones, has served 
four terms in the penitentiary, two here, one 
at Chester, and a fourth in Missouri. He 
was first sent here from Fulton County in 
1889 on a sentence of a year and a half 
for forgery. In 1894 he was sent down from 
Cook County for three years on the same 
charge. The other two sentences were ftr 
forgery and embezzlement.

The trouble began last night with the an- 
nouncement by F. O, Popenoe, the principa! 
stockholder, that the paper would continue 
to be printed along the lines laid down by 
Mr. Sheldon, with some modifications. When 
J. K. Hudson, the veteran editor, known 
here as “ Fighting Joe’’ Hudsan, heard of 
the scheme he uttered.a loud protest. 

“Under no circumstances,” he said, 
“ will I edit anything else than a secular 
Republican hewspaper. The proposition to 
transform the Capital into a religious daily 
is more than absurd; it is suieidal. Al- 
though Mr. Popenoe is the majority. stock- 
holder in the paper, he ts exercising an au- 
thority far beyond that with which he is 
vested, 

‘Jt is astonishing to me that Mr. P 
should decide to, take sucha radical step 
without even consulting me, the editer, or 
Dell Keizer, the President and business 
manager. 

“We are both opposed to the religious 
daily and will have nothing to do with 
one,"’ 

Mr. Hudson says his contract gives him 
the right to dietate the policy of the paper. 
Mr. Keizer is also greatly incensed ever 
what he terms the high-handed proceeding 
of Mr. Popenoe, and this morning said he 
would carry the matter into the courts if 
necessary. 

Mr, Popenoe takes the fight coolly, rest-. 
ing secure in his possession of 51 of the 100 
shares of — He says the differences of 
the stockholders are only temporary. 

There is just a suspicion that this fight is 
also for advertising purposes, and if the 
idea of converting the paper into a perma- 
nent religious daily had been decided on in 
advante the whole scheme could not have 
been more elaborately planned or carried 


out,

In place of the Sunday edition of the Cap- 
ital Mr. Sheldon got out an eight-page paper 
at 5 o’clock this afternoon. This ended Mr.

PETITIONS FOR A REHEARING. 


Illinois Supreme Court Asked to Re- 
view Decision Regarding Dis- 
connecting Territory. 


Springfield, IIL, March 17.—[Special.]—Pe- 
titions have been filed in the Supreme Court 
for rehearings in two important cases, those 
of John W. Young et al, va. J. B. Cary etal, 
and H. BH. Williams, Tax Collector of Pike 
County, vs. Lewis Duttom | 

The case of Cary vs. Young was an appeal 
from the judgment of affirmance by the 
Appellate Court of a judgment of the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery County denying the 
petition of the appellants for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the appellees, as Presi- 
dent and trustees of the Village of Donmell- 
son, to disconnect certain territory from the 
village. The Supreme Court reversed the 
judgment of the Jower courts and remanded 
the case, with directions to issue the writ. 

In asking that the case be reopened the 
appellees believe the conciusion of the court 
was reached on the assumption that the, 


statute in reference to the disconnection of” 


territory is similar to the statute regarding 
the annexation of territory. The petitioners 
think the law intends that it shall be the 
duty of the Village board to gct upon such 
petition for disconnection when properly pre- 
sented, but that the board is not bound to 
find in a particular way. Such an interpre- 
tation, it ts claimed, would be an improper 
application of the law of mandamus, and by

Madison, Wis., March 17.—[Special. ]—Gen- 
eral Henry Harnden, Department Com- 
mander of the G. A. R., who had been criti- 
cally ill in this city for several days, died 
at 7:10 tonight of pneumonia. He had a 
brilliant military record, and commanded 
the detachment that effected thd capture of 
Jeff Davis. 


General Henry Harnden was born in Wil- 
mington, Mass., March 4, 1823, of parents 
descended from the earliest puritan colonists 
of that State. He received a common school 
education, but found the New England mill 
life, to which it was intended to apprentice 
him, altogether too tame’ for one of his 
spirit, and at the age of 18 he ran away to 
sea on a vessel bound for the coast of Africa. 
Me remained on the sea several years, dur- 
ing which time he doubled Cape Horn twice 
and visited the present site of San Fran- 
cisco in 1839, before the gold discoveries that 
later made that region famous. 

By the Captain selling the vessel he was 
left practically stranded in Peru, but finally 
succeeded in shipping home, after an @b- 
sence of five years. On his return he found 
the Mexican war on, and promptly started 
for the front, and was in the transport serv- 
ice for a time, helping to bring back the 
American wounded from the battle of Palo 
Alto, but being obliged to return home on 
account of failing health. In 1850 he made 
an overland trip to California, replete with 

ny adventures, and engaged in gold min- 
ing until 1852, when he returned to Massa- 
-chusetts. 

He ‘had been married to Mary A. Lightner 
of his native town previous to his California 
trip, and in 1852 they moved to Wisconsin, 
settling in the Town of Sullivan, Jefferson . 
County, onafarm. He next moved to Ripon, 
Wis., where he was operating a sawmill 
when the civil war broke out. ~

PARIS. March 17.—Rostand’s new play, 
“ LL’ Aiglon,”” was produced last night before 
the most brilliaht audience Paris could 
gather. The play was hailed unanimously, 
by the critics as the’ dramatic event of the 
century. Many of the critics consider it far 
superior even to ‘‘ Cyrano de Bergerac.”" As 
for Sarah Bernhardt, she surprised even her 
most earnest admirers. Never has she played. 
with more sublime intelligence. 

The play relates the sad story of Na- 


ciently vague to allow of great freedom in 
poetical fancy. Rostand makes thé youth 


dreams which he is not able to carry out 
on account of the overwhelming circum- 
stances in which he finds himself. 

The action takes place at the Austrian 
court. The Duke, surrounded by frivolity, 
fights single-handed against hatred. Every- 
body seems against his dead father, even 
Napoleon's widow, Marie Louise; who in- 
dulges in silly levity concerning her illustri- 
ous husband and carries on shameless flirta- 
tions under the eyes of his son. | 

Metternich’s diplomacy has organized a 
systematic effort to dwarf the son’s lofty 
nature, even paying ballet dancers to sap 
his morals and health. Practically the whole 
drama consists of the Duke's struggle 
against animosity and evil influences. The 
first three acts are filled with a succession 
of scenes wherein the Duke in turn evinces 
the great admiration which he carries deep 
in his heart for his father, shows his self- 
doubting aspirations to succeed as the 
French Emperor, and denounces those who 
keep him in a golden cage. | 

It is safe to say that if the play had not 
been written by Rostand an American man- 
ager would have rejected it as ridiculously 
plotiess. Here, thanks to the wonderful 
flexibility of the French language, the en- 
thusiasm never lags for one instant, but 
on second thought most of the critics re- 
gret that a certain sameness exists in these 
three acts. |

The ‘fourth act, representing a night féte, 
with moonlight, soft music, and Chinese 
lanterns swinging-in orange trees, is full 
of movement and color, while the swift rep- 
artee shows the same exquisite wit whereof 
Cyrano gave such shining examples. The 
fifth act shows Wagram—rolling plains, with 
the dawn faintly tinging the sky. Just 
as horses are brought forward for the Duke’s 
escape the party is surrounded by Metter- 
nich’s police. The conspirators are» taken 
away—all save L’ Aiglon—who is allowed to 
remain to witness the death throes of his 
faithful Flambard, an old grenadier of his 
father’s, who stabs himself rather than fall 
into the hands of the Austrian poli 


‘Tragic and Moving Scene. 

Then comes a most tragic and moving 
scene. Left alone with the corpse and amid 
the silence of those vast plains, the Duke's 
mind becomes a prey to a terrible hallucina- 
tion. From the battlefield, where his father 
hurled armies against armies, gradually 
ahere rises over the night wind a subdued 
but immense and terrible human moaning 
made by the thousands who had died there. 
Reichstadt sees maimed bodies, legless 
trunks, soldiers with horrible wounds, creep- 
ing from every where toward him, like a rising 
human tide, howling reproach toward the 
son of their heartless murderer. He begs 
for mercy, finally offering himself to heaven 
in explation. 

The sixth act is filled entirely by the death 
of this poor, ill-fledged eaglet, surrounded by 
his mother and friends. History says he 
died from consumption, but Rostand’s play 
has him die from:'a broken heart. His 
Napoleonic soul yearned for a Napoleonic 
destiny, which fate denied him. Nothing 
except seeing the performance can give any 
idea of the wealth of detail which fills this 
apparently dry outline and makes such a 
fascinating, uplifting, wonder compelling 
drama of the whole. 


Sarah Bernhardt’s Costumes. 

Sarah Bernhardt wore her masculine cos- 
tumes with absolute naturalness. Some time 
ago, dissatisfied with all the wigs offered to 
her, she sacrificed her hair, which is now 
cut short. The blonde curls which she wears 
become her costumes delightfully. » je 

In the first act Bernhardt wears a black 
carrick with riding boots, and after that the 
white uniform of an Austrian Colonel, mak, 
ing a splendid appearance in both. During 
the last four months the actress has lived 
entirely in masculine garb, preparing for 
this ordeal. She now acts with absolutely 
none of those little peculiarities which re- 
vealed the woman under her Hamlet cos- 
tume, 

Bernhardt created such a perfect type that 
Anatole France said: ‘“* Hereafter history 
cannot picture Napoleon's son otherwise.” 
She invests the character with infinite court- 
ly distinction and with a melancholy dream- 
iness which at times gives place to a charm- 
ing glimmer of youthful gayety. 

Rostand himself says that, depending as 
it does much more upon its language than 
upon its action, he does not believe the 
American success of “ L’Aigion ” can possi- 
bly equal that of “ Cyrano de Bergerac.”

LONDON, March 17.—Robert Taber’s first 
essay as actor and manager of the Adelphi, 
the home of melodrama, with Laurence Irv- 
ing’s historical play, “ Bonnie Dundee,” was 
not altogether auspicious.

PAYING MICHIGAN MORTGAGES. 


Report of State Labor Bureau Shows a 
Decrease in Number Filed and 
Increase in Discharges. 


Lansing, Mich., March 17.—[Special.]—A 
canvass of the eighty-four county registers 
of deeds just completed by the State Labor 
bureau shows that in thirty-four counties 
an average of 19 per cent less mortgages 
were filed in 1899 than during the preceding 
year. Thirteen counties report no difference, 
and thirty say that there was an average in- 
crease of 12 per cent. The greatest decrease 
was in mortgages on farmins. An averagedn- 
crease of 21 per cent in the number of mort- 
gages discharged is reported by fifty-six 
counties, and &@ decrease in discharges is re- 
ported in only eleven counties. Ninety-five 
per cent of the real estate dealers of the’ 
State say that business in their line is more 
active than last year, 70 per cent report bet- 
ter prices, and 76 per cent increased sales. 
The average increase in values is 18 per cent. 
The sales of agricultural lands are the 
largest, they being 54 per cent as compared 
with 38 per cent for city or village property. 
Lower rates of interest and increased con- 
fidence are the reasons assigned for the bet- 
ter conditions.

SAY MONROE DOCTRINE |S LOST. 


Judge Dunne, William Prentiss, and 
Joseph David Speak at the Iro- 
quois Club Luncheon. 


Bond dealers and local bankers are criticis- 
ing the action of the Finance committee of 
the County board in rejecting all the bids 
for the issue of $1,150,000 county gold re- 
funding 4 per cent bonds. They say that it 
is a breach of commercial honor for the 
county to refuse to accept the highest bid 
offered in answer to its advertisement. The 
largest offer was $1,220,071, made by Ru- 
dolf Kleybolte & Co. of Cincinnati. 

Bankers, while declining to be quoted, say 
that it is dishonorable for the county officials 
after finding out what bond dealers are will- 
ing to give for the issue to decline the offers 
and advertise for new proposals. They say 
that while the right to reject bids was re- 
served advantage should not have been 
taken unless fraud was proved. 

It ig charged that the entire transaction 
was plannéd in order to give one dealer the 
benefit of knowing what competitors were 
willing to give. A prominent Dearborn street 
banker said regarding the matter: 
might be excusable if some small town- 
ship acted as the committee has in this mat- 
ter, bat not for the county in which Chicago 
As’ long as the bids were bona fide and 
presented in good faith the committee was 
bound in commercial honor to actept the 
highest one. The circumstances are that 
after the bids had been opened another dealer 
went to the county offictals and said that he 
would give a higher price for the bonds, It 
looks ‘as if it was simply a plan to give one 
dealer the advantage of all the others. 

“This will hurt Chicago. The transaction 
is one‘devold of business honor. The Cincin- 
nati firm is connectéd with prominent people 
in that city and their opinion of the city will 
not be favorable after this occurrence.” _- 

Another banker said: ‘‘ We bid on the 
bonds before, but we will not bid again. I 
wouldn’t handle one of the bonds after the 
way the officials have acted, Outside of the 
code of commercial honor, which requires the 
county officials to award the bonds to the 
highest bidder, the price offered was a good 
one.”’ 

‘The County board will approve the action 
of the Finance committee and reject the 
bids,’’ said Daniel Healy, Superintendent of 
Public Service. ‘‘ I understand that the three 
highest bidders each had “&n interest In 
the bid of Rudolf Kieybolte & Co. of 
Cincinnati. That's the reason they were not 
pleased with the rejection. It seems that 
whichever of these concerns secured the is- 
gue, all were to enjoy a distribution of the

DISTRESSED STHAMER CITY OF 
LOUISVILLE SAFE IN 8ST. JOB. 
After Being Frosen In for Thirty-six 
Hours Escape Is Effected Through 
a Channel Cut by a Tug—Coal Being 
Exhausted, Cornmeal Is Burned to 
Keep the Passengers from Frees- 
ing—All on Board Come Uninjured 
to Land—Story of the Rescue, 


St. Joseph, Mich., March 17.—[Special.]— 
After having been frozen in the ice pack 
for thirty-six hours, the steamer City of 
Louisville today, with the aid of a tug, 
plowed through five miles of ice and reached 
port this evening. The crew and twenty 
passengers, who sailed from Chicago on 
Thursday night, were landed at dark. 

According to the passengers, the distress 
of the steamer last night was greater than 
was known on land. The Louisville ran 
completely out of coal and had to burn 
cornmeal to keep the passengers from freez- 
ing. The Louisville left: Chicago with fit- 
teen tons of coal. This was exhausted in 
Captain Stuart's attempt to run through the 
ice field under high pressure. When the tug 
Andy was unable to reach the steamer yes- 
terday, Captain Stuart ordered the stokers 
to burn some of the cargo of cornmeal. For 
eighteen hours sacks of meal were dumped 
into the coal bunkers and used to keep the 
vessel warm. C. H. Godfrey, a merchant of 
Benton Harbor, one of the passengers, said 
10,000 pounds of meal were consumed. 


Statement of a Passenger. 


“None of the passengers made any com- 
plaint, except of the delay,” said Mr. God- 
frey. ‘ Some of them thought the steam- 
ship company should have been better pre- 
pared for emergencies of this kind. It was 
apparent that if the tug Andy was able to 
reach us it would have been possible for the 
passengers to have been taken ashore had 
the company had sufficient tugs. A gale 
blew all the time we were frozen In, and the 
passengers kept in the cabin. 

* When the Captain discontinued His ef- 
forts to extricate the vessel from the pack 
I suspected we had run out of coal. LaterTI 
found the stokers gp corn meal into 
the furnaces. The heat derived from the 
meal was sufficient only to keep the cabin 
warm, and it could not have raised enough 
steam to drive the propeller. Had the high 
sea out In the lake broken up the Ice flelds 


‘the Louisville would have been adrift, dis- 


abled, and might have gone down.” 
. Rescue of the Steamer. 


The Louisville made port through a chan- 
nel cut through the icg by the tug Andy. 
The channel was seven miles long, it being 
necessary to run it zigzag to avold packs of 
ice ten feet thick. The Andy, under Captain 
Boswell, put out with twenty tones of coal 
at daylight, reaching the Louisville at 11 
o'clock. By noon half the tug’s coal was 
put aboard the steamer. An hour later the 
Andy freed the Louisville and began cutting 
the channel. Owing to the Louisville's beam 
the steamer was unable to follow in the 
éhannel until the tug cut a path double its 
own width. 

At 4 o'clock the Loulsville was stopped by 
the ice off the lighthouse pier. It then was 
thought that the steamer would have to be 
abandoned again for the night, but at 5 
o’clock the ice yielded, and thirty minutes 
later the steamer reached the dock. ' 

Captain Stuart said the Louisville was un- 
injured by the ice. He will take the steamer 
back to Chicago on Monday. | 

Purser O. Shauman said: ay the pas- 
sengers said they had a good time. You 
would have thought isolation in an ice pack 
was a new kind of winter amusement.”’ 

The officials of the company admitted that 
cormmeal had been used for fuel, but denied 
that the Louisville was in danger at any 
time.

Mayor Harrison has declined to act as 
mediator between the grade teachers of the 
achools and the Board of Education on the 
subject of salary reductions, and a request 
for his aid in the endeavor to have the board 
rescind its action reducing salaries has been 
refused. The Mayor was asked to give a 
hearing to the complaint of the teachers that 
ealary reductions had not been equitable. 
He replied that he was willing to hear a 
committee from the Grade Teachers’ feder- 


’ gtion on any subject but salaries. His an- 


@wer was read at the teachers’ meeting at 
the Masonic Temple during the morning. It 
provoked the declaration that the Mayor 
was not open to conviction on the salary 
matter. 

In his letter the Mayor stated that the 
Finance committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion had given the expenditures of the 
echools the necessary consideration and 
that there was no escape from the conclu- 
sions which had been reached. 

“If the salaries be not decreased,” said 
he, *‘ the school term will have to be short- 
ened and the school children deprived of part 
of their instruction. Rather than be against 
the school children I should be against the 
teachers.”’ 

The Mayor’s letter convinced the teachers 
that further appeal to him was useless and 
the plan for a committee was dropped. 


Attack the Federation Officers. 
The teachers held meetings all day. That 
portion of the federation which was defeat- 
ed in the annual election last spring saw its 
first opportunity to make trouble for the 
administrative party and grasped it. The 
session at the Masonic Temple in the morn- 
Was not long enough and it was con- 
inued at the Great Northern Hotel in the 
afternoon. Miss Elizabeth Burdick, Miss 


‘Lucy Lange, and other leaders of the de- 


feated party attacked the alleged laxity of 
the federation officers by which a reduction 
of salaries was permitted to get through the 


‘The morning meeting had been called by 
Hyde Park teachers for an independent con- 
sideration of the salary reduction. It was 
to be representative of all teachers irrespec- 
tive of societies, and anti-administration fed- 
erationists saw their opportunity. Miss 
Catherine Goggin, President of the federa- 
tion, was at the morning meeting, however, 
and the action which the independent meet- 
ing wished to map out for a salary cam- 
paign was checkmated when she showed it 
had been anticipated by the federation. 

The charge which the anti-administration 
teachers found most easy to use was that 
the officers of the federation had devoted 
themselves to a tax investigation and had 
permitted the real interests of the teacher to 
be neglected. It was said that the Hyde 
Park teachers who called the meeting and 
Miss Edith Nelson who presided at it had 
no knowledge of the use to be made of it.

DERS TO BE SEEN 


‘IN THE RUINS OF ANCIENT EGYPT. 


BY JOSEPHINE C. LOCKE. 


POMPEY’S PILLAR AT ALEXANDRIA. 


{Miss Josephine C. Locke, who is at present 
traveling in Egypt. is the supervisor of music in 
the elementary schools of Chicago. The Board of 
Education granted her leave of absence for study, 
travel, and rest abroad. The work of Miss Locke 
has left its impress upon the ideas of Chicago 
pupijs in art and has resulted in a Josephine C. 
Locke cult among teachers. ‘* The Tribune ’’ 
arranged with Miss Locke before she went abroad 
to write a number of letters, and one given 
below is the first of the series. ] 


AIRO, Feb. 20.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. ]—Eight weeks of absence from 
Chicago finds me just returned from 
a .three weeks’ trip up the Nile to 
the First Cataract. 

At Alexandria two places only are worthy 
of visiting—Pompey’s Pillar and Ramieh. 
The latter is one of the most delightful of 
suburbs and was, up to 1880, the home of 
that famous obelisk Cleopatra’s Needle—as 
old as the Pharaohs—but which was moved 
here by Tiberius and which is now the prop- 
erty of the City of New York. — | 

Pompey’s Pillar is all that remains of the 
once world renowned Alexandria. Alex- 
ander the Great is supposed to be buried 
here. His tomb is still unfound. Our 
thoughts and imagination were busy try- 
ing to reconstruct the ancient city, Was 
this all that was left of the pomp and splen- 
dor of tha Romans and of the learning and 
philosophy of Greece? | 

Hewn out of red granite from Assuan, it 
stands on a sand embankment overlooking 
an Arab cemetery, solitary and alone, the 
shaft a single monolith sixty-seven feet 
in height crowned with a rude capital, 
half Corinthian, and supported by a 
pedestal of stones taken from former 
buildings. What a scene of desola- 
tion! Little yellow _buttercups cov- 
ered the embankment. Growing close to 
the base of the column, ‘they lifted up their 
radiant faces in strange contrast with their 
surroundings, the one glad thing among the 
sands of destruction. <A strange procession 
of Kings, philosophers, wise men, and holy 
men passed before my é¢yes. Was not this 
spot once the home of neo-platonism and 
the beloved city of the Emperor Hadrian? 
Hypatia, Apollonius, Clement, Plotinus, 
Apollodorus, Euclid, Ammonius, Porphyrius, 
Marcus Aurelius, and Ptolemy—names both 
pagan and Christian—all came and went in 
quick succession; and this was their Alex- 
andria! the Alexandria whose wisdom and 
knowledge filled the round earth with a 
blaze of light and glory. 

I thought of that magnificent library— 
unequaled, unsurpassed by the Vatican, the 
British Museum, ‘or any modern collection— 
burnt, destroyed, not a trace left behind. 
Only Pompey’s Pillar remained of all that 
magnificent past, the one witness, solemn- 
ly, awfully looking down on every idle tour- 
ist who came to gape and wonder. The great 
granite pillar was alive with meaning to me 
now. O, if it| would only speak and tell the 
buried secrets of that library, for whose 
spiritual trea man has gone hungry

ever since! But only the voice of the si- 
lence answered, and it whispered, “‘ There is 
no dead past. The saints, the heroes; they 
are alive for evermore.’’ 


Egypt Is a Wonderland. 


Of Egypt it may truly be said the half has 
not been told or written. A wonderland it 


is, one series of revelations. There is no 


disappointment in a visit for either the art 
student or the literary lover. It-is the trav- 


eler’s own fault if he does not find for him- 


self an inexhaustible mine of interest and 
enjoyment; At the commencement of this 
century Egypt, even to scholars, was a vast 
necropolis of an unfathomable, not to say 
an unthinkable, past. The only living link 


by which it could connect with modern life 


was the Bible and the interpretations of 
religion. But, thanks to archeological re-

Tombs, ‘sepulchres, temples, obelisks, 
colossi inscriptions are now, with the as- 
sistance of a good dragoman, an open book 
which even the ordinary tourist can read and 
enjoy. One soon learns to know the car- 
touches of. Seti I., Amenhotep III., Queen 
liatasu, Rameses II., Rameses III., and a 
few others of the more important. Who 
that once has seen them ever can forget the 
famous tablet of the Kings at Abydos, con- 
taining three long rows of royal cartouches, 
before which Rameses II. and his father, 
Seti I., stand in adoration, the praying King 
with his right hand raised while the boy 
Prince, afterwards Rameses the Great, 
wearing the lock of youth, stands in front. 
Near by is the inscription, ‘‘ Recitations of 
songs of praise by Prince Rameses, son and 
first born the Kiriz, who loves him.”” But

Isolated history must neces- 
sarily be one-sided. Archeological research 
is daily making comparative history possi- 
ble, and only comparative history is true. 
Abydos the Oldest Town. 

Abydos is the oldest town in Egypt and 
reputed to be the place where Osiris is 
buried. The tablet of the Kings contains 
seventy-six cartouches and ranks second 
only to the Rosetta stone in its contributions 
toward unraveling and establishing the 
chronology of the Egyptian Kings. 

Abydos, Denderah, Luxor, Karnak, Edfu, 
Queen Hatasu’s temple at Der-el-Bahri, and 
the magnificent.tomb of Seti I. are the 
places I enjoyed most both for their ar- 
chitecture and their art.. The tomb of Seti 
I. and. the temple of Queen Hatasu are re- 
markable fur their brilliant coloring and 
wonderful beauty of drawing. Because the 
temples at Abydos, Denderah, Luxor, Edfu, 
and Karnak are more fully excavated than 
elsewhere, it is easier for the traveler to get 
ideas from them of the construction and 
ancient plan; all the beginnings of archi- 
tecture, including the vaulted roof, may be 


found in one or other of these places, even | 


the Proto-Doric and polygenal columns pe- 
culiar to Beni-Hassan may be traced in the 
remains of the temple of Seti I. at Karnak. ° 
- Karnak is in itself a great mixture. Ded- 
icated to Ammon, many monarchs have 
made restorations and additions to the orig- 
inal’ temple.

ings guard the entrance. Solemn and im- 
pressive, majestic and venerable with age 
the great hypostyle hall still holds the vis- 
itor in wonder and admiration. Excavations 
are in constant progress, and while we were 
there another sphinx avenue was opened 
and twelve new sphinxes with rams’ heads 
were unearthed. Just to think, only thirteen 
years ago and houses were standing on the 
tops of the temples of Luxor and Esneh. 


Egyptian Art Is Original. 

Egyptian art is founded on no art greater 
than itself. Like all genuine art it abhors 
conformity to other than its own traditions. 
No canon of European art will apply to it, 
since nine-tenths of European art is derived 
and this is an independent art. Europeans, 
till recently have accustomed themselves to 
speaking of it as “ conventional,” but to fix 
a general label like this upon all Egyptian 
art is to misinterpret the spirit and to mis- 
translate its modeling and line, for Egyptian 
bas-reliefs are modeled and are not mere 
flat planes. 

With Rameses III. the decadence began, 
imitation and a lifeless formalism then crept 
into inscription and statue. But in the early 
temples and tombs I nowhere found that 
mathemAtical. regularity and mechanical 
balance which the term “ conventional ”’ im- 
plies to the modern ear. On the contrary, 
even in lotus.borders and friezes, involv- 
ing repetition, there was a rythm and feel- 
ing for life and movement that was anything 
but monotonous, while statues and bas-re- 
liefs of Kings and gods throb with life and 
power. Everywhere in Egyptian art there is 
an absence of the pettiness and frivolity of 
recent times, and it is this that delights me 
and which distinguishes all the best art of 
Egypt—its superhuman quality colossal in 
splendor, impressive in its grandeur, full of 
egoism, if you please, yet is it an egoism so 
frank, so straightforward, and so gigantic 
in purpose that you are silenced and dis- 
armed of criticism. 

One must regard the walls of Egyptian 
temples and tombs as great blographical 
picture books, recording political and na- 
tional events, celebrating the victories and 
virtues of the Kings, the priests, or the in- 


dividual who, through his own exertions,

raised himself to place and prominence. A 
whole poem of Pentaur, the Homer of Egypt, 
is inscribed upon the walls at Karnak. The 
colossi of Rameses II. at Luxor are examples 
of the best Egyptian sculpture. They are 
full of action and strength, the modeling of 
the knees and the mighty muscles of the legs 
and chest is most intense, quivering as they 
do with vigor and pulsating with life. These 
statues are in themselves the embodiment 
of power, energy, and authority. Yet who 
would undertake to say that these early 
sculptures studied anatomy or the nude fig- 
ure as we do today? Yet their work lives; 
it has the quality of eternity. Will ours? 


Praise for the Dragoman. 

We were especially fortunate in our drago- 
man, El-Sayed Hashem, a Bedouin by birth 
and a man of large experience, who had at 
different times attended Naville, Wilkinson, 
and Georg Ebers.in their explorations. <A 
true son: of the Prophet, twice he had taken 
his mother on the holy pilgrimage to Mecca 
nnd once on a visit to Jerusalem. He had 
traveled as far west as Paris and the British 
Museum, spoke English, French, and Ger- 
man exceedingly well; and yef could neither 
read nor write. I often thought when talk- 
ing with him what a commentary upon our 
teaching of foreign languages. Simple as 
a child in his religion, he would say: “‘ Mo- 
hammed, Moses, Abraham, Jesus, all proph- 
ets. I worship God (Allah).” Then he 
would point to the sky, lay his hand upon 
his heart, and bow himself to the earth. 
Strong as a lion, he would swing the stoutest 
man in the party to his donkey as if he 
were tossing a feather in the air. He knew 
every temple and tomb from Memphis to the 
Second Cataract as a child knows his multl- 
plication table. Aye! every wall and in- 
scription inside and outsidé, the thirty-four 
dynasties. with their unpronounceable 
names, and the several triads of gods who 
were forever merging themselves, first into 
one another, then into Osiris or Ammon-Ra, 
only to appear later, at the next place, re- 
baptised all over again. 

Nothing escaped Hashem. For the Copts 
and the early Christians he had little love, 
for they had destroyed this temple, ruined 
that inscription, defaced the beautiful Ha- 
thor headed capitals, and burned the gor- 
geous rich coloring off ceilings innumerable. 
With the Greeks and* Romans he was more 
lenient. If they injured they also restored. 
Kom-Ombo and Phile are almost entirely 
Roman temples. Naville once said to him: 
“I talk: with you—I put aside my books.” 
To carry a guide book into any of the sacred 
precincts was an offense not to be par- 
doned. He would keep quiet as long as he 
could, and then he would burst out with: 
*“* Books, books! You professors, you must 


have books. You believe in books. Books 


lie!’’ 

But the epigram of Ampere best sums up 
the experience of every Nile traveler: “A 
donkey ride and a boating trip, interspersed 
with ruins.’’

) DISCUSSES “ REVOLVER ” HABIT 


Chief of Police Kipley Talks of Fre- 
quent Didn’t-Know-It-Was- 
Loaded Accidents. 


That three persons have been killed within 
a week in Chicago through the careless 
handling of revolvers by boys has not only 
raised the question of the responsibility of 
parents who intentionally or negligently 
have enabled the children to handle the 
weapons, but has invited inquiry as to 
whether there is an epidemic of “ too much 
revolver *’ in the community. Chief Kipley 
denies that there is more crime than usual 
as a reason why householders should keep 
an unusual supply of firearms. . 

He looks on the three fatal accidents in a 
philosophical way. : 

“That three such cases occurred in this 
city within a week means nothing at all,” 


he said. “It is one of those coincidences 
that we meet everywhere. In each case the 
shooting Was an accident, and accidents will 
happen. All three cases might have hap- 


pened in the summer or at any other time, 
and it is possible that no more such cases 
will occur for a year or more. 

“By no means do I wish to discourage 
people from keeping a loaded revolver in the 
house. It is a commendable plan to protect 
the house against burglars or other mis- 
creants, and I must confess it gives me a 
great deal of satisfaction to hear that a 
burglar or highwayman has been shot by a 
citizen. Still, there are hundreds of people 
in this city who own and even carry re- 
volvers, yet never would use them, even if 
they should be held up by a burglar or foot- 
pad. They are afraid to make use of their 
weapons, and it is perfectly useless for them 
to own any.” 

Edward Aldum, 33 years old, was cleaning 
a revolver last evening at his house, 25 
Spruce street, when the weapon exploded. 
The bullet entered his left ear. H was taken

WARMER WEATHER IS COMING. 


Snow or Rain Predicted for Tomorrow— 
Death of Henry McLinnaman 
Caused by Cold. 


According to the predictions of the United 
States bureau the weather will be cloudy 
today, with occasional snow flurries. The 
temperature will rise to 32° and over, but not 
‘much above freezing point. Monday will 
probably bring snow or rain and warmer 
temperature.

Overcrowded 


- “"The average young man who has prepared 


to enter one of the learned professions—the 
ministry, law, or medicine—will give Chicago 
a wide berth if he heeds the counsel of some 
of the leading professional men in this city. 
They say that because of the overcrowding 
in the ranks failure, if not starvation, faces 
the majority of clergymen, attorneys, and 
physicians who start their professional 
careers at this time in Chicago. Five years 
ago, they admit, a man of ordinary ability 
was assured of at least a comfortable living; 
now the great men in each profession have 
absorbed the business and the ambitious 
‘young man, unless he is a genius, finds no 

ace for his foot on the lower rungs of the 

@der which he fain would mount 
to fame and fortune. The advice of 
the deans of the professions is: “ Young 
man, go West, East, North, or South, any- 
where but to Chicago, to start a professional 
career.” They admit the brilliant man will 
gucceed here, but they insist that the 
aspirant who is counting on making a living 
merely because his class is in great demand 
will have to abandon Chicago for a less sur- 
feited locality. 

Estimates of Numbers. 


Estimates place ’the members of the pro- 
fessions in Chicago as follows: Lawyers, 
4,000; physicians, 4,000; ministers in active 
work, 760. Three-fourths of these in each 
case are said to be making incomes hardly 
sufficient to pay the rent. Some even assert 
that 500 lawyers are handling the litigation 
of the city, and the number of doctors and 
deserting their professions for 
returns is said 
to be alarming. 

From the courts come reports of great de- 
crease in the number of suits filed. In the 
Circuit Court 12,137 sults were instituted In 
1898, against 11,332 in 1899, a falling off of 
805 cases. In the Superior Court in 1808 
8,614 actions were begun, in 1899 8,057, @ 
decrease of 557. The total decrease in liti- 
patian is 1.362 cases. or nearly four a day. 


Professions 


The decrease in other courts of the State, 
county, and city is approximately in the 
same ratio. Lawyers who were assured of 
an income of $5,000 four years ago are now 
lucky if they can boast of $2,500 annual re- 
ceipts. Physicians complain likewise that 
the steady incomes of former years are now 
confined to the few giants of the profession, 
while the smaller practitioners merely eke 
out an existence while hoping for the return 
of better times. 

In the great law offices of the city there is 
no large demand for young men from the 
law’schools. Once these young clerks were 
paid salaries ranging from $15 to $30 a week; 
now it is rare to find the novice receiving 
more than $5. and in scores of cases $3 is 
the limit paid. Young men with some capital 
who are anxious to gain admission toa large 
firm frequently pay for the privilege of work- 
ing in the office. So widely acknowledged is 
the fact that all the Htigation of the city 
goes to the big firms that young men rafely 
hang out their own shingles, to wait for the 
business which once’ came without the ask- 
ing. On this account the great majority of 
the graduates from law schools aim only at 
admission into firms and undergo hardships 
bordering on starvation to gain that end. 

A young lawyer in a well known firm of 
corporation attorneys made a unique com- 
ment on the collapse of the profession in 
Chicago. When asked the surest way to 
succeed as a lawyer, he replied: 

“ Marry the senior partner's daughter. 
Then you will be taken into the firm as a 
quater partner and you fall heir to the 


usiness. 

The cynical remark was intended as a 
figurative estimate of the decline in the de- 
mand for lawyers to.that point where great 
combinations of attorneys have the mo- 
nopoly on a single branch of litigation. 

“You see, it is this way.” the young 
lawyer continued. ‘** Within a week I have 
seen a young man defeat another in pure 
all-around ability at the bar and yet three 


| days later lose his place 


in the firm to the words in s courtroom, Then, 


in Chicago 
man he had worsted. Why? Because the 
other man married the senior’s daughter. 
He has been working three years as a clerk 
and is right where he started. There are 
two other daughters, I believe, and he may 
take a brace and get into the firm yet.”’ 

One reason for the decline in the profession 
of law in the city mentioned by most of 
the leaders at the bar is the influence of 
civilization. Chicago, they say, is becoming 
too refined to resort to court battles for the 
righting of wrongs. People, unless seeking 
revenge, avoid juries and Judges and settle 
their differences in back parlors or private 
offices. The lawyer may or may not be 
called in to supervise the deal, but the case 
never reaches the court and the attorney 
loses the advertising, which would bring 
him more business, 

Throughout the world of -capital the 
tendency to avoid the courts is manifest. 
An attorney is retained by a corporation 
at a large salary merely to guide the busi- 
ness moves away from pitfalls. When two 
corporations clash an arbitration. board, 
chosen jointly, settles the matter. Personal 
injury suits and damage litigation are con- 
tinually being taken from the courts for 
private settlement. 


8. S. Gregory’s Statement.. 


“I think it is a fact noticeable to all at- 
torneys that in the last few years the amount 
of law business has decreased alarmingly,” 
said 8. 8S. Gregory, President of the Chicago 
Bar association. ‘I doubt whether half the 
Chicago members of the profession are earn- 
ing a living and I know of scores who are 
deserting the field every day.for some more 
lucrative employment. 

“The most encouraging element in the 
situation is the tendency people evince to 
avoid the courts. We are no longer savages; 
rushing for the cudgel of the law at the 
slightest provocation. We stop and think 
of possible concessions toward a settlement 
in order to be spared years of bandying 
too, consolida-

| tion of business interests has eliminated 
warring factions. Take the cracker, steel, 
and oil companies, which have been brought 
under one management. Hundreds of ac- 
tions were on the dockets when they were 
independent, but now, under one policy, har- 
mony reigns to the benefit of the stockhuld- 
ers and the detriment of the lawyers. 

‘The bankruptcy law has had some effect 
in this direction, but not so much as is gen- 
erally argued. The development of the law- 
yer into a purely business-man is the great 
factor, to my mind. There are attorneys in 
this city who were leaders at the bar ten 
years ago. Their names are strange now 
except in the business world. They are 
steering great corporations. A lawyer who 
is a promoter is in demand nowadays. 

“Finally, it must be understood that the 

‘great majority of strugglers in every pro- 
fession fail. When the law business in Chi- 
cago was abundant the inevitable law of the 
survival of the fittest was not apparent. 
There was enough to go around, and more. 
Young men could sit in their offices and 
watch a string of patient clients waiting at 
their doors. But as soon as the stringency 
set in the business began to fall away from 
the rank and file and collect about the rec- 
ognized heads of the profession. As a con- 
sequence the able men are getting more and 
the mediocre lawyers fewer clients than for- 
merly. My advice to the young man is to 
grow up as an attorney in a smal! communi- 
ty. He is there a man of importance. If 
the. city needs him he will find it out.” 

Other attorneys their views as 
follows: ' 

Joun S. Mr.teR—The combination of busi- 
ness concerns has thrown out of employment 
five or six lawyers for every.one retained. I 
know of one consolidation which affected 


t 
' stead of resorting tolawyers, On the whole, 


different from other professions, in which 
“there is always room at the top.”’ 

GusTAVE F. FiscHer—The average lawyer 
has u hard time of it at best. The old firms 
are as stable today as ever, but the multi- 
plicity of young attorneys and the cutting 
of fees has made havoc in the rank and file 
of the profession. 

Davip B. GANN—As a general rule today 
men are too busy to file suits. As far as 
the attorneys are concerned, the decrease in 
suits is equalized in the field of arbitration 
proceedings and advice for corporations. 

C. H. BRADLEY, chief deputy clerk, Circuit 
Court—The decrease of suits I attribute 
largely to the bankruptcy law. The World's 
Fair was the cause’of hundreds of actions 
proceeding from the immense number of 
firms connected with it which failed during 
that year. Most of those are cleared up 
now. 

James J. chief deputy clerk, Supe- 
rior Court—The marked falling off in the 
number of suits filed in 1899 is due, I think, to 
the bankruptcy law and the tendency to 
settle differences out of court. 

ELLWwoop C. Smirue, law student—I shall 
| be admitted to the bar this year, but I can 
see no opening in Chicago and am going toa 
small town to practice. 


| Opinions of Physicians. 
Chicago physicians agree that the profes- 
sion is overcrowded at present and produc- 
tive of livings for hardly one-fourth of the 
doctors rwho ‘hung out their shingles four or 
five years ago. As evidence of this charge 
it is pointed out that hundreds of physicians 
are carrying on work outside of their pro- 
fession in the effort to support their families. 
They ‘write, teach, and even conduct lines of 
business to maintain their position and the 
vestige: of practice which still remains. As 
in the law, the deans of the profession are 
yeafe from the decrease of demand. The 
ordinary doctors, who once could have 
found places, no longer are wanted.

‘SUCCESS OF KRUGER’S RUSE.

LONDON, March 17.—One short month ago 
and we were down in the dumps, resenting 
defeat and doggedly determining to go on 
until victory once more came to our side. 
Now the nation has gone to the other ex- 
treme, and is in a state of excited self-glori- 
fication such as I have never seen equaled. 
It breaks out in all manner of ways—in 


mob violence to those who venture to ex- 


press views opposed to the passion of the 
hour, in street processions and decorations, 
in drunken orgies, and in delighted expres- 
gions of opinion heard everywhere that “ the 
war may now be considered almost at an 
* Lord Roberts has done so much in 
one short month that his march to Pretoria is 
gure to be a triumphal one,’’ “‘ Kruger would 
be a fool to resist any longer,’’ I hear re- 
marked by almost every one I meet, and the 
only dread is lest Kruger should ba driven 
by the country party, as we may call it, that 
has all along been the backbone of his sup- 
port, to try and wreck the mines or their 
machinery before either Lord Roberts or 
General Buller has got near enough to ter- 
rify him into submission or drive. him into 
the northern wilderness, where Cecil Rhodes 
and his chartered troops, about to be or- 
and commanded by Sir Frederick 
Carrington, will.put the finishing stroke on 
resistance and wipe the Boers off the face 
of the earth. 
Free-Staters Submit. 

The Free-Staters are throwing down their 
arms and submitting right and left. Those 
of them still in the field near the Orange 
River have scuttled back from the northern 
regions of Cape Colony, together with the 
Transvaalers, who constitute the stiffening 
element, and seeing themselves about to be 
caught’ between two forces will either dis- 
perse to their homes or surrender, to be sent 
to Cape Town, and possibly to St. Helene 
after Cronje. In the south, consequently, 
fighting is considered over. This is the 
situation and the end of the program, all 
reeled off by excited politician and exalted 


dingo. 

The message of the two Presidents to Lord 
Salisbury, made public early this week, con- 
firme the majority in this: view of the state 
of affairs. The appeals to the deity, it is 
remarked, would alone show that the stom- 
ach for fighting has been knocked out of 
these fellows and that we shall have every- 
thing settled by the end of June. 


View of One Side Only. 

I give you these views fairly as an ex- 
pression of current opinion, but may be 
allowed to say that they are not skakred 
either by myself or by those who know south 
Africa and the character of the Huguenot 
burghers there much better than I do. 
Those people, who now can get no hearing 
in this country except at the risk of broken 
heads and windows, insist that the message 
of the two Presidents to Lord Salisbury 
was dictated by a desire fo compel the 
British government to define its attitude in 
order to enable them to put before the 
burghers the alternative of submission with- 
out terms, or resistance to the bitter en:. 
In other words, the war is waged half- 
heartedly by the Free-Staters, who consist 
of English and stock settlers in the re- 
spectable minority, particularly in the few 
small towns. These have been opposed to 
the war throughout and many of them 
have completely refused to fight all through. 
Certain of the wealthier Dutch farmers were 
Swayed by the opinions of these men and be- 
came either lukewarm or definitely hostile 
to mg attitude of President Steyn’s govern- 

Amongst President Kruger’s burghers also 
there is a minority of opponents to his war 
policy—men who have considerable at stake 
in the mining industry as shareholders, in 


' eatering to the business for Johannesburg 


and the mining population around it, and 
who for other reasons may be reluctant to 
see everything they possess put in jeopardy. 
Their arguments were that if submission 
took place now a lenient British government 
Would allow the States to retain their in- 
ternal independence, provided they consent- 
ed to lay down their arms and give up their 
artillery. 


Kruger’s Ruse Succeeds, ~~

His ministry strenuously en- 
deavored to prevent the war, as did that 
of the sister golony of Natal, and has been 
continually snubbed by him' in consequence, 
Several districts of the colony. have been 
proclaimed under martial law in defiance 
of the constitution and of the right of every 
British subject, colonial or other, to trial 
by a jury of his countrymen. A dissolu- 
tion and a fresh election would make things 
worse, thanks to the system of exaspera- 
tion pursued, and bring in a still larger body 
of men hostile to the Governor's policy and 
haughty person. 

It will, therefore; be most interesting to 
watch what Sir Alfred Milner means to do, 
whether -he -will. concillate after all or de- 
liberately provoke rebellion.- Cape Colony 
enjoys self-government precisely on the 
Same‘lines as Canada and our Australian 
settlements.

the Germans were with him when we seized 
their mail steamers. ‘This does not open a 
pleasant prospect, because the better side 


of England's method is not hankering for 


a wrangle with the United States over this 
or any other subject.

,some prominence, who heartily indrosed 


Miss Anna Parnell’s sentiment and de- 
clared that it would soon be a dishonor for an 
Irishman to be seen with the shamrock. 

This will be set down purely as Irish per- 
versity, and perhaps our belief in ,their 
innate cussedness as the true source of the 
feeling that makes so many Irishmen in 
this country or in their native land always 
against the government. But Irish antipathy 
to the green, I imagine, will soon pass, just 
as our outburst of sympathy for the Irish 
is sure to do. 

| Queeh’s Visit to Ireland. 

A pretty turmoil seems to have arisen in 
Ireland over a much more important ques- 
tion—the forthcoming visit of her Gracious 
Majesty. Your ordinary correspondence will 
have made you acquainted with the split in 
the Dublin municipality over the motion to 
present her with an address, and, from what 
I hear, she will be prudent if she decides, on 
account of her great age and the state of her 
health, to refuse addresses from Irish public 
bodies of every description. There are sure 
to be disturbances in Dublin City should the 
opposite course be adopted and the address 


.of its corporation be received. By declining 


to accept any official demonstrations of a 
locality, such as these complimentary docu- 
ments imply, the Queen will insur¢ herself a 
quiet and a respectful, if not an enthusiastic, 
reception from all classes. It is the way you 
take them that makes all the difference, and 
a little concession upon this point would do 
far more to win the hearts of the masses 
there than anything like the ostentatious 
patronage of a particular class, eager, for 
perhaps selfish reasons, to demonstrate its 


loyalty. 

4 As to Foreign Affairs. 

It is useless entertaining you with gossip 
about foreign politics this week. There is 
none from our point of view. Plenty of ru- 
mors we have of the usual type, and be- 
neath them sensations might be a-brewing. 
The message of Presidents Kruger and 
Steyn raised quite a locust cloud of imag- 
inary contingencies, arising out of supposed 
designs on the part of this, that, or the other 
people to intervene. We were even told 
that the United States meant to do some- 
thing—nobody knew what. So it was a sort 
of relief to find that President McKinley 
had only a few smooth, bland, political 
pietisms to bestow on or transmit in behalf 
of those who asked his help. It is well, 
though, that you are a strong power, else 
unquestionably he would have been snubbed, 
ahd bad blood might have arisen over what 
he doubtless meant to be quite a friendly 
ahd neighborly incident. 

We will tolerate no intervention, that 
every country in the world may be quite 
sure of, but, then, I am also persuaded that 
no intervention has been intended. No 
Buropean power can move a finger to assist 
the fighting farmers of south Africa. Not 
one can send men or money there or can 
they harass us on the sea were they to com- 
bine and all act together, a thing impossi- 
ble as yet anyway. They will neither herd 
nor pair against us. Frjnce wants guiet 
above everything for the next six ra 
at least, so does Germany for years, 
as for Russia, she does not care particularly 
whether we kill off all the Boers or not, so 
leng as we fully occupy ourselves completely 
away from Asia and leave her a free hand

m. until 10 a. m., two tickets from 10 a. m. to 
3 p. m., one from 8 p. m. to 7 p. m., two 
tickets from 7 p. m. until the closing hour. 
Sundays, one ticket throughout. . 

The administration reserves the right to 
change the prices on special féte days, when 
the admission will be three and five tickets, 
each ticket costing 20 cents. 

Besides the general admission visitors 
must expect to pay for the many side shows 
inside. Press tickets, admitting every- 
where, are rigorously confined to bona fide 
journalists in order to prevent the abuses 
at the previous exposition. One thousand

The Times equally avows that the object 
of appropriating the shamrock is that it will 
“ thereby transform what has been regarded 
in Ireland as a symbol of disloyalty into an 
emblem of quite the opposite character.”

HOW ENGLAND OBSERVES DAY. 


Shamrock Generally Worn by All Irish 
and English Alike in Great 
Britain. 


- LONDON, March 17.—Shamrock day prom- 
ises to vie with Primrose day in the hearts 
of the people, judging from the enthusiasm 
with which, for the first time in the history 
of the! nation, loyalists all over the United 
Kingdom are celebrating, and everywhere 
the green is conspicuous: From Windsor 
Castle; where the Queen observed the day 
by wearing a sprig of genuine four-leaved 
shamrock, to the Hast End of the slums of 
London, where the ragged urchin glories in 
his morsél of green weed, nearly every one 
sports something in the shape of a green 
favor. 
Shamrock Supply Exhausted. 

The supply of genuine Shamrock was 
so scarce that half a dozen leaves sold 
readily for halfacrown. The ancient cere- 
mony of “trooping the color” at Dublin 
Castle} was especially picturesque. It was 
performed today in the presence of the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, Earl Cadogan; 
the Duke of Connaught, Commander-in- 
Chief of the forces in Ireland; and a brilliant 
assemblage. All the troops wore the sham- 
rock. 

The second day’s sale of the Irish Iidus- 
tries association was opened at the London 
Mansion House this afternoon by the Lady 
Mayoress, with Princesses; Duchesses, 
Countesses, and commoners attending the 
stalls, which conducted the biggest kind ofa 
trade. 

Most! of the government officials hoisted. 
the Irish flag and the clubs were similarly 
decorated, the officials all wearing the green. 

In the churches the preachers referred to 
the occasion, thanking providence that the 
English had learned to love and respect their 
Irish fellow-subjects as they never knew 
them or respected them before. 


Judiciary Wears the Green. 

The Lord Chief Justice, Lord Russell of 
Killowen, set the example in the law courts, 
and all the Judges followed his example of 
wearing the shamrock below their ermine 
collars, 

On the Stock Exchange the enthusiasm 
shown in celebrating the day gave the room 
the appearance of a greenhouse. Thesham- 
rock was everywhere, and there was more 
toasting of healths than work.

Stirring Scenes at Aldershot. 

The scenes at Aldershot were characteris- 
tic of the celebration of St. Patrick’s day, 
and at all the other garrison towns the 
shamrock was donned by all the troops 
privileged to wear it. At reveille the Irish 
bands made a tour of the barracks, playing 
‘Garry Owen,” “‘ St. Patrick's Day in the 
Morning,”’ and “The Boys of Wexford.” 
In front of the officers’ mess they played the 
national anthem and cheered the Queen. 

It is understood the Queen, having ap- 
proved the proposed formation of a regiment 
of Irish guards, will make the announcement 
on the subject today. 

The usual Lord Mayor’s procession took 
place in Dublin today. The Lord Mayor of 
Belfast and the Mayor of Cork participated, 
but a number of Nationalist Mayors refused 
to accept the Lord Mayor's invitation to 
take part in the affair. The Chief Magis- 
trate met with a mixed reception, and there 
were disorderly scenes at several points 
along the route of the parade. 

Ceremonies at St. Patrick’s. 
St. Patrick’s Church, London, was densely 
packed when Bishop Brindle, D. 8. O. (Dis- 
tinguished Service Order), late chaplain of 
the British forces in south Africa, officiated 
at a pontifical h mass in the presénce 
of Cardinal Vaughan. All the clergy and 
the congregation wore the shamrocks, and 
the scene as the Cardinal, in his red and 
white robes, moved up the central aisle 
blessing the congregation, was extremely 
impressive.

America and Intervention. 

’ This good humor has colored the comments 
of the English press upon the action of the 
State department in taking notice of the 
despairing appeal of the Dutch Presidents 
to the neutral powers to assist them in mak- 
igg peace. The friendly tone of Secretary 
Hay’s dispatch has beén” recognised, and 
there is no bitterness in the reflection that 
England did not embarrass the United 
States with equally friendly overtures at the 
close of the war with Spain. One journal is 
even just enough to lay stress upon the fact 
that the offer of the State department was 
in strict accordance with the third article of 
the arbitration convention accepted last 
year at The Hague congress, in which Lord 
Pauncefote took a prominent part and wou 

his peerage. 
Some mild references are made to the poli 
ical motives of President McKinley in taking 
up President Kruger’s appeal when the 
European powers were too wary and cau- 
tious to do so, but these expressions are not 
unkind to America. Indeed, Lord Salisbury 
himself is open to the charge of making polit- 
ical use’ of the friendly offer of the Btate 
department. He suppressed Kruger’s man- 


 ifesto for over a week, antl thereby exposed 


the Washington government to a Dutch ame- 
buscade, since the Transvaal authorities in- 
vited the good offices of the powers without 
explaining their impracticable conditions of 
peace, and when he received Secretary Hay’s 
friendly dispatch he interpreted it without 
warrant from the text as a proposal for in- 
tervention, and aroused the enthusiasm of 
Parliament and the country by declaring 
that’the British government would not ace 
cept intervention from any power. 


Salisbury’s Adroit Move. 

The Prime Minister has shown hime 
self an adroit politician in turning to 
practical account the entirely friendly pro- 
posal from Amefica and in ordering a flourish 
of trumpets for the benefit of the European 
courts. The mischief caused by Lord Salis- 
bury’s political play in this international 
episode is not apparent from the English 
press, which interprets the action of the 
Washington government fairly and justly 
from the text of Secretary Hay’s dispatch. 
The real harm comes from the general im- 
pression which the English public has ob- 
tained from Lord Salisbury’c reply and 
from the use made of it in Parliament. 
William Evarts used to tell a story of @ 
lawyer in a murder case who submitted 
to the jury the diagram of a barn with a 
window marked as the place where the mur~ 
derer got in. There was no intervention 
in the State department’s offer, but Lord 
Salisbury has provided the empire with a 
marked diagram, telling where interven- 
tion came in. 
There is without doubt a strong feeling 
in England that America has tried at the 
last moment to intervene in south African 
affairs, and while this attempt is not resent- 
ed it will be remembered. American Sena- 


-| tors who have fancied that the British gov- 


ernment will consent to an amendment to 
the canal treaty ought to profit by sober, sée- 
ond thought. They are only inviting 4 sec- 
ond rebuff and will do well to strike out the 
amendment and sanction the treaty in its 
original form, thereby bringing to an end 
the barren controversy which has lasted 
fifty years. 

| Cecil Rhodes’ Criticism. 

Julian Ralph's letter in today’s Daily Mail 
contains a remarkable interview with Cecil 
Rhodes, whom he met at .Kimberley. Itis 
a startling revelation of the early methods 
of British warfare during the campaign. 
Rhodes asserts positively that General Bul- 
ler ordered Lord Methuen to relieve Kim- 
bericy and then fall back upon the Orange 
River, abandoning the town and carrying 
everybody out with him. Rhodes describes 
this plan as simply monstrous, and charges. 
the unsuccessful Generals with accounting 
for thelr reverses and avoiding blame for 
their blunders by exaggerating the strength 
of the enemy. He asserts that the Trans- 
vaal brought 15,000 men into the field, the 
Orange Free State not so many, and that 
the foreigners in the Dutch service did not 
exceed 1,000 or 2,000.

'-., German Hostility to America. 

The transformation of the meat inspection 
bill into anti-American measure by the Ger- 
man Agrarians is watched with keen in- 
terest in England, where retaliation on the 
part of the United States is considered a 
natural sequel to the adoption of the bill. 
‘The Agrarians are thought to have secured 
the upper hand in the Reichstag and to be 
ina position to dictate the terms upon which . 
their support to the naval votes can be had. 
Their first anomaly was an amendment to 
the alleged sanitary measure, so as to per- 
mit the export of unsound or partially sound 
meat to foreign countries, and their final 
work was the conversion of the bill into an 
extreme protectionist bill, aimed directly 
against the United States, with which 
nearly 13 per cent of German commerce is 
conducted. 

Bnglish journals perceive that Americans

and the sugar industry in the British West 
Indies by striking back at German sugar and 
shipping interests.

makes much of the small part in the 
pathetic garden scene with the Queen. Ben- 
gon has been encouraged to prolong his 
subscription season and to produce’ Corio- 
lanus,”* “ Merry Wives of Windsor,” and 
other works of Shakspeare which are in- 
fréquently enacted.

Sophocles, and, by what Goethe called ‘ die 
wahlverwandtschaft,’ a visible Shakspear- 
ean tendency.”’ | 

But this is not the opinion. of the cool- 
headed, analytical critics like Félix Duques- 
nel, Emil Faguet, and Larroumet, who can 
scarcely find words to express their admira- 
tion for the brilliant wit, the extreme splen- 
dor, and the superb epic swing of Rostand’s 
Alexandrines, but who regret that so talent- 
ed an author should have selected so tran- 
sient and unsatisfactory a foundation as is 
afforded by the negative and actionless 
career of the Duke of Reichstadt to support 
the vast dramatic edifice, and that this con- 
stitutes, from the purely theatrical point of 
-view, a serious defect in the play. This is 
also the opinion of Henri Rochefort. 

Sarah Bernhardt, moreover, seems herself 
to partially recognize this, for since the first 
night she has made several important cut- 
tings and has materially shortened the 
soliloquies. As to Sarah Bernhardt’s ren- 
dering of the part of Aiglon there is but one 
opinion expressed. It is admirable. 

Satire on Paris Life. — 

In “The Education of a Prince,” a four- 
act comedy produced tonight at the Theater 
des Variétés, with the two leading parts 
acted in a truly masterful manner by Jeanne 
Granier and Brasseur, Maurice Donnay has 
written the cleverest sketch of fashionabie 
Parisian life, which for psychological in- 
tuition and irony is worthy of a place be- 
side “‘ Amants,”’ which proved such a suc- 
cess some years ago at the Renaissance.

Campaign Alleged for the Purpose of 
Embroitling Germany and Great 
Britain—Transvaal War Lost Sight 
Of Owing to the Exciting State of 
Internal Politics — Conspiracy for 


‘the Evasion of Military Service — 


Obstruction Policy in Reichstag. 


BERLIN, March 17.—[Copyright, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]—International poll- 
tics has been rather’quiet this week. The 
south African war was not followed with 
the close attention it deserves because of 
the exciting state of internal politics. 

More attention was paid to the incessant 
and now more virulent campaign being @r- 
ried on by the Paris press for the purpose, 


it is alleged, of embroiling Great Britain 


and Germany. 

The Kreuz Zeifung today says it is good 
that everybody in Germany is now enlight- 
ened “that in France everybody, official 
and unofficial, is still dreaming of revanche 
regarding the reichsland.” 

Evasion of Army Service. 


A sensational criminal trial has just begun 
in Elberfeld and will last, it is thought, for 


some weeks. The defendants are charged 


with conspiracy in liberating hundreds of 
strong and healthy men from military service 
by the use of certain drugs which affected 
them temporarily. Cologne physicians and 
druggists and army surgeons are also impli- 
cated. 

After disposing of the present case the 
officials will begin preparations for trying 
a second and larger case of a similar char- 
acter, with ramifications, in the Rhenish 
provinces and Westphalia. 


Debate on Lex Heinze. 

Throughout the week the so-called Lex 
Heinze, the government measure, lost its 
import when the Centrists and Conservative 
parties managed to smuggle into it a num- 
ber of provisions curtailing the liberty of 
art, literature, and the stage. The debate 
spread over an enormous field, much of the 
evidence being drawn from published reports 
about the results of an investigation made 
by a score of rural parsons. 

An obstruction policy was adopted under 
the leadership of Herren Richter and Singer, 
the intention, apparently, being to wear 
out the majority, particularly the centre, 
and render them ready for a compromise. 
This obstruction policy, which was skillfully 
carried out during the latter half of the 
week, being a novel feature in German Par- 
liamentary life, caused the greatest sensa- 
tion and the most varied comment, the 
Tageblatt speaking of it’ as “a parliia- 
mentary breach of the constitution” be- 
cause of a certain ruling of Count von Balle- 
strem, the President of the Reichstag, while 
the National Zeitung severely condemns the 

truction, although favoring its aim. 


Meat Bill Lost Sight Of. 


Besides, the obstruction caused highly un- 
usual scenes and noisy and violent abuse on 
both sides. Amidst the Reichstag roar the 
fact was almost overlooked that the meat 
bill, which, during the fortnight before, dom- 
inated politics, has again been shelved. -

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ARMY REFORM IN GREECE 


CROWN PRINCE PLACED AT THE 
HEAD OF THE MILITARY. 


Differences of Opinion Between the 
Cabinet and the Ministér of War 
Leads to the Resignation of the Lat- 
ter—Revival of a Railway Project to 
Connect Greece with Western Eu- 
repean Lines—Greek Warship to 
Visit the United States. 5 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE BY LOUIS NICOLAIDES. | 

ATHENS, March 1.—The last sitting of 
the Chamber of Deputies proved interest- 
ing because of the explanation by ex-Min- 
ister of War Colonel Coumoundouros as to 
the reason of his resigning. As is known, 
the cause of his retirement was the sudden 
demand made by the Minister of Finance 
that 4,500,000 francs for army equipment be 
added to the budget for the coming year, 
this demand being made after the budget 
had been entirely formulated, and even sub- 
mitted. to the Chamber of Deputies. 

But this remarkable procedure on the 
part of the Minister of Finance was not the 
chief reason for Colonel Coumoundouros’ 
withdrawal. This is to be found in the dis- 
agreement which grose between him and 
the Crown Prince Constantine as to the 
army reform. As the War Minister de- 
clared, the question was.as to who should 
have the highest authority in the regulating 


matters. 


Cause of Bad Management. — 

Heretofore this authority has been fn the 
hands of the Minister, and his having almost 
supreme control has led to many discrepan- 
cies and faults in the army management. 
His power and any measures of reform he 
wished to introduce were dependent of course 
upon the favor of the representatives in the 
Chamber, and this parliamentary influence 
frequently resulted in anything but good for 
the military and its logical, uniform develop- 
ment. The Crown Prince, seeing the disad- 
vantages arising from this system, urged 
the introduction of a bill transferring the 


~@¢ommand of the army and the contre] of its 


reguiation from the War Minister to him- 
self. Colonel Coumoundouros naturally 
objected to this decided curtailing of his 
prerogatives, and sought to justify his ob- 
jections by pointing out that the constitution 
forbade all participation by the Crown 
Prince in public affairs, and especially in 
matters connected with the army. 

According to his belief, the overstepping of 
this provision of the constitution could have 
disastrous results, especially if, in case of 
an unsuccessful war, the Crown Prince had 
to be held responsible for the failure of the 
forces to achieve victory. 


Demand for Reform. 


Most of the leaders of the opposition 
shared this belief of the War Minister, but 
as Minister-President Theotokis pointed out 
public opinion demanded a reform of the 
army, and conditions proved the present 
The task before the 
government, therefore, was to find a remedy 
and he believed it possible ‘to give the 
Crown Prince the power of command with- 
out destroying the constitution, and the so- 
doing would mean lending stability and 


_ strength to the army. 


Colonel Coumoundouros was ill-advised 
when he spoke of enmity existing between 
the officers of different divisions, because of 


- favoritism shown, especially to the artillery 


officers at the expense of the officers of the 
infantry. The Minister-President denied 
this charge rously and said even if such 
conditions existed, then they but served 
to emphasize the need for reform in the 
army, and in the system of governing its 
control. The Crown Prince, who stood 


spove all partisanship, would therefore be 


the officer in whose hands the control could 
best be entrusted. . 
Crown Prince to Command. 

The Chamber, by a vote of 120 against 54, 
then decided with the Minister-President, 
and the new War Minister Tsamadcs is now 
framing a bill for later considez tion by 
the Chamber of Deputies which shall trans- 
fer the chief command to the Crown Prince 
without interfering with his position ag out- 
lined by the constitution. 

Railway Projects Revived. 

Among the measures the Prime Minister 

hopes to present in the near future for con- 
sideration by the Chamber is the agreement 
between the government and the. French 
Compagnie Batignolles for the completing 


. @f the railway from Piraeus to Larissa via 


Athens, Thebes, and Lamia. 

This line was begun in 1889 by an«English 
company. The company failed, however, 
and although the road had been started in 
several places only the section of Piraeus- 
Athens-Thebes was compleéted. 

The plan now is to carry on the work, finish 
the line from Thebes to Larissa and thence 


join the Turkish railway which leads to 


Salonica. 

In this way Athens ané all the principal 
mainland of Greece will be brought into close 
touch with northern and western Europe— 
an approachment which can but mean much 
to the commercial, industrial, and financial 
development of the country. 


Greek Warship to Visit America. 

It is virtually decided that next month 
the Greek cruiser Admiral Miaoulis will start 
upon a long voyage, in the course of which 
she will touch Havana, Santiago, Port San 
Juan (Porto Rico), Key West, New York, 
and Boston. 

This will be the first time a Greek man-of- 
war has visited America. The crew will 
consist of 192 non-c issioned officers and 
sailors and forty officers, of which thirty 
will be naval ensigns going out for instruc- 
tion.. 

It is expected Captain Paul Countourotis, 
grandson of the patriot of the Greek revolu- 
tion of 1820, will:-be named Captain of the 
Admiral Miaoulis, and Commander Philip 
Canellopouloe, the youngest commander in 
the Greek navy and a clever officer, made 
second in command.

They Will Come to the Methodist Con- 
ference as Provisionals and May 
Be Excluded. 


Lay representation in Methodist confer- 
ences, annual and general, long has been @ 
subject of controversy, but at the general 
quadrennial conference to be held in Chi- 
cago in May it promises an unusually sharp 
argument. The situation is, that the “‘ Rock- 
ford amendment,’ admitting lay delegat

START WITH THE TROTTERS. 


Edward Corrigan, Johnny Campbell, 


Sam Bryant, “ Knapsack” McCar- 
thy, B. J. Johnson, McGuigan, and 
“Father Bill” Daly Are Examples 
of Men Now Owning Big Racing 
Stables Who Once Were Interested 
im the Harness Horse—Other Gossip.

A San Francisco paper relates that at the 
Tanforan track, near that city, Ed Corrigan 
was especially cordial in his reception of 
Johnny Campbell, who had come up from 


! Texas with a string of runners that he took 


to the far South last fall after a hard cam- 


paign on Northern tracks. Campbell and 


Corrigan had quite a talk about old times, 
when both were with the harness horses in 
the capacity of driver, neither having at 
that day had anything to do with runners. 

Corrigan was quite prominent in the far 
West twenty years or so ago with the brown 
gelding; Huckleberry, a busy trotter that 
could put in as many breaks in a mile as the 
best of them. In fact, some people claimed 
that Huckleberry never struck a square trot 
at all, but in those days the rules about gait 
were not enforced as at present, and s0 
Huckleberry, who certainly was shifty be- 
hind, was allowed to get money. Corrigan 
won a number of races with his trotter, and 
thoroughly enjoyed the sport of driving. 
Even now he does not hesftate to say that 
to look at a trotting race is his preference 
over one for gallopers. Campbell, who has 


. of late years trained some pretty fair run- 


ners, make his reputation among the harness 
horses as the driver of Richball, a little 
brown pacer with a blaze face, that he 
brought up from Texas back in the '70s, and 
that quickly paced his way into first-class 
company, being a frequent opponent of Buf- 
falo Girl, and giving the Pittsburg mare and 
her backers several hard falls, for when 
Richball was just right there was not a pacer 


in the country capable of beating him until - 


Johnston appeared and swept everything be- 
fore him. The blaze face pony finally be- 
came worn out at the game, and after he was 
of no further use Campbell drifted into the 
running game and has been there ever since. 

Trotting horse trainers generally do well 
with the runners when they turn their atten- 
tion to the business, and Corrigan and 
Campbell are not the only ones that have 
demonstrated this fact. Years ago Sam 
Bryant, who. has been a pillar among run- 


’ nimg horse trainers for some time, had a 


~ 


stable of trotters in Kentucky and won 
many a race with them. His best card 
among the many thoroughbreds he has 
trained was the big chestnut gelding, Gen- 
eral. Harding, that was invincible as a 2- 
year-old. Bryant is still with the runners, 
making his home at Louisville. 
“ ” McCarthy’s Racing. 
Another trotting horse trainer that tried 
his hands at the other game is “ Knap- 
sack McCarthy. Years ago, when McCar- 
thy was a mere lad, he rubbed trotters for 
Dan Mace, and, as the first one of any 
mee he took care of was called Knap- 
sack, the boy was named after the horse, 
and has-been so known ever since. After 
McCarthy had trained a long time‘on his 


own account and made a creditable name for 


himself as a driver he was induced by the 
late D. D. Withers to train that gentleman's 
thoroughbreds, and did. well with them for 
a couple of seasons, but the sulky had 
too many allurements for him, and he came 
back to his old field. Last season he was 
prominent with the pacer Searchlight. 

B. J. Johnson, who was trainer and part 
owner of the Hankins stable when that es- 
tablishment was in its prime, was originally 
a driver, and made most of his reputation 
behind the pacer Westmont, that subse- 
quently. became a champion by going a mile 
with running mate in 2:01%. Johnson went 
to the runmers for the reason that there was 
more money in sight for that clase of horses, 
and for a time he was in the front rank. 

“Umbrella Bill” McGuigan,-who as a 
character on the running turf, and whose 
stable gets its share of the purses and stakes, 
was originally a driver of trottersi Back in 
1875 McGuigan was working for a Michigan 

éraeman named J. C. Deyo. They engi- 
neered a scheme whereby a horse called 
Small Hopes, one of the fastest trotters in 
the country, was taken out that fall for a 
campaign of outlawry. The horse belonged, 
by his record, in the 2:27 class, but McGui- 


_ gan began over again in the three-minute 


‘{ntoO.a trotter or pacer. 


class, and trotted him from Omaha to Bos- 
ton. Small Hopes had a new name every 
week, and when the combination reached 
Washington, D. C., and was ready to enter 
in the Boston races the following week, it 
was decided that a new name would be ad- 
visable, he having already masqueraded as 
Lapland and Lothair. As McGuigan was 
reading a newspaper the night the entries 
closed his eye was caught by a big head- 
line, “ The Westbrook Tragedy,’’ and so 
Small Hopes was’ entered in a three-minute 
race at Boston as Westbrook, and detected 
by reason of a heavy rain coming on during 
the race and washing the brown dye from 
his hind ankles. , 

Henry Simons, who was prominent at Gar- 
field and Hawthorne several seasons ago, 
graduated from the sulky, and many a 
trotter and pacer he gave records to. He 
was a great hustler, quick to see a point 
and act on it, and it was this trait that 
caused him to at one time own the cham-

Pacing Bred Pacers. 

The pacing mare Whisper, 2:08%, recently 
fcaled a colt by the champion pacer, Star 
Pointer, 1:59%, and already there are argu- 
ments among breeders and horsemen as to 
whether or not the youngster will develop 
It is pointed out 
that, while Star Pointer is what is called a 
pacing-bred pacer, Whisper is a trotting- 
bred one, being by the trotter Alcander, 
*-90 he by Alcantara, 2:23, a son of George 
Wilkes, 2:22. On her dam’s side Whisper 
‘traces to Ethan Allen, a trotter. 

The trouble with all arguments about so- 
ealled trotting-bred and pacing-bred ” 
pacers is that people lose sight of the indis- 
putable fact that the trot and pace are va- 
rigtions of the same gait; that hundreds of 
fast performers have the ability to show 
well at either way of going, and that there 
is really no such thing as a ‘*‘ pacing-bred ” 
pacer unless one chooses to so denominate 
all horses which come of a family the ma- 
jority of whose members pace. There are 
geores of fast pacers which may properly 
be termed “ trotting-bred,’’ because all their 
known dleod is that of recognized trotting 
families, but there is no such thing as a 
pacing family. The greatest pacing sire 
ever known is Brown Hal, record 2:12% at 
the pace.

MUCH FOUL RIDING. 


eHIND BRITISH IN DISCIPLINE. 


Jockey Martin Sounds the Keynote to 
the Situation in an Interview on the 


~ of This Country Has Become a Cus- 
tom—Public Not Acustomed to Rigid 
Relings — Approaching Memphis 
Meeting and Other Gossip. 


[BY CHARLES E. TREVATHAN.] 

The other day, before taking the steamer 
for Europe, Skeets "’ Martin, the jockey, 
had a few things to say concerning the Eng- 
lish turf. Among his comments upon the 
conduct of the’ actual racing on the other 
side was this: ‘It is far safer riding over 
there, and there are fewer accidents, be- 
cause there is no crowding or jostling. They 
wil, not tolerate foul riding for a moment, 

nd a boy always has achance to get through 
if his horse ts fast enough. They will not 
permit a boy to shut another one off like they 
do here.”’ 

And therein, it occurs to me, “ Skeets” 
has touc upon one of the weakest points 
in the discipline of the American tracks. 
That we permit almost criminal acts on the 
part of jockeys in interfering with other 
riders in the same race is well known. More 
than one boy has met his death on American 
tracks because of the foul riding of another 
la@ in the same race. I remember one case 
that was a most painful one and resulted 
in the death of a little lad whom Theodore 
Winters brought to Caicago from California. 

He was riding the filly Noretta in a, race 
at Washington Park. “ Pike’’ Barnes had 
a mount in the same race. At the head of 
the stretch the little lad tried to come from 
the rear with Noretta, 2nd Barnes, seeing 
that he might do it, crossed over and shut 
him off. In doing that Noretta collided with 
Barnes’ mount, and, losing her balance, fell. 
The boy was instantly killed. 

Barnes, of course, swore by all that was 
holy and high in his African mind that 
his mount swerved with him, but people 
who were at the head of the stretch saw him 
deliberately perform the trick. He had no 
idea of injuring the boy orhorse. He simp!y 
wanted to stall off a rush. But the result 
was a dead jockey. Retribution came to 
Barnes for the deed, for his employers soon 
found that the once fearless. and capable 
rider had absolutely lost his nerve, and with- 
in one season he grew to be worthless in the 
saddle and was seen no more on the turf. 
Why we permit foufriding of that character 
is not evident unjess it is relict of the old 
days of disorganized. match racing, where 
only the rough rules of an individua!] match 
prevailed at that match. 


Even now there is villainous talk finding 
voice at San neisco over a disqualifica- 
tion for foul. The filly Ella Boland swerved 
into another horse in the first furlong of a 
race and threw that horse against the fence, 
bruising the leg of the rider. She came on 
and won the race by a narrow margin from 
St. Casimir. The judges declared St. 
Casimir the winner and threw Ella Boland 
out by disqualification. 

Immediately a howl went up from the bet- 
ting men. Few, if any, of them had seen 
the foul committed, and few if any of the 
average betting men would know a foul if 
they did see it. The fact that it occurred 
five furlongs from home was also urged as 
a reason for overlooking it if a foul did 
occur. The additional fact that the second 
horse that was declared the winner belonged 
to Ed Corrigan gave more room for criticism, 
and Judge Burke and his associates were 
roundly abused. 

Judging the matter from a point 2,000 miles 
distant, it is 10 to 1 that the disqualification 
was perfectly just. There would have been 
no protest against it had the same officials 
— disqualifying when they assumed 

eir duties. The betting people were mere- 

ly surprised, that fs all. Their indignation 
had its inception in their ignorance of a rule 
which says a foul is a foul and fails to say 
how fara race must have progressed before 
it becomes so. A foul may occur anywhere 
from post to finish, and it is just as mucha 
foul at the post @ it is at the wire. ; | 

Judges have been too lenient in the matter 
of intentional or accidental interference, 
and unless the foul occurs in the stretch it is 
too often the case that the boy gets off with- 
out even a reprimand. Of course a horse 


chance to recover from his temporary dis- 
ability, while one in the stretch in the same 
predicament may not have space left in 
which to make up his loss. But that does not 
alter the fact that interference anywhere in 
a race is foul riding, and it should be pun- 
ished. 

Not only does it make racing unfair, but 
there is the element of danger to the riders, 
whose calling is precarious at best, and the 
boy who habitually indulges in fouling 
ought to know what the ground looks like 
every time he commits the crime. Judge 
Burke ought to be supported instead of con- 
demn as the action in the Ella Boland 
case followed’a public announcement and 
a private audience with the boys, in which 
they were warned that the judges’ stand 
would take more rigid observance and give 
keener punishment for what has lately come 
to be known as “ rough riding.”’ 

If such announcement had been made at 
the opening of the meeting instead of this 
late date, the officials would not now find 
themselves the subject of invidious criticism. 
The insinuation which lies behind the re- 
peated allusions to the ownership of the 
horse which was awarded the race are cruel 
as they are unjust. Corrigan does not want 
to win races that way, and if he did it would 
make mo difference with the judges. 

All this is written because of Martin’s 
comment upon the English method. If they 
can keep their racing measurably clean, we 
can do the same thing, and if they have suffi- 
cient control over their jockeys to keep them 
off each other in the progress of a race, we 
ought to have a look at their method and 
adopt it.. We permit one horse to cross in 
front of another, so that the crossing ts 
done without causing the other to shorten 
his stride or siacken his speed, but there is 
no reason for the permission, and a horse 
once in the homestretch ought to be madeto 
run straight. That is the nearest way home, 
anyhow, and, except in cases of muddy 
tracks with a path or paths on their surface, 
there is nothing to be gained by swinging 
clear Across a course, as a boy will often 
permit his horse to do. 

Some boys have so great a penchant for 
foul riding that it is almost impossible to 
keep them from it, and one boy, Hennessey, 
is what you might calla jockey pervert. He 
has spent half the days of his riding life on 
the ground, and the offense is nearly always 
fouling. At one meeting, where I happened 
to be in the stand, he was set down in the 
first race in which he rode. When his term 
expired he had another mount, and again 
went out of commission fora period. The 
thing happened a third time. 

Sympathy for the boy led me to take him 
aside and talk it éver with him. I showed 
him all the advantages to accrue to him 
through straight ‘riding, and argued the 
physical safety side of it, but all to no pur- 
pose. He was touched by the appeal, but he 
would not promise to reform, “ for,”’ he said, 
“TT just can’t help it. When another boy 
comes in where I can squeeze him and it 
jooks like he is going to beat me, I just have 
to squeeze, and that’sallthereistoit.”” And 
that. boy lost $3,000 worth of mounts at one 
track. But I don’t believe he could resist 
the temptation to take unlawful advantage. 

Nobody fears a crowded field of horses 
more than “‘ Skeets’ Martin, and he prob- 
‘ably spoke from his heart when he said 
that he liked the English system. When 
“ Skeets’ first began riding was a most 
arrant coward. Of course, he was an ex- 
ercise boy at the beginning, and in the morn- 
ing work with the horses where no more 
thah two or three were worked together he 
would outride any boy-in ‘the stable. That 
ability which he showed as an exercise boy 
led his owner to put him up in a race, but 
when he found himself surroundel by a 
galloping field he took his mount back and 
never permitted it to get anywhere near the 
field again. That fear clung to him so that 
after he graduated as a jockey he was fre- 
quently taken off a horse by the judges in 
cases where the fields were large. That is 
the one thing that he still fears more than 
anything on the track, that getting into a 
big field and being thrown by an accident 
or a deliberate foul. And it is something 
to fear. It has often occurred to me that 
if I bad the necessary qualifications of.a 
good jockey i would not ride race horses 
for all the princely salaries that are paid 
to the midgets. They earn their money in

class of sporting men as it is to the jockeys. 
Men who make a habit of betting large sums 
of money on a race can put down much 
more money in England than they can in 
America. Indeed, there is scarcely a limit 
to the amount a man may bet on a horse 
race. He can get betting over night in the 
city, he can lay money in town at the time 
the races are in progress, and the betting 
inclosure at the track will accommodate 
him for an amount which would stagger an 
American ring. We are away alhtad of the 
Britishers in many things, and in ordinary 
games of chance or skill such as poker we 
make bets that would take an Englishman's 
breath away. But when it comes to putting 
money on a horse race they have us by a bit. 
The bulk of a day’s business at an Pnglish 
course is remarkable. When Riley Grannan 
had his whirl over there his big bets, which 
created furore whenever they were laid here, 
had no effect on the English ring. They 
simply took his money, win or lose, and said 
nothing. They kept a good deal of it for 
him, too. The latest addition to the Amer- 
ican racing colony is Jack McDonald, who 
sailed last week. He is one of the best rep- 
resentatives of an American sporting man. 
In a quiet way his operations on the New 
York tracks have been of a magnitude to 
startie one, but McDonaikid never made much 
noise over his winnings or losses, and so 
escaped some of the notoriety which usually 
attaches to the big bettor. McDonald has 
had a. number of horses in England for two 
years and will introduce: his colors to the 
foreign turf this season. Really this voyag- 
ing across the water has come to be almost 
the “invasion ’’ which it has been termed, 
There are 500 American horses in training 
on English ground today. With Sloan, Mar- 
tin, the two Reiffs, and possibly Spencer 
riding there we can be said to be pretty well 
‘nto the English game. Which is a good 
thing for the sport. 


The appointment of Dick Dwyer as starter 
for the various tracks about Chicago seems 
to meet with general approbation. locally. 
His work with the flag is as good as is to be 
had in the market, and it has been to me 
‘a surprise that he has not been more gener- 
ally considered by racing organizations. 
Eastern prejudice is strong against Western 
men, but if Fitzgerald should cease to con- 
trol the post on the Jockey club tracks 
Dwyer would be the most available man for 
them, unless Jim Ferguson should come into 
the fleld. Traveling the tracks from San 
Francisco to New York one sees a good 
many styles of starting and ali sorts of work, 
but Ferguson is, to my mind, one of the best 
men with a flag on the American turf. He 
makes bad starts, as all of them do, but he 
can sustain a better average through a long 
meeting or series of meetings than any man 
I have ever seen. He goes off good at the 
beginning and keeps good all the way to 
‘the end of a meeting. I have not seen him 
start with the machine, and some critics say 
he is not at his best with it, but with a clear 
track and flag he can start horses, and 
particularly 2-year-olds, as well as any map 
in the country. Dwyer will have a busy sea- 
eon of it. He will handle larger fields this 
year than have ever come to him before, and 
from the number of entries from that class 
he will also be amply provided with 2-year- 
okies to test his nerve. He will have a buey 
year and a trying one, but/nobody doubts his 
ability to meet the situation. 


With the running of the Derby yesterday 
the interest at New Orleans ceased for the 
season and we look a bit further along up 
the line for real racing. Little Rock may be 
said to open the “ regular *’ Western racing 
season, and that interesting event will occur 
on the 26th. A small population in the Ar- 
kansas town stands by its track and givcs 
it sufficient patronage to keep it alive. Once 
in a while they get good horses there on ac- 
count of the proximity of the training 
grounds at Memphis, and a race of some 
class is run. Still there is no event of ab- 
sorbing interest on the Little Rock pro- 
gram, and not until Memphis opens the gate 
will we have racing of a character to fore- 
shadow the season. 

Memphis meetings are among the most in- 
teresting of the year because there so many 
of the as yet unknown 2-year-olds are turned 
loose In their initial nace, and there we al- 
ways have a demonstration of what the win- 
ter has done for the 2-yer-olds of the pre- 
‘vious year. ‘The Montgomery Handicap 
gives us a line on the all-age division, too. 
Altogether Memphis has a decidedly ad- 
vantageous position on the bill of summer 
entertainment, and to Memphis will go the 
first of the racing regulars who follow the 
horses through the summer season.

NOVEL SCHOOL FOR CHILDREN. 


Farm in Virginia to Be Made the 
Home for a New Ped- 


agogy. 


A new departure in educational institu- 
tions is to be made by Dr. Maximilian 
Groszmann of Milwaukee, who leaves next 
week for Virginia, where, on a small! farm, he 
will establish a schoo! for what are techni- 
cally known as *‘ mipor mental abnormali- 
ties,” but which Dr. Groszmann explains are 
merely the “queer” children of many a 
household whose right development can 
best be secured by taking them out of 
their home environment. The school will 
open on April 1. It will be backed by New 
York people who are«tnterested in the sub- 
ject, and it already has its pupils promised. 

“The school will be something enti rely 
new in education circies of this country,” 
said Dr. Groszmann last night. “ Of late 
there have heen a number of schools for 
feeble-minded children and more recently 
still the psychological school of Dr. Dewey 
in Chicago, which is doing a great work. 
But the feeble-minded schools do not reach 
the class of children I have in mind, whiie 
the Dewey school cannot meet all their 
needs, admirable as it Is. 

“My plan is to take a comparatively 
smell number of abnormal! children, who 
are the victims of family environment or 
who are overprecocious or apparently dull, 
and educate them aleng natura) lines, giv- 
ing them plenty of manual training, much 
nature work, and seeing that the special 
needs of each case are studied from the 
most approved theories of child study. It 
is estimated that fully 10 per cent of the 
children in the public schools should by 
rights have special attentign, Instead of 
being brought under the Hard and fast 
rules of a large schoo] system, You will 
find them both in the homes of the rich 
and of the poor, though the cause is usu- 
ally different in the respective cases. Often, 
indeed, the best possible thing for 
such a child ts to remove him from his- 
home surroundings and place him in a 
healthful educational atmosphere, where 
the best that is In him will be brought out 

and his body and mind so trained that he 
can go back to his proper place in the home 
and the school.” 


The farm where the Grossmann 
to be located is near Charlottesville, Va. It 


was purchased by Dr. Groszmann when his 
failing health compelled him to give up 
his work In the ethical culture schools of 
New York a few years ago. The climate 
is such that the children can have an out- 
door life all the year around, while the 
scenery is beautiful. A. staff of teachers 
will be carefully chogen, but it is Dr. 
Groszmann’s idea that most of the teach- 
ing shall be from the concrete example 
found in the life on the farm and in its 
locality, and he will have a direct per- 
sonal superintendence of each child. His 
first pupil, a boy, who, Dr. Groszmann 
says, specially needs the mental dis- 
cipline of the “ settling ”’ process, will be at 
the farm almost as soon as the doctor him- 
self. Life is to be kept as primitive as pos- 
sible. so as to counteract the enervating 
effects of the overrefinement of the homes 
from which the children come. There will 
be pigs and cows and chickens and 
‘chores’ to be done, not because of any 


desire to save expense, but for educational . 


value In the “ choring.”—Milwaukee Sen- 
tinel.

ENGLAND’S LITTLE INDIAN WAR. 


Tribe on the Frontier Laughs in Great 
Britain’s Face and Courts 
| Battle. 


The attention of the country has been so 
absorbed in the war in south Africa that 
the campaign now progressing In northeast 


India has been overlooked in England. Yet ° 


our Indian’ war promises to be as exciting 
and dangerous as any of our expeditions on 
the frontiers of our Asian empire. 

Late last year the Indian government 
came to the conclusion that it could no 
longer endure the dwings of the Mishmis, a 
tribe to the northeast of Assam. 

The Mishmis had stolen and raided and 
murdered time after time. Women and 
children repeatedly disappeared from neigh- 
boring villages, kidnaped and sold into 
slavery by them: 

When our commissioner remonstrated the 
Mishmis laughed in his face. When he 
threatened they sent back Insolent mes- 
sages. The Indian government never fights 
outlying tribes except as a last resort. But 
the moment came when fighting was neces- 


sary. The Mishmis began fortifying their 
stockades and preparing their pofsoned 
spears. 


The British authorities fitted out a little. 


army of about 1,000 men, selected from the 
Forty-second and Forty-fourth Gurkhas— 
specially trained for such service—the Tenth 
Mounted Bengal Infantry, a body of mili- 
tary police,.and some two dozen English 
officers. 4 

It was known at the outset that our army 
had no holiday trip before it. The country 
is exceedingly mountainous and difficult of 
access. The Mishmis are warlike and love 
nothing so much‘as a fight. They can put 
quite a thousand men in the field, and though 
they lack modern weapons they are adepts at 
every trick in guerrilla warfare. It was in- 
tended to make Bonjore our base of opera- 
tions, and to establish a further military 
center in the Mishmi Hills. I" 

The latest details from the front are that 
progress has been slow, owing to the ab- 
sence of coolie carriers. There is heavy 
snow on the hills, and the first big pass the 
expedition had to march through was 8,000 
feet-above the sea level. |Our scouts and 
spi y that the Mishmis are now prepared 
for a stubborn resistance, but Colonel Moles- 
worth, who commands the expedition, well 
understands the need of caution and thor- 
oughness in carrying out his work. 

All who know anything of the stretch of 
country lying between Indla, Assam, and 
Thibet have long been aware that such an 
expedition as the present would one day he 
necessary. The Mishmis have the reputa- 
tion of being one of the most troublesome 
and pugnacious of all the fighting hill tribes 
in northeast. Few Europeans have 
penetrated their land, and several] who have 
ventured there have sacrificed their lives. 
The Mishmis are a short, sturdy race, active 
and unsettled, of light brown complexion, 
and are evidently a cross between Hindoos 
and Mongolians. Their high cheekbones are 
distinctly Chinese.—London Mail.

Some years ago the Bancroft, 
then the Naval Academy practice ship, was 
mistakenly moored to the same anchor to 
which the old wooden ship Santee was 
moored. The ships were quite ninety feet 
apart. When the Bancroft was docked pre- 
paratory to its summer cruise, it was dis- 
covered that it was abnormally corroded be- 
low water. The copper on the bottom of the 
Santee -had done it, and but for the moderate 
saltness of the water at Annapolis the dam- 
ago would have been a great deal more seri- 
ous, 


Cannot Keep Water Out. 


Now the wooden sheathing, which stands 
between the copper on ‘the outside and the 
structural steel just beneath, is only about 
four inches thick, and to be an effective 
non-conductor the joints of the planking 
must be absolutely water-tight; this is the 
difficulty, and to overcome it all seams are 
carefully caulked, and the hole through 
which tne brass bolts fasten the wood to 
the steel are subsequently filled with Port- 
land cement after the bolts have been deeply 
countersunk. In addition to these precau- 


tions} some of the bolt holes are left tempo- 


rarily open, and in between the planking 
and the steel is pumped, under pressure, a 
mixture of red lead and white zinc, which 
is to fill completely.all interstices. 

Despite all this care, the planking will 
“‘ work "’ itself open enough to admit water, 
and at once galvanic action is set up. In 
the six small gunboats of the ‘“‘ Annapolis ”’ 
class there is no bottom plating under the 
wooden sheathing, the planking resting right 
on the boat's ribs and forming the true bot- 
tom. This enables an examination to be 
made frequently and leaks are quickly dis- 
covered, but where the true bottom of steel 
plating intervenes, as of necessity in the 
cases Of heavy craft, it is not possible to 
detect the breaks admitting water, and the 
rapid corrosion may go on undiscovered 
until perhaps a hole has been eaten through. 
and the ship seriously damaged. 

There is no doubt that the coating of four- 
inch planking, whether of fine pine or India 
teak, adds to the structural strength of the 
ship, but it also makes the vessel bulkier 
and demands that it go slower or carry 
heavier engines and burn more coal to at- 
tain an equal speed. It is safe to say, how- 
cver, that the element of added strength 
would not of itself cause the sheathing of 
ships of the heavy cruiser or battleship 
order. It is merely a present necessity if 
the vessels are to be coppered, and only a 
few believe four inches of any sheathing 
wood would be of any material protection 
in case of accident. 


Tests of Fifty Years Ago. 


Way back tn the early “ forties,’’ the Navy 
department became alarmed through the 
rascally conduct of contractors in supplying 
a mean quality of copper for the sheathing 
of wooden ships, and a series of careful ex- 
periments was conducted by a prominent 
scientific man of the day. While Congress 
could not see its way clear to make proa- 
vision for its completion, still Professor W. 
R. Johnson's work revealed many things of 
lasting value, and, among others, he showed 
how much more secure against the action of 
sea water was unrefined copper. Because 
of its brittleness and stiffness, though. it was 
unsuited in sheet form for the bottoms of 
ships. 

After more than half a century American 
cunning has now come to the front again. 
and the attention of the Board of Construc- 
tion has just been called to a new process of 
sheathing which may win over the opposing 
members of the board. Strange as it may 
seem, the neav method makes use of some of 
the discoveries made by Professor Johnson 
in the “ forties,’’ while adding some origina! 
features which overcome the original objec- 
tions to “ native’ or unrefined copper. 

The system has been tried now for several! 
years, both in American waters and in those 
of the tropics. and the results have been en- 
couragingly successful in every respect: and 
the patentees are now determined that the 


system a thorough governmental test. 

The cost of the new process is but little if 
any greater than the cost of the usual copper 
plates for ships. The plates by the new 
process weigh only about half as much as 
those of pure copper of equal thickness, and 
no unusual skill is needed in putting them 
ship's bottom. 

This new system ts calied “ insulated cop- 
per sheathing.’ It consists of a compound 
of asphaltum and finely nranulated form of 
“native ’’ copper as it comes directly from 


) the mines of Lake Superior. This copper, 


® 


cylinders, ‘which resemble, in a way, the 
pulleys on a shaft to which belts are fast- 
ened. Four of the cylinders are inside the 
others, the positive of each pair being on 
the outside and the negative on the inside 
When these cylinders revolve with great 
speed the electricity passes into two iong 
metal cylinders on each side, resting on glass 
non-conducting uprights. Within one of 
these cylinders are the antlseptics, which are 
transmitted with the electricity by means of 
a wire to an electrode fitted with a large 
sponge. 
How the Treatment Is Given. 

The patient ts seated in a chair ona raised 
platform near the larger machine, which is 
said to be the strongest static electric ma- 
chine ever made, and the positive sponge is 
placed on his bare chest. From this the 
electric fluid passes through the body to the 
negaiive electrode, placed against the pa- 
tient’s back, carrying the healing unvtiseptics 
to and through the lungs. Passiny Into the 
lungs the antiseptics, according to M. Crotte, 
destroy the bacilli, or prevent them from 
making toxin, which is the destructive poi- 
son, at the same time cauterizing and heal- 
ing the diseased tissue. The treatment is 
declared to be devoid of pain and it is said 
to give the patient a pleasant feeling of 
stimulation. 

At first patients are treated once a day, 
the treatment lasting about ten minutes. As 
the disease begins to dimli.ish they come for 
treatment every other day, and then once a 
weck until a cure is effected. M. Crotte 


in its form of sandlike granules, Is heated 
to a temperature of 300 degrees, mixed with 
a specially prepared asphaltic cement, and 
while still hot is rolled into sheets or plates 
of any desired size and thickness. The 
asphaltum about the particles effects their 
mutual insulation, and, unlike a similar sur- 
face of sheet copper, is not susceptible to 
electrical activity as a whole, but only in 
so far &s loca) contact is concerned—i. e.: 
if a sheet of this were attached to a plate 
of iron or steel, then placed in salt water, 
galvanic action would be set up only between 
the few particles directly in touch with 
the underlying plate, which would be but 
slight, instead of the whole surface of he 
sheet uniting in the action. 

To apply the insulated sheathing to the 
bottom of a vessel, the bottom Is first scraped 
clean and then coated with a pure asphaltic 


cement, which, by the way, effectually fills. 


all seams in the ship's sides; the plates are 
then heated unti] they become flexible enough 
to be pressed against the bottom of the ves- 


se] while the adhesive coating of asphaltum | 


is still hot. The joints between the sheets 
are then filled with a mixture similar to that 
forming the sheets themselves, and the mass 
is rolled smooth, forming a _ continuous 
sheathing absolutely impervious to water 
and imperishable, except by the slow action 
of exfoliation of the particles. 


Hes Marked Advantages. 


One prime advantage the process has over 
that of wooden sheathing, aside from its 
ease of application, is that of the time or 
times at which it can be placed on the ship. 
For the sake of thoroughness and, too. be- 
cause of mechanical difficulties, it is neces- 
sary to apply the wooden sheathing while 
the vessel stil] rests upon the building blocks 
and while considerable of the riveting up 
of the metal work has yet to be completed. 
This entonen wooden sheathing to the danger 
of tire from sparks from the small riveting 
forges or from the unlucky dropping of a 
hot rivet in a pile of shavings cast in fitting 
the sheathing. This really happened in a 
British ship yard not s6/long ago, and but 
for the promptest action a fine ship would 
have wai irreparably injured. This same 
dangew did not exist in the days of wooden 
vessels, because the bolts were driven cold. 

Another advantage possessed by the as- 
phaltum copper sheathing is its endurance 
in water. The asphaltum will not rot, nor 
will it become water-logged, and it is not 
susceptible to the attack of the boring ac- 
tion of certain well-known marine worms. 

The importance of a smooth bottom is 
something hardfly realized by-the average 
layman, and it takes but little to add to the 
skin friction of the vast area of the under- 
water portion of a.good-sized ship. This 
friction increases with great rapidity as the 
vessel's speed grows, till, near its maximum, 
it may be said to represent the vast bulk 
of the water's opposition. 806 sensitive to

JAPAN BUILDS ITS OWN SHIPS. 


Complete Ship Yard at Nagasaki Now 
Turning Out Model Passenger 


The decision of the Japanese to build all 
their own mail steamers from this time on 
invites more than passing attention to their 
big modern ship yard at Nagasaki. 
well Into the present century the 
smiling bay had sheltered no more sea- 
old-time junks, 
whose bulky, unpainted hulls and awkward 
floating lazily by, are still 
familiar along the Japanese coasts. 

Within more recent years the bay’s~ex- 
pansive waters have been 
swiftly moving steamers, ‘‘ ships with fire 
wheels,”’ as they were ealled upon their first 
But down to the last half decade 
all these were foreign built. 

But within the last two years Nagasaki’s 
ancient haven has become the birthplace 
of no less than seven typical modern ocean- 
going steamers of the most recent patterns, 
|} and which are Japanese from stem to stern. 
. The Hitachi Maru was the first born. It 
is a steel steamship launched nearly two 
years ago, and is now in government employ 
for earrying the mail. 
and measures 462 feet in length by 49 in 
breadth and 33% in depth. 
of 6.360 tons, twin screws, triple-expansion 
engin®s, and four boilers. 

The interesting yard at which these and 

four other modern steamships have been con- 
structed is the property of the Mitsubishi 
company. at whose head is Baron Iwasaki, 
Japan's Creesus, a multimillfonaire, worth 
the eqtivalent of more than $70,000,000. 
. The company takes its name from his fam- 
ily crest, three scarlet stones. which appear 
on the pennants waving above many great 
warehouses of Yokohama, Tokio, Nagasaki, 
and other commercial cities of the land of 
The Baron, a Samarai by 
inheritance, received his title to nobility upon 
the conclusion of the Chinese-Japanese war 
as a token of appreciation of his many gen- 
erous gifts for the successful prosecution 
of that conflict.

TOLD in my last paper how we banished 
cholera and the. smallpox from New 
York and barred the door against them. 
So we won our first battle with the slum. 

But the fight is not ended; it is only just 
begun. The slum has resources. We cleaned 
and washed it, and that was something. 
We stopped its worst waste of human life. 
it a to be done before we could proceed 
wit © real business in hand. That is to 
see to it that the life we saved is made worth 
the living. It is not worth living unless it is 
set in a home worthy of the name. | 
The state is not safe if the home is not. 
Indeed, the state is not worth saving if it has 
failed in protecting the home. It might as 
well perish, and perish it will unless it can do 
that. A wise Frenchman said once that 
tenement-house crowding, of the kind we 
know in New York, must of necessity breed 
“exasperation of the tenant against socie- 
ty.” With the home gone, and family life 
with it, manhood and patriotism must disap- 
pear also. They were true words, worth 
heeding on this side of the Atlantic as on the 
other. Their warning stands for all time. 
We cleaned the slum, but its crowding goes 
on. It is worse today than it ever was. We 
shall see what chances the home has in it. 
The fight is for that. We stamped out the 
old lie that the tenants were wholly to 
blame. The first of our Tenement-House 
committees denied it, and. each succeeding 
one indorsed its judgment. ‘‘ The tenants 
are better than the houses,”’’said the com- 
mission of 1884. *‘ They respond quickly to 
improved conditions,” was the verdict in 
1804. | 


ROME'S EXAMPLE. 
No doubt the same was true in ancient 
Rome, except as to their responding to im- 
Proved conditions; there were none of that 
kind. They went on from bad to worse, un- 
shecked. In due season the tenant rose in 
exasperation against society, but the battle 
Went against him, and Rome, from being 
Mistress of the world, became the football 
of its barbarians. A people will not forever 
be better than the environment that is forced 
upon it. As American homes are, so will be 
American citizenship. 
We got rid of the shanty and the tumble- 
frame rookery, the cesspool, the stable, 
and the privy that made the yard—what there 
Was of it—a stinkpool of iniquity. We cleaned 
yard and street, and it was a task like that 
of cleaning the Augean stables. We did it, 
forwe hadto. But we were not wise enough 
to bridge and tunnel our rivers. Our trolley 
“nd cable cars came too late. The ‘ one 
Way out” of our slum, up the whole length 
of Manhattan Island to the hills beyond 
the Harlem River, was too long, with only 
Cars to transport, for the man who

THE “ DOUBLE-DECKER.” 

Today we have in New York 44,000 tene- 
ments, and they are still going up at the rate 
of 2,000 a year. The typical tenement now is 
the ‘‘ double-decker,” five or six stories high, 
with four families on each floor. It has a 
lower death rate than the old rookeries, be- 
cause they defied every rule of sanitation, 
while thirty years of wrestling between the 
health board and police on one hand and 
landlord and builder on the other has gained 


They did not always keep the hold they 


got. ‘The builder stole back what he could, } 


and how he could. Starting in 1879 with the 
modest requirements of lightshafts aggre- 
gating at least thirty-two square feet upon 
the lot, the Health department reached by 
1887 a’ point where it felt able to prohibit 
builders to cover more than 65 per cent of 
the lot, unless an interior area of 265 square 
feet was left open to light and air. In prac- 
tice T8 per cent was covered, however. So 
fixed had the practice become that the last 
Tenement House commission (1894) consid~ } 
ered it a gain to be able to whittle the limit 
down to 75 per cent, thus gaining three feet 
in a hundred for the tenant. 

The interior airshaft in the builder’s prac- 
tice has become a long and narrow crack 
that carries foul air up in plenty, distributing 
it impartially to every floor, but none down 
from above, and through which the lhght 
struggles down against discouraging odds, 
even when the shaft is not hung full of 
clothes to dry from every: floor. 


DANGER FROM FIRE. 

Such advantages as the airshaft js sup- 
posed to give are more than offset the 
fearful and ever-present danger of fire. 
Wherever it breaks out it makes of the 
shaft promptly a huge chimney through 
which it roars, breaking its way into every 
flat and blocking hallway and stairs, rous- 
ing the sleeping tenants—it is nearly always 
at night such fires break out—to a desperate |. 
fight for life. More than half of all such 
fires are in tne tenements, though they are 
not one-third of all the buildings. ~~ 
- Inieleven years for which I made the foot- 
ing there were 35,88 fires in New York, of: 
which 53.18 per cent were in tenements, and 
177 of the tenants were killed and 523 in- 
jured in them. The present winter has seen 
such a run of tenement fires as never before, 
with an appalling loss of life. 

The late Tenement-House committee called 
loudly for fireproof tenements, demonstrat- 
ing that their construction would add scarce- 


the call has gone unheeded till now, when 
a company is putting up several blocks of 
such houses on the West Side. The time is 
not propitious for fron was never so high 
as now, and ft is much to be feared that the } 


result may discourage the builders. 


OVERCROWDING. | 

In spite of the airshaft and its perils, the 
double-decker cut down the death rate. For 
the answer to the other question—whether 
life is, humanly speaking, worth living inf 
it; what it does for the home and what that 
stands for in the life of the tenant and the 
people—look at the picture of the East Side 
block, reproduced ‘here in the minutest de- 
tail, It is in the Tenth Ward of which I 
spoke, and shelters 2,500 human beings on 
80.000 square feet of land—that is to say, 
something like 500 families with, say, a 
thousand children.

how much light you may expect to find on 
the stairways and in the halls in the middle 
of those houses to help you make out the 
babies that are rolling around there. That 
is their playground, and about their only 
one to date. 

There is a poor little baby in one of the 
pictures, -which I took where I found it, 
with its back .against the sink that over- 
flowed with slops on the floor. But do not 
imagine that the hall was as you see it 
there. I had to make the light with a flash 
of magnesium powder, so that I might show 
you what that “ playground” was like. 
There was none there before, not a ray. 

And .in that atmosphere of physical and 


‘mental darkness the child grew up, to 


project by and by its notions of citizenship 
and its dutfes into our practice of govern- 
ment, in the wheels of which it was to bea 


,cog--if it grew up. Two hundred and five 


in a thousand such babies that were born 
in the rear tenements, in one of which it 
was at home, didn’t grow up, according to 
the record. The houses killed them, and no 
wonder. .For “‘ houses”’ you might as well 
read ‘landlords.’’ It is nothing but fhe 
truth. And yet we hesitated long to take 
the houses from them. Unfit to live in, mur- 
derous even, they were yet property, and 
sacred. . 


A MORAL QUESTION. 


I could tell you some things, about what 
those dark hailways stand for in the moral 
life of a million men, women, and children 
that would open your eyes; and I would not 
meed to stray from the records, either—the 
records of the birth registry bureau, for in- 
stance, where if sometimes happens that 
the father’s name is missing from a cer- 
tificate for cause—but I shall spare you that. 
It would not be proper. We hold rigidly to 
propriety when it concerns the tenant, !ess— 


good deai less—rigidly when the landlord's 


rent is in question. | | 

You can imagine, perhaps. And you need 
not pull the rein of your imagination, either. 
I want here merely to call your attention to 
the fact that, full of foul immoralities as 
the dark hallway is and always will be in 
a promiscuous crowd, it is practically un- 
avoidable in a tenement built on a twenty- 
five fqot lot, with others like it om both sides; 
and to this other fact, that the primal curse 
of our tenement-house building is yours 
also, in even an aggravated form. You also 
have laid out your lots twenty-five feet wide, 
but you have made them, I am told, a 
humdired and twenty-five feet deep, where 


where you can go and see and | OuTe are only one hundred. 


_ Let new tue ambition overtake your build- 


ers to pile up your tenements as they have 
piled up your office sky-scrapers, and your 
fix will be as much worse than ours as your 
lot is deeper. It will be just so much harder 
to get light amd air into the houses. We 
have about given up the twenty-five foot lot 
as hopeless, as you will learm from our ex- 
hibits. We cannot get rid of it, but we are 
trying to make it unprofitable to build on it. 
That is not an easy matter, and in practice 
it is often impossible, for you cannot take 
a man’s lot from him, and if he has no more 
than one he has no choice. 


CHICAGO’S OPPORTUNITY. 

But the choice is yours yet. There fs no 
reason why a tenementilandlom should build 
toward the skies in Chicago with the un- 
bounded praifie at your backdoor. You can 
make the rule now thpt he shall not build 
more than five stories high on more than 
half his lot, and stop him without causing 
hardship to anyone. | 

That East Side block has all kinds of 
houses in it, big and little, front and rear, 
and the rear houses are the worst always 
because they are shut out from the sun- 
light and from the air, which merely stag- 
nates in pockets in such a block, if there 
are any pockets, and never circulates. We 
tore down a hundred of those rear houses, 
more or less, as I shall tell you about pres- 
ently; but there are more than two thou- 
sand left, and they still go on outdoing 
Herod at baby slaughter. 

.Now turn to the block of double-deckers, 
solidly built up, and see whether you think 
it is an improvement.; There you have the 
ultimate result of our style of housing our 
workers. That is what we are coming to. 
Such a block will hold from. 3,000 to 4,000 
tenants. There is one much like it over 
on the West Side that has more than 3,500, 
and all the rest are tending that way. The 
air shafts are there; yes, according to law. 
I show you photographs of some of them 
in order that you may see how much light 
they bring down. It: figures in the land- 
lord’s bill every time—so much more for 
a flat with light in than for one without it. 

Tenements are built for business. Even 
a ray stolen from another man’s yard I 
have found assessed at $6 a year—50 cents 
more a month collected from the neighbor 
of the man who believes in a back yard. 
Like mulcting humanity, it has sometimes 
seemed to me, for what of faith in its kind 
it hag yet left in theslum. ° - 


MORTGAGE ON ‘TOMORROW. 
You can see for yourself’ how much of a 


chance home gets in such @ block, As its 


chances are reduced character ts killed in 
the growing child, and the heaviest mort- 
gage of all laid against the tomorrow. The 
moral death rate is to be taken into account 
here. All men created equal? Not with 
such blocks sheltering each a small army of 


| tenants while one man calls a thousand acres 


of woodland and blossoming fields his own 
an hour’s journey away. 

The tenement belies the fundamental 
statement of our freedom, and its challenge 
finds us dumb. Go through the blocks with 
the densest crowds—go and look at them 
on the charts you will find at the exhibition— 
and you will discover, as Governor Roose- 
velt pointed out when he opened it in our 
city the other day, that there disease and 
poverty elbow the sweater’s infamy; and 
thence.come the most voters, too, who are 
to decide in November next the policy of 
the nation for four years to come. They 
say New York is the pivotal State. Then it 
is the City of New York that has the casting 


vote. 

The tenement always reminds me of my 
Statea Island friend’s garden with the sand 
heap about which her children played with 
their pet kittens. I have told the story be- 
fore, but it will bear telling again, because 
it is to the point, for all that the slum has 
little enough to suggest a garden and play. 
They had a terrier dog in the house that 


those kittens. When‘ it came, it seized one 
of them, dug a hole in the sand and thrust 
it down, then covered it over and walked 
away as if nothing had happened. 

But the children were watchful of their 
pets, until one day they were toolate. Ican 
see one of the little girls now, as she came 
rushing into her mother’s room, all flushed 
with excitement and with the dead kittenin 
her apron. 

‘“‘There, mamma,” she cried, dropping it 
down in front of her, “a perfectly good cat 
spoiled!” 

Perfectly good children are spoiled in those 
barracks, whether they have brown stone 
fronts or brick, brass lamps at the front door 
or not. That is the landlord’s way of cover- 
ing up the*murder. But brass and brown 
stone do not make home with darkness with- 
in; and only in the home do children keep 
“ perfectly good.”” For the damage done, we 
as a community have to foot the bill. We 
are footing it this day in tKe citizen apathy 
that sees the treasury looted by political 
gangs with hardly a protest, though the 
Controller, the chief financial officer of the 
city, cries a loud halt; sees politics fastening

with unfailing punctuality,- in the loss of 
civic sense and pride. Murray Hill does not 
escape any more than Mulberry Bend. 


NEW YORK’S RAGGED EDGE. 
We cut down the death rate by hammering 
away at the worst tenements for thirty 
years. But we shall be forever on the ragged 
edge in New York, for the crowding that 
goes on at an ever increasing rate is bound 
to plunge us back irto the pit the moment 
we forget. Those big barracks with their 
airshafts and their plumbing and all the 
rest need only to have the eye of the sanitary 
policeman taken off them for six months, 
and we shall be back where we came from 
with such toil and effort. Already his one 
eye is on the district leader as the one from 


whom he takes his cue, and the business . 


he ts paid to do is sliding back. 

Last winter I found forty-three Italian 
families living in an Elizabeth street tene- 
ment where the builder had made room for 
sixteen, and it was one of a lot of the same 
kind. East of the Bowery the single room 
family flat is coming into use more and 
more, a2 nuisance we have been spared here 
up to this time. They had that kind of ac- 
commodations in Berlin until the authorities 
took notice that the undertaking business 
was peculiarly brisk in such places -.and 
interfered. 

An investigation made in 1885 showed the 
death rate to the thousand in the one-room 
flats to be 163.5, in the two-room flats 22.5, 
in those having three rooms 7.5, and in 
apartments with four rooms or more—that 
is to say, among the well-to-do—5.4. Ac- 
counting a city death rate of twenty to the 
1,000 normal, the one-room dwellers in Ber- 
lin showed a rate more than eight times too 
high. It was thirty times as great as the 
rate among those able to afford four rooms 
and over. 

That opened the eyes of the world, at 
least over there. On this side, where we 
had nothing so vile, we calmly sit by and 
see it creepin. Thoughtless citizenship, bad 
government, is about the most expensive 
thing in the world, and, as I said, there is 
no escaping the bills when they come due. 


CHICAGO BY COMPARISON. 


I notice with pleasure in the “slum In- 
quiry ’’ made by the general government in 
1893, which seems to have the only statistics 
of any value concerning your city, that the 
vast majority of your tenement families 
lived in three and four room flats. In New 
York we had skrunk the standard to two 
rooms for the multitude. Not much less 
than one-half of the families reached had 
only two rooms. But Chicago, like New 
York, had its one-room brigade, and it was 
even a little larger than ours, which may 
have been an accident of locality. The re 
turns show 5.87 per cent of the families 
canvassed in your city to be living in one- 
room apartments, while in New York the 
percentage was 5.62. However, we crowd- 
ed 3.13 persons into each, while you did with 
onlf 2.74. That was bad enough. The cen- 
sus takers found 228 such flats in the small 
Chicago district which they canvassed, and 
and it was just so many too much. 

The home receives its last and killing 
blow in such dens as those. Where they 
exist the tenement becomes a mere recruit- 
ing station for the army of the homeless 
that has to be reckoned with in every large 
city. -We used to house ours in the police 
stations. Some one had conceived it to be 
the business of the police to look after the 
homeless, reckoning them all as vagrants, 
and the system handed down to us under 
that conception became thé vilest parody of 
municipal charity that ever disgraced a 
city. 

I am told that something like it etill exists 
in Chicago. To me it seems utterly incredi- 
ble that it should be tolerated in a city with 
public spirit and humane consideration for 
the unfortunate, as I know yoursto be. And 
yet it is not as many years since as there 
are fingers on one of my hands that we 
closed the last of the police lodging-rooms. 


It. was Theodore Roosevelt who did it.4 


when he was President of the Police Board, 
and I had expected nothing less of him 


sanitary. conditions to prevail ia simply 


For twenty years we had battled with the 
abomination—yes! forty years. I was one 
of the later recruits to the fight, but I had 
the advantage of having myself had to sleep 
in those lodgings when I was a lad. You 
would scarcely call it an advantage. I didn't 
at the time. But it was that in the war we 
waged, for it was the telling of my personal 
experience which, after all, made Mr. Roose- 
velt slam the doors shut on the miserable 
dens and end the abuse forever. 


WAR ON POLICE LODGINGS. 

Grand juries, citizens’ committees, police 
surgeons, academies of medicine, boards of 
health, had denounced them to no purpose. 
Typhus broke out in them and I went and 
photographed them on purpose to shock the 
town with a recital of their wickedness. It 
didn't do a bit of good until this man, with 
the courage to stir up any municipal mess, 
however foul, if it needed stirring, cam@ 
and put an end to It. 

It was a curious instance of official inertia 
or the capacity of a community for going to 
sleep over any matter, however urgent; for 
there was never a man to defend the out- 
rage we attacked so hotly. We were all 
agreed that it was bad, but we were too 
lazy to provide something better, and salved 
our consciences with the lie that it was, — 
after all, only old tramps who were con- 
cerned. 

My camera nailed that, too. I picked out 
on one cold night from a single lodging-roons 
—the one in the Oak street station+a half 
dozen young boys from among five times 
that number of tramps and outcasts, and set 
them up before our people to look at and te 
weigh the chances they were taking there, 
And still there was no change. 

When finally the police lodgings were shut, 
we got at the rights of the thing. We pro- 
vided decent lodgings for the worthy home- 
less, and the machinery for separating them 
from the tramps, whom our scheme con- 
templated sending to jail. Instead of the 
dens in which the lodgers lay in shuddering 
files on hard planks, just as they came in — 
from the street, and from which they were 
turned out at daybreak by the doorman ta 
go beg their food from door to door, they, | 
were given a decent bed and a clean shirt, 
a bath and breakfast, and such assistance 
as they needed, if they told the truth. 

It was when inquiries were set on foot that 
we found our “ problem’’ dwindling most 
remarkably. From 500 the lodgers dwindled 
in a single week to little more than 100 who 
really needed help. One-half of the lot 
were fat and lazy loafers, to whom the 
city’s bill of fare of free lunch in the saloons 
and stale beer to be bought at a cent a glass, 
together with the free lodgings always wait- 
ing at the police station, was ideal provision. 

We had made the common mistake of as- 
suming that the amount of destitute home- 
lessness in a city is to be measured by the 
number of those who stand and shiver at 
the door of the shelter. The fact is that the 
wider it yawns the more come, tempted to 
let go of such anchorage as they have by 
the prospect of free lodging, even lodging 
in a police station. If you haven't found 
that out in Chicago you are just so much 
worse off, and so are the recipients of your 
“ charity.” That kind of an open door only, 
tempts to vagrancy. 

There is another view of it which we get 
in the retrospect— namely: that no city has 
the right to furnish and label as “ charity * 
what is only fit for tramps. 


INJURY FROM CROWDING. . 


I have chosen to dwell, in, this discourse, 
upon the injury done by tenement crowding 
to the home, and so to the citizenship of 
which it is the core. But whichever way one 
turns the verdict is the same. The vitality 
of the man who has to live In such an envir- 
onment is lowered. His productive power is 
lessened. He is a poorer workman. Ineffi- 
ciency becomes the heredity of his children. 
The less he can earn the greater proportion- 
ally is the rent he is called upon to pay. 

The poor pay always a higher rent than 
the rich, according to their earnings. If any- 
thing it Is in New York rather above than 
below one-fourth of their entire income. 
When the limit of ability to pay is reached 
lodgers have to be taken in, and the crowd+ 
ing increases. 

loss to any nation by allowing 
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mendous,”’.says Dr. Gould, the government's 
expert on the housing of the working peo- 
ple. “It is likewise twofold. There:is, in 
the first place, a great waste of productive 
power which might otherwise have been 
utilized: and, secondly, there is the expense 
of maintenance of hospitals and pauper in- 
stitutions, a large number of inmates of 
which are recruited through sickness caused 
by unhealthy living environment.” 

Add the jails and reformatories and you 
have the living chain along which the curse 
of the slum is handed down through the 
generations. 
civilization. If it cannot do it it is fore- 
doomed to perish like those that havepre- 
ceded it. We accepted the choice in our char- 
ter of a people's rights, * life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness,’’ and we must find the 
Way to secure them or accept the alternative. 
In that case all our talk about extending the 
benefits of our freedom to other lands and 
peoples is just so much dust we throw in our 
own eyes. It may blind us to the facts for 
a season, but save us it will not. Freedom 
means justice to the people or it means 
nothing. And justice, like charity, must 
begin at home. 


A BEGINNING MADE. 

In spite of evidence to the contrary, 
in slums and slum politics the beginning has 
been made. We won the first fight with the 
slum, and we shall win the next that will 
open the way out. The story of how we 
struck the trail and how we have followed it 
since we made darkness and child murder 
lawful cause for the destruction of the 
houses that bred them, I shall reserve for 
another paper. That was the longest stride 
-yet. It was one of the “‘ laughable results,”’ 
as the present builders’ cabal against our 
city talls them, of the last Tenement-House 
committee’s work. 

We shall not expect to convert the specu- 
lative builder. Moral suasion does not reach 
his case, or argument cither. It is no use 
to set him down before the poverty and dis- 
ease charts in the exhibition and point out 
to him how the contagion of both spreads 
where the tenements have killed off the last 
vestige of home; how as they grow beyond 
three and four stories and the sunlight re- 
treats over the housetops, leaving only 
gloom and desolation within, those plagues 
of mankind, which mean simply the smoth- 
ering of individuality, of strength, and of 
character, increase and multiply. It is vain 
to point out to him the block of fifteen tene- 
ments in Cherry street from ten of which 
have come applications for relief in the last 


' five years, sixty-five of them from a single 


house; or the short block in Hamilton street 
that has contributed fifteen houses to the 
pauper record. That ten Essex street houses 
out of twelve should have applied for aid on 
forty different occasions concerns him not, 
any more than that a single tenement in 
Henry street should have gone on the regis- 
‘ter 105 times. 

He is not to blame, he will tell you. It has 
nothing to do with his business. Yes it has.

build houses that murder the home he is to 
blame. We shall not expect to convert or 
to convince him. We shall compel him, by 
attacking him in his pocket, to bulld de- 
cently, since it has been shown that it can 
be done and ata profit. | 

When we have done that we shall yet have 
this immense number of |forty-odd thousand 
tenements on our hands {to struggle with for 
generations to come. The century that is 
going has given us this burden to carry, and 
like the old man of the! sea it is not to be 
cast off. The sins of the fathers are truly 
visited upon their children. We have our 
heredity made for us, and it is what heredity

of the past. Chicago has it in her power 
to shape her heredity now in shaping her 
environment of today. d she is less wise 
than I fake her to be it she does not take 
our lesgon to heart. | 

A word in closing about a curious notion 
that has obstructed and delayed progress 
with us more than once jn the past. Itisan 
instance of how strangely pérverted men’s 
ideas can become in the discussion of the 
most elementary problems. The notion was 
that in some way the “ commercial suprem- 
acy” of our city was threatened if the 
real facts became known. It wast especially 
active when epidemics that were the direct 
crop of the slum threatened us. | . 

I find the track of it In the old report of 
the Council of Hygiene in the account of 
the action of the health officer who went to 
the door of a crowded tenement where there 
was smallpox and left, as his only direc- 


‘tlons, notice that the tenants must not men-

The council did not minte matters, but 
warned the community |that it not only put 
its “ commercial supremacy " in jeopardy, 
but was guilty of a high crime against so- 
clety at large by allowing such evils to 
continue. Yet nearly thirty years after, 
when the choléra knocked at our doors the 
last time, having crossed the ocean from 
Hamburg, 1 found a similar Teluctance on 
the part of the health officials to having the 
fact mace known that half a dozen cases 
had actually got in.

We have passed eyond that sort of thing, 
I hope.

“The Jago,” otherwise known as the 
Boundary street area, formerly one of the 
worst slums of London, has been trans- 
formed into a region of model dwellings for 
workingmen and a few days ago was for- 
mally opened for tenants with a public pro- 
gram, in which the Prince and Princess of 
Wales took part. The work of transform- 


ing the wretchedly squalid slum district into 


a garden with airy and artistic dwellings 
surrounding it was performed under the 
direction of the Housing committee of the 
London County Council and marks the com- 
pletion of the greatest and most successful 


- experiment in housing yet undertaken by 


the Council. The district is in Bethnal 


Green, Shoreditch, and was made known to 
the world in Arthur Morrison’s book, “A 
Child of the Jago,’’ as the worst moral 
plague spot in London. It is now inhabited 
by quiet, self-respecting people, who live in 
comfortable houses that surround a pleas- 
ant garden spot, including a mound sur- 
mounted by a band stand. |

in declaring the buildings opened, delivered 
a long speech in which he reviewed the work 
of, housing reform and commended the ef- 
forts of the Council and its committee.

House Samuel J. Ran- 
dall, Bland, and Reed, only thirteen remain 
in public life. Samuel W. T. Lanham is one, 
and this is probably-his last session. He is 
now 55 years old. His wife comes with him 
to Washington every winter, and it is said 
by those who are entitled to know that she 
is still her husband's assistant. There are 
four children in the family, and Mr. Lan- 
ham'’s ambition hasbeen to give each a 
collegiate education, | “‘for,"’ he says, “if 
any man in this world appreciates educa- 
tion’s advaniages I am that man.”’

Sings All the Year Round. 

The song sparrow is the only bird known 
that will sing all through the year. The 
choicest notes of the thrush, the robin, and 
the grosbeak are saved for the season of 
courtship, but the song sparrow seems will- 
ing to express his delight in living at any 
time that he can find a fence post platform 
and the sun for an auditor. 

In the year of 1888 a song sparrow arrived 
at David's Island, New York harbor, on 
the last day of February. David's Island 
is a rendezvous for recruits for the United 
States army. The song sparrow foraged for 
a livelihood around a big woodpile, upon 
the top of which he would perch at intervals 
of five minutes to cheer the wood-chopping 
soldiers with a bit of matchless sparrow 
melody. The bird sang joyfully on the 
morning of the eleventh of March. There 
was no trace of prophecy of direful hap- 
penings in his note, yet within twelve hours 
there descended upon David's Island and 
upon ali the Eastern country round about 
the severest storm in the history of the land, 
The one-storied barrack buildings of the 
soldiers were buried in snowdrifts. 

In the darkness and fury of that midnight 
storm a sentinel walked off the pier end of 
his post into the waters of-the sound. For 


.eighteen hours all occupation, save the rigid 


duty of guard was given over. The wind, 
roaring in. from the Atlantic over the 
stretches of the sound, threw down exposed 
buildings, and fairly rovted trees out of the 
earth. Then there came a lull, and the sun 
shone on a buried country. The soldiers in 
battalions attacked the snowdrifts and 
broke a road to the woodpile, for the need of 
fuel was urgent. 

There was one in that shovel brigade whose 
thoughts were turned to something beside 
the possibility of feeding the fires. He was 
wondering, as snowdrift after snowdrift was 
channeled, what had become of the little 
brown-coated singer that had been telling 
of spring, even while the heaviest storm of 
winter was bearing down from the North. 

The bluecoats broke through the last great 
white mass, and their appearance at the fur- 
ther side was greeted by as cheerful a lay 


as ever fell on soldier ear. The minstrel was 


the song sparrow, pouring forth his melody 
from the top of a pole which marked the line 
between two measured cords of wood. 

How the little fellow survived and kept his 
song unfrozen in his throat, at a time when 
mah, with shelter and fire, was “‘ put to it” 
to escape suffering, is something which is a 
secret to everybody but the song sparrow. 
There need be but little fear that those of his 
hardy little race now lining the Chicago sub- 
urban roads with song will live to sing an- 
other day, even though the coming weeks 
prove recreant to the first spring promise.

EASY LESSONS IN EVOLUTION. | 


Effort at South Kensington, England, 
Museum to Make Knowledge Avail- 
able to the Populace. 


With the growing popularity of South 
Kensington Museum the directors and cura- 
tors of its priceless collections have in- 
creased their efforts to adapt some of the 
accumulated store of knowledge which those 
collections represent to popular comprehen- 
sion. The results of this activity have of 
late become manifest, both in the great Cen- 
tral Hall and in the incomparable collection 
of British Birds. The birds, which have been 
for many years a dul! assemblage of speci- 
mens, all stuffed alike, and bearing an un- 
natural common resemblance to one another, 
are being rearrranged in cases with a proper 
environment of rocks and shrub, sandhill, 
or marsh; and with a skillful and successful 
attempt to display them in their habit as 
they live. 

The work is not nearly complete; it will 
hardly be so for two years to come; but al- 
ready some of the cases, especially those of 
the solan geese, the eagles, the cormorants, 
and the almost vanished British bustard, 
are most interesting and beautiful object les- 
sons in natural history. A lesson of a dif- 
ferent kind is being begun in the Central 
Hall. During the period of Sir William 
Flower's directorship a number of speci- 
mens of canaries, pigeons, and domestic 
fowl were collected; and it was sought to

If it take more than one robin and some

CELEBRITIES. 


NO. VIII—FERNANDO JONES. 


ERNANDO JONES came to Chicago 

with a boatload of hardware. He 

landed from the sloop in a small boat 

at a point where government work 

was being done on the north pier. The 
stoves and hardware were loaded into scows 
and carried around the sand bar deflecting 
the course of the river, which then emptied 
into the lake near the foot of Madison 
street. The hardware finally went into the 
store of William Jones in South Water 
street, and Fernando Jones went,into the 
United States Land office, over the grocery 
store of Thomas Church in Lake street. 

This was in 1835, and Fernando Jones has 
been connected with Chicago real estate 
business, with slight interruptions, ever 
since. He assisted in the payment of the 
Pottawatomie Indians for the cession of the 
land upon which Chicago stands, acting as 
interpreter for the United States Disbursing 
Agent. He was one of the real estate agents 
who perfected the system of tract indexes 
originated by Edward A. Rucker of Chi- 
cago, and his abstracts of title, with those 
of other real estate agents in Chicago, 
served the part of court records after the 
oficial documents were destroyed by fire. 


i His Birth and Childhood. 


Fernando Jones was born at Forestville, 
Chautauqua County, N. Y.,.on May 26, 1820. 
At the age of 4 years he was taken by his 
father, William Jones, to Buffalo. There he 
attended the public schools, in which one of 
the teachers was Millard Fillmore, after- 
wards President of the United States. His 
father came West to Chicago in 1832 and 
bought two lots, one in Lake street and one 
in South Water street. On the South Water 
street property he established a hardware 
store, and three years later Fernando Jones 
came West to assist in its management. 

Two. days. after Fernando Jones disem- 
barked from the sloop at the North Pier 
Thomas Church, who then had the only store 
in Lake street, told him that the United 
States Land office would be opene dand that 
a boy was needed. He knew nothing of town 
lots, quarter sections, or townships, but the 
land agent sat up two nights with him, giv- 
ing him explanations, and he went to work. 
He divided his time between the hardware 
store and the land office. At the time of 
his arrival in Chicago there was the Kinzie 
house on the North Side, with the house of 
the Indian Agent anda few others. The land 
office was permitting preémption claims to be 
entered, and was selling the land afterwards 
at $1.25 an acre. There was no competition, 
and the preémptor usually got his land at 
that figure. 


An influx of settlers had begun shortly 
after his father’s arrival, when the success 
of the town seemed to depend upon the pas- 
sage of an appropriation of money by Con- 
gress for the building of a harbor. Real es- 
tate deals were being made conditionally 
upon the passage of this appropriation. The 
two lots which his father bought were of 
eighty feet frontage each and were pur- 
chased at the rate of $1 a front foot, with the 
condition that if the harbor appropriation 
were allowed the following year an addition- 
al payment of $20 on each lot should be made. 
The appropriation was not made the follow- 
ing year, but it was in the year succeeding 
that, and the extra payments were made. 
Work had been begun on the North Pier of 
the harbor when Mr. Jones arrived. . 


Dealings with the Indians. 

From association with young Indians and 
half-breeds of the Pottawatomies Mr. Jones 
had picked up a small knowledge of the 
language, enabling him to use it in conversa- 
tion. This made him valuable as an assist- 
ant in the office of the disbursing agent when 
Payments were begun, according to the 


terms of the treaty with the Indians, which | 
ceded the remaining portions of land that 


had been reserved by the Indians when pre- 
vious compacts had been made. 

The tribes had been reluctant to part with 
the land upon which Chicago was after- 
Wards built, and had reserved from other 
treaties the territory lying, roughly, between 
& line extending west from the junction of 


the lake shore and the Indiana State line | 


on the south, and Evanston on the north. 
The disposition of this was agreed upon 
after conferences which, it was claimed by 


chiefs, were not understood by the tribes. 


By the stipulations of the treaty the Indians 
Were to receive $16 per capita for the land,

had been coming to Chicago, entire families

Edward A. Rucker had begun to originate 
his system of tract indexes. In examination 
of utes he had made a practice of keeping 
note of the different conveyances by a 
method of' single-entry bookkeeping, ren- 
dered easy and practicable under the govern- 
ment system of division of land. By the new 
system land was surveyed and mapped into 
sections, townships, and ranges in the 
States and Territories in the West, avoiding 
the metes and bounds of the old method of 
describing land. Thus a description by a 
single set of figures was substituted. The 
attempt of Mr. Rucker was made in com- 
ith James H. Rees, and the firm of

Rees & Rucker was established. 
| System of Land Titles. 
It suggested itself to Mr. Rucker 
that stracts might be made before there 


was a demand for them and preserved for 
future reference. -This he set himself to ac- 
complish, and engaged in the arduous task 
of tracing real estate titles without regard to 
a present demand for the knowledge. Mr. 
Jones became interested in the work being 
done by Mr. Rucker, and with some improve- 
ments upon the system he set clerks at 
work upon the records. The system of books 
criginated by these agents is said to have 
been the origin of the abstract title systers. 
The books which Mr. Jones secured with the 
assistance of his partners, John D. Brown, 
Robert W. Smith, and afterwards Alfred H. 
Sellers, embodied in compact form all the 


{ valuable information concerning land titles 


which was contained in the public records 
of the county. 

At the time of the fire, which. destroyed 
all county and federal court records of land 
transfers, there were three firms of real 
estate agents in Chicago which had prepared , 
books of abstracts. The Courthouse had 


‘been supposed to be a fireproof structure. 


It was provided with vaults for the safe- 
keeping of the records, but the volumes be- 
ing unwieldy, it had been customary to 
leave them stacked in the Recorder’s office. 
The fire destroyed all such records and left 
the county with no Official information upon 
land titles. 

As Chicagoans began to consider means of 
raising money after the destruction of their 
establishments by the fire, it was suggested 
by a firm of Eastern capitalists that, since 
they had accepted the abstracts of Mr. Jones 
and his fellow-real estate agents unques- 
tioningly before the fire, when there were 
the full legal records for substantiation, 
there was no reason why they should not be 
willing to lend money upon these abstracts 
when there was no other record obtainable. 
Accordingly abstracts were furnished as a 
basis for the borrowing of money, and the 
information in the possession of the real 
estate agents began to take the place of the 


records. ‘ 


Private Records Used as Evidence. 


It was proposed then to place the abstracts 
of the agents in the possession of the county 
officers as substitutes for the records, but 
this plan was defeated. The agents had 
pooled their abstracts, making the record 
thus obtainable complete. 
decided by act of Legislature that such ab- 
stracts should be accepted as legal evidence, 
their possession, however, to be retained 
by the agents. 

The firm which Mr. Jones and Mr. Brown 
established in 1854 became Fernando Jones 
& Co. upon the withdrawal of Mr. Brown. 
He was succeeded by Robert W. Smith. In 
1866 Alfred H. Sellers purchased an interest 
in the firm and in’ the following year the 
firm became that of Jones & Sellers. It con- 
tinued so until after the consolidation of the 
abstract firms of the city, when a lease of 
the business was made to Handy, Simmons 
& Co. 

After this disposition of his property Mr. 
Jones retired from active work, though re- 
taining his interest in Chicago real estate. 
His long acquaintance with titles and his 
knowledge of the records of Cook County 
real estate has made his evidence sought 
in the courts, and he is called upon at times 
to assist in straightening out litigation under 
the burnt-record act and to give informa- 
sts in other real estate suits. 


| Figured in Public Life. 


Mr. Jones was elected Alderman from the 
Third Ward in 1859 and served through the 


administrations of Mayors John C. Haines 


and John Wentworth. He was Supervisor 
of the South Town during the war, and 
Camp Douglas, when ordered reéstablished, 
was under his civil authority. He has also 
served at trustee for a number of State in- 
stitutions. 

It is to the wonder of Mr. Jones, who thus 
has been connected with the building of 
Chicago, that the city’s ploneers and those 
who laid out the town lots should have had 
no concern for the need of town squares, 
which has now developed into a need for 
small parks and demands the consideration 
of municipal bodies after it has become a 
problem how to get the space. The land 
was cut up into lots without leaving spaces 
for town squares. Even the site upon which 
the Courthouse was erected had to be taken 


out of the lots. 


An Early Prophecy.

Jones illustrates with an account of the 
oration given by Judge Smith on July 4, 
1236. the date of the formal beginning of 
work on the Lllinois and Michigan Canal. 
Judge Smith had mounted ai empiy whisky 
batrel. He said he was neither a prophet 
nor the son of a prophet, but that he fe 
a prophetic ‘sp:rit upon him. In ten years 
from the time at which he was speaking 
he foretold a city of 10,000 beside the lake. 
In twenty years he thought he could see a 
city of 20.900, and he added that it might 
be within the experience of men standing 
before him to see a city of 100,000. At this 


_juncture in his speech the friends of the 


Judge interfered and whisked him from the 
top of the barrel, fanning him and asking 
how he felt. A wit in the crowd remarked 
that if the Judge had been permitted t» pro- 
ceed he would have made it a million. 

Mr. Jones was married to Miss Jane Gra- 
ham of Henry County, If., on July 7, 1853. 
They had two children, Genevieve Jones and 
Graham Jones. Upon his release from busi- 
ness Mr. Jones and his family lived abroad 
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for several years, residing in Florence for 
‘three vears, Paris for two years, and in 
Venice, Rome, and Mentone. Their daugh- 
ter, whu was married to George R. Grant, 
an attorney, is dead, her death following 
that of ner husband. Their son Graham is 
a graduate of the Chicago Law School and 
ie now secretary to the United States Min- 
ister to Brazil. Mr. and Mrs. Jones, with 
their granddaughter Leslie, the daughter of 
Mrs, Grant, reside at 1834 Prairie avenue.

achools. The resolution declares truly that 
foreign commerce is increasing, new mar- 
kets are opening, and commercial schools 
are needed in the United States. But this is 
no reason why such a commission should 
Abe sent to Europe. The subject of commer- 
cial education in Europe is thoroughly un- 
derstood by American educators. The re- 
ports of the Commissioner of Education con- 
tain exhaustive statements of the methods 
and curricula of the schools. The Consuls 
keep Americans thoroughly informed every 
time anything is done. Scores of Amer- 
jean teachers have been educated at the 
schools. Some of them, as Professor 
Ee. J. James of the University of Chicago, 
know more about the commercial schools 
of Europe than a commission could learn in 
a year. The literature of the subject is 
exhaustive and the commission could add 
nothing of value to it. Hence the proposed 
junket would be a wasteful expenditure of 
the people’s money, and it is to be hoped that 
Congress -will understand thoroughly that it 
will not assist the movement for commercial

If Chairman 
Loud is really disposed to allow the govern- 
ment to be taken in and done for by the 
pneumatic tube company he should change 
his mind at once, and show the officers of the 
company the door of his committee room. 


STUDY THEIR RECORDS. 

The Aldermanic elections will be held 
two weeks from day after tomorrow. The 
men chosen at that time will be in the 
Council until the spring of 1902. Ques- 
tions of great importance to the city and 
its people may have to be settled while they 
are in office. The more valuable franchises 
held by the traction companies do not ex- 
pire until 1903, but the question of thei; 
renewal, so far as some of the companies 
are concerned, may have to be disposed of 
this year or next in connection with the 
subject of the lowering of the tunnels. 

At the outset the men who are directly 
benefited by an improvement in the navi- 
gability of the river were the ones who 
were most urgent in demanding the lower- 
ing of the tunnels. It is apparent now that 
all Chicagoans have a direct interest in the 
execution of that work. The river must 
be deepened in order that the drainage 
channel may be supplied at the least ex- 
pense with the necessary volume of water. 
Hence the demand for the remodeling of 
the tunnels has become general. 

The traction companies cannot be forced 
to lower the tunnels while occupying them 
by virtue of existing grants, but the re- 
newal of those grants, if made, will be 
coupled with the condition that the tunne!s 
may be lowered. If the companies are so 
anxious to retain the use of them as to 
be willing to go to that expense they will 
endeavor to make an arrangement with 
the Council some time before their fran- 
chises run out. Hence the evident neces- 
sity for having in the Council this year 
and next the largest possible number of 
Aldermen who can be depended on to up- 
hold the rights of the city in all negotia- 
tions with the street railroad companies. 

“There are some wards which are sure to 
elect good Aldermen. . There are others 
which will be represented for two years 
to come by men of evident unfitness—men 
in whose hands the interests of the trac- 
tion companies will be safe, but not those 
of the people unless the voters of those 
wards ean free themselves from the ruin- 
ous belief that they are bound to vote for 
party nominees. There are wards like the 
Twentieth and Twenty-third where the 
regular nominees of both parties should 
be left at home. There independent candi- 
dates have been nominated and should re- 
ceive both Democratic and Republican 
votes. There are other wards where only 
one regular nominee is deserving. He 


parties, 

During the coming two weeks every con- 
scientious voter should look into the public 
and private records of the men who are 
asking him for his vote. When he has 
found a candidate whose record will pass 
muster then he should vote for that candi- 
date, no matter what bis party affiliations 
may be. The candidate who is certain, or 
likely, to sell out the city and its people to 
the traction companies, if they make him 
an offer, is the candidate to be shunned. 
There should be a general studying of rec- 
ords between now and April 3. | 


“The Negro in. Busi- 
The Negroin ness,” a social study made 
Basiness. and published under the di- 
rection of the Atlanta (Ga.) 
University, shows that during the last thirty 
years the negro business-men in the United 
States have made gratifying progress. There 
are now at least 5,000 of them, the term 
‘“‘business-man”’ being interpreted to in- 
clude all’ with stocks of goods to sell and 
all others who have at least $500 of capital 
invested. Thirty-six capitalists are reported 
with about $750,000 invested. There are 
four negro banks and several large insurance 
companies. Thirteen colored building and 
loan associations are reported. The esti- 
mated total capital invésted, by the Amer- 
ican negro in business is $8,784,637, which, 
considering the poverty'and training of the 
freedmen, is a creditable accomplishment. 
The negroes also have three magazines, 
three daily papers, eleven school papers, and 
186 weekly papers. In thirty years the negro 
has his representatives in over eighty kinds 
of business enterprises. Considering the 
vast business interests of this country this 
seems small, but it is pioneer work of an 
encouraging character and is in every way 
creditable to the race. 


7ERO AND SHORT WEIGHT COAL, 

To the average citizen the present ab- 
normally cold weather is simply an in- 
teresting phenomenon. The discomfort of 
going out into the biting air to look at 
the thermometer is balanced by the pleasure 
of going back into a hot room and boasting 
that the mercury stands lower than it has 
for nearly twenty years during the month 
of March. It may be that people who live 
in steam heated flats or houses which are 
warmed by furnaces have suffered some 
little inconvenience as a result of the 
sudden and unseasonable change in ten- 
perature... But to most people zero weather 
is after all merely an incident, at worst 
nothing more thin the occasion for slight 
grwabling against a landlord or the un- 
fortunate individual Who has charge of the 
furnace or stoves. — 

There are, however, at least two classes 
of people in the community to whom the 
cold weather in these early spring days 
has a vital meaning. The interest of these 
two classes in the position of the mercury 
is closely linked together. To one it means 
an increase of profits; to the other dis- 
comfort and even suffering. On one side 
stand the short measure coal dealers, who 
sell baskets of coal containing only a ttle. 
more than half a bushel at a price witich 
would give them a large profit if 
measure were an honest one. On the other 
side are the poor, who are forced to buy 
coal by the basket because they have not 
the meaus to buy it in larger quantities. 

The charity which) prevents or relieves 
human suffering is, of course, to be com- 
mended, No doubt there are people in 
Chicago today who are in urgent need of 
such relief. But when the present “ cold 
snap” is over there’ will still remain the 
dishonest dealer, who will be ready when 
the next winter comes to charge the poor 
man two prices for a half-size measure 


of fuel. Before charity should come jus-

Before a bushel of coal is given to 
the poor man it should be made certain that 
when he buys a bushel of coal he gets what

the scanty coal bins of its poor from the 
petty thieves who prey upon the neces- 
sities of their customers. _ 

Frenchmen employed in 
the manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the Indiana 
gas belt are said to have 
received official notification from the French 
Department of War that they should hold 
themselves in readiness for military service 
on short notice. There are other indications 
of unrest in France. The government is 
evidently straining every nerve to prepare 
for war, though no special reason exists for 
its doing so, except the fact that France has 
never been able to exist more than a gen- 
eration without a war. The Dreyfus trouble 
has blown over and the royalist plots have 
turned out to be farcical, but the Fashoda 
incident seems to rankle in the French 
bosom, and the hostility to England has 
grown more*pronounced since the beginning 
of the Boer war. It is this spirit that is 
prompting the government to strengthen its 
garrisons in Madagascar, Tonquin, and the 
west African settlements with stores, am- 
munition, and improved armaments. At the 
same time French politics .is becoming 
more and more complicated. There is no 
telling what folly the nation may commit 
in its present restless and combative frame 
of mind, but if it has any sober wisdom at 
its command it would do well to postpone 
hostilities against England until some time 
after the exposition—say a century or two 


afterward. 


IRVING AND LEGITIMATE DRAMA. 

The ebullient and ever entertaining 
Clement Scott contributes to the March 
issue of the International Monthly a ram- 
bling but rather striking estimate of Sir 
Henry Irving in his triple réle of actor, 
manager, and:diplomatist. Mr. Scott re- 
gards Irving as the best living Shakspearean 
actor, except in the heavy tragic roles of 
Romeo and Othello. But he also finds in 
Irving an “absence of emotional quality, 
a defiant carelessness of public opinion, 
and 4 selfishness that borders on the 
sublime.” Mr. Scott's chief quarrel with 
Irving is in the capacity of manager, and

‘especially does he grieve over Irving's 


recent declaration that Shakspearean drama 
«s a good thing for a manager to let alone. 
Considering that Irving’s Lyceum Theater 
in London has made its fame on Shaks- 
peare and that Sir Henry was knighted 
because of his achievements in legitimate 
drama, Mr. Scott naturally remarks that 
this change of front comes with especially 
bad grace ffom the “Lyceum knight.” 
In spite of all the “ gallons and hogsheads 
and kilderkens of praise stored up in the 
Lyceum cellars,” the last of the great 
classic managers confesses that he has 


been beaten at the Shakspearean game. Mr. , 


Scott waxes wroth over the thought that 
“the success of the manager-actor ‘has 
been rammed down our throats with such 
force that it has almost choked some of 
us,” and then he goes on to indict the de- 
serter for scuttling the ship before aban- 
doning it. He says that in these luxuricus, 
extravagant, reckless, and decadent days 
no one will look at Shakspeare unless his 
plays are mounted with an excess of splen- 
dor that is almost,criminal in its prodigali- 
ty. Charles Kean was bad enough, but 
Irving went one better. Where Kean con- 
tented himself with cotton velvet, Irving 
had to have silk velvet. He has “ mount- 
ed” Shakspeare completely off the stage, 
at the same time demoralizing the public 
until what Mr. Scott calls “a satiated, 
feeble, and fickle society” seeks nothing 
but the spectacle, and “ nine-tenths of the 
society women go to the theater not to see 
a play but to covet the dresses.”” Having 
thus debauched the public mind and gained 
a knighthood, he is now turning against 
Shakspearean drama. Such is Clement 
Scott’s indictment. 7 

Before pronouncing a life sentence upon 
the offender it may be well to glance at 
another but no less despondent view taken 
by George Moore in an article in the organ 
of the Irish Literary Theater. He makes 
his indictment against the public, not 


against the managers who cater to the 


prevailing taste. He takes his text from 
the fact that in Béerbohm Tree’s produc- 
tion of “ Midsummer Night’s Dream ” an 
artificial rabbit hops across the stage, “‘ and 
the greatest city in the world is amused,” 
In this horrible example Mr. Moore finds 
his worst fears confirmed. In short, artis- 
tic intelligence has been on the wane in 
England for twenty years, and the playgoer 
no longer wants anything but distraction 
—“*the distraction of scenery, drasses, 
lime, light, artificial birds singing in painted 
bowers.”” He does not charge this dread- 
ful degenéracy to Henry Irving, as Mr. 
Scott does, but he intimates that “this 
dwindling foreshadows the inevitable down- 
fall of’ military prestige.” 
Putting the two prophets together it ap- 
pears that Sir Henry Irving has demoral- 
ized the stage, the stage has spoiled the 
public, and the degenerated public is ruin- 
ing the empire. Ergo, Irving has over- 


‘thrown the British Empire. But perhaps 


these prophets take both Sir Henry Irving 
and themselves a trifle too seriously. It is 
just possible that both the Shakspearean 
drama and the British Empire will survive 
their present indisposition and continue to 
live a few years longer. 


UNION COFFINS. 

The woodworkers’ unions of this city 
have appointed a committee to unionize the 
coffin factories, follewing the action of the 
annual cénvention of woodworkers held re- 
cently at Grand Rapids. When they have 
succeeded in unionizing the factories they 
then propose to unionize the grave-diggers. 
When this is accomplished the grave-diggers 
willrefusetointer a body unless it is brought 
to its last resting place in a casket or coffin 
with a union label on it, To make their job 
complete they should unionize the doctors, 
druggists, nurses, undertakers, and em- 
balmergs, and see to it also that the funeral 
baked meats and brewed drinks and the 
floral tributes bear the union label. Why, 
indeed, should they not go so far as to de- 
clare that a non-union corpse shall not be 
allowed Christian burial? 

The three great events of life are birth, 
marriage, and death. The unions may yet 
control the environments of all three. The 
secretary of the wootlworkers’ unions says: 
“We already have the union label on all 
cradles made,” which makes it necessary 
for the non-union father to walk the floor 
If tlie coming 
generation must be rocked in union cradles 
or not at all, why should it not be married 
by a union priest with a union labeled li- 
cense, and a union mandolip band, ar- 
rayed in union trousseau, and receive no 
gifts not bearing the union labeh? Born 
with a union label and married with a union 
label, it follows that one’s shroud should 
bear the union label also, and that the grave- 
diggers, with union labeled spades, should 
sternly refuse to perform their offices for 
any person not brought to them in a union 
casket, with affidavits setting forth that he | 


| was attended by union doctors and nurses, 


that Me took only union labeled drugs, and 
was prepared for his last rest by union em- 
balmers. And then let the unions complete 
their work by demanding that the stone 
which marks his grave shall bear the union 
label also, with an epitaph approved by the 
unions. 


to the grave, will the unions stop even there 


Will they extend their, authority over tle 
esurreation and refuse to rise if Gabriel 
should summon them with a non-unign 
trumpet? And will they decline to enjoy 
the delights of paradise because the angels 
are playing on non-union harps? The 
tyrannical exercise of authority by the 
unions is getting to be not only intolerable 
but ludiercus. It will soon be difficult for 
a man to live unless he has union labels 
upon himself and all his belongings.. After 
he is dead and outside of all earthly juris- 
diction it is indecorous as well as grewsome 
to insist upon plastering his grave with 
union labels. Union control should stop 
with life. . 


RIBOT ON EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

Early in 1899 the French, Chamber of 
Deputies appointed an educational commis- 
sien, with M. Alexandre Ribot at its head, 
for’ the purpose of investigating the work 
of the academies and preparatory schools of 
France, with a view to reforming their de- 
fects. M. Ribot has now published the 
conclusions af the commission in a volume 
entitled “La Reforme de l'Enseignement 
Secondaire.” The scholarship and broad 
sympathies of the work give it an interest. 
and a value by no means confined to France. 
It is especially interesting as a proof that 
the broadening movement in modern educa- 
tion is at work in other countries besides the 
United States. 

The keynote of M. Ribot’s admirable mon- 
ograph is the demand fora wider liberty far 
the student in the choice of studies. A de- 
tailed examination of the defects of the 
French system has convinced the commis- 
sion of the need of getting out of the'ru 
of classicism and paying more attention 
the practical knowledge of the moder 
world. The whole solution is summed upi 
these words: “ Less uniformity, less bureat- 
cracy, and a little liberty.” French educ 
tional institutions are still dominated t 
much by narrow traditfonal standards. M. 
Ribot’s idea is to éxpand the academic cur- 
riculum so as to give even the classical stu- 
dent some knowledge of things relating t 
the modern industrial and social system. 
His point of view is made clear in the fol- 
lowing sentences: . 

Does not the competition which everywher 
prevails demand an education better adapted t 
the struggle? Is it not necessary to develop th 


e 
powers of volition and action rather than to 
refine the intellect? Are not the more complete 
r 
e

asetmilation of positive knowledge and a quicke 
entrance into practical life becoming more an 
more conditions of success? In countries wher 
the government holds the keys to the libera 


the régime of examinations and competition to 
which the young are subjected exert a depressing 
influence upon them? Does not the attempt tp 
mold their minds after one uniform type tend 
to destroy their originality and initiative? 

The recent work of Edmond Demolins on 
“ Anglo-Saxon Superiority,” which has had 
a remarkable sale throughout France, de- 
clares the fundamental weakness of the 
French nation to be the lack of personal 
initiative. M. Ribot and his commission 
have evidently been influenced by this book. 
In recommending reforms that will make 
students more: responsible and self-reliant 
| in the choice of their studies, and more se! f- 
helpful in after life, he is hitting at the 
root of the evil. He also recommends that 
the individual schools be urged to take the 
_initiative and to break away from their ex- 
treme dependence upon the central gov- 
ernment. There are many special phases 
of the question peculiar to the French sys 
tem, especially in connection with private 
and ecclesiastical schools, but in its larger 
aspects the report formulated by M. Ribot 
is but a part of the world-wide movement 
toward the substitution of the modern an4d 
practical for the ancient and traditional. 


A SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 
The well known historical writer, John 
Fiske, may safely be commended as an 
illustration of the doetrine of the survival 
of the fittest. Darwin himself could hardly 
1 


have found a more perfect one if he ha 
hunted the round world over. A _ lette 
written by Fiske to a physician in Peter 
sham, Mass., in which the historian answers 
some questions of the latter as to his 
physical conditions and his methods of 
work, has recently found its way into a 
collection of autographs. 
Mr. Fiske writes that he is six feet i 
height, girth of chest 46 inches, waist 4 
inches, neck 18 inches, arm 16 inches, an 
weight 240 pounds. He says that he ig 
“alert and active,” appetite voracious, di- 
gestion perfect, sleep sound.” He rarely 
tastes coffee or wine or smokes a cigar, but 
he drinks two or three quarts of beer each 
day and smokes a pipe all the time he is at 


fifteen hours daily, it follows that he is 
smoking most of the day. This physical 
giant apparently defies every law of healt) 
with impunity. He says: “ Always sit in a 
draft when I can find one, wear the thinnes 
clothes I can find winter and summer, naa 
cold once in three or four years, but not 
severely, and prefer to work in a cold room, 
55 to 60 TF.” And yet he has never had a 
headache or physical discomfort of any 
sort. Happy John Fiske! 

If this were all of John Fiske’s record he 
might be set down as a splendid animal, but 
his mental equipment is on a scale com- 
mensurate with his physical. He works the 
larger part of each twenty-four hours, and 
by day or night indifferently. He scarcely 
ever changes a word once written. Hesays 
he has never experienced the feeling of dis: 
inclination for work, and therefore has 
never had to force himself. If he ever 
feels dull when at work, a half hour at the 
piano restores him to: his normal mental 
condition, which is one more argument for 
the hygienic and recuperative effects of 
music. 

John Fiske’s physical and mental record 
is an enviable one. The despair of it all, 
however, is that it cannot be set up as a 
standard for others. Most writers have 
voracious appetites, but they also have in; 
ferior digestion.. Even if they could drink: 
nearly a gallon of beer a day.and smoke a 
pipe two-thirds of the day, they would find 
the other third sleepless. If they hunted 
for drafts to sit in they would inevitably 
take cold, and if they wore the thinnest 
clothes they could find in winter they would 
speedily go off with pneumonia, They have 
to pay heed to the laws of health, from 
which duty John Fiske is apparently ex; 
empt. He sets every one of them at de- 
fiance and nature has not yet retaliated, 
thongh it may some day. And yet Mr. 
Fiske is now in his 60th year, and there is 
no sign of abatement in his literary activity. 
Not a year passes in which one of his de- 
lightful books does not appear, covering the 
widest possible range of subjects in religion, 
science, philosophy, and history, and all of 
them testifying to his superior scholarship. 
He is a living illustration of the “ sound 
mind in the sound body.” Others have 


minds as sound and scholarship as thorough, 


Having unionized us all, fromthe cradle ;

To the abandonment of these methods the 
Bishop ascribes the gelative loss of member- 
ship suffered by the denomination, which has 
failed to keep pace with some of the others. 
His idea is that the pendulum is swinging 
backward to the early methods. “ The so- 
called higher criticism, which for @ time ex- 
erted a pernicious influence on the religion 
of the human mind, reducing it to the ab- 
stract and fixed laws of science,” he says, 
“ig no longer popular because it does not 
satisfy, and we are getting around again to 
old-time faith in the remission of sins as 
manifested in conversion, and the witnesses 
of the holy spirit.” Itis unquestionably true 
that the Methodist Church has owed its 
revivalists. The 
preaching of John Wesley and George Whit- 
field appealed directly to the emotions. They 
preached the love and mercy of God at a 
time when defenders of Christianity were 
appealing to reason alone. The appeal came 
at a time which men boasted was an age of 
reason, and it had been almost forgotten 
that man was an emotional being. The great 
revivals in the United States were preceded 
by like conditions in 1844 and in 1857, and in 
each of these revivals the Methodist Church 
made great growth. It has been a matter 
of surprise with many people that the church 
should have practically abandoned methods 
that met with such success. 


CRIME AND FASHION, 

A dispatch from Milford, Del., says that 
a contract has been closed there for 20,000 
birds to be killed for New York milliners 
at from 10 to 50 cents each. The contract 
,calls for meadow larks, bluebirds, red wing 
\blackbirds, crow blackbirds, English spar- 
rows, and baby owls. Stated in the plaiuest 
language, this contract calls for the com 
mission of a crime of a cruel kind—a crime 
made pussible under the laws of Delaware 
but none the less a crime and none the 
less disgraceful to the State that its laws 
make the crimes possible. 

Such a wholesale slaughter of bird life 
as that contemplated by this contract is 
a murder of the innocents and a robbery 
of the State. It sets a premium upon 
cruelty, and as these birds are of the in- 
sect destroying class it robs the farmers 
of protection supplied to them by nature. 
It also robs all the people of one of the 
most charming accessories of nature. It 
is, therefore, a crime against society tolerat- 
ed by the laws of Delaware. 

The aggravating feature of this whole- 
sale slaughter is that it is to be com- 
mitted to gratify female vanity, human se!- 
fishness, and human greed. The women 
who will wear the plumage of these thou- 
sands of birds will not have committed 
murder themselves, but they are respornsi- 
ble for it. If they should refuse to adorn 
themselves with the feathers the lives of 
the birds would be spared. They make 
the demand, and the milliners gratify it 
by blindly following the edicts of fashion 
mongers. The latter plan the slaughter, 
The milliners agree to purchase the plu- 
mage because they know the women will 
consent to wear it. Fashion blunts all 
kindly feeling and shows no mercy. Birds 
are not only killed outright, but birds and 
other animals are tortured in order to se- 
cure their’ feathers and skins for female 
adornment, 

Iemale fashions are rapidly depopulating 
the bird world. The song birds are spe- 
cially noted for their beautiful plumage 
and are rapidly disappearing, and now 
the bird murderers are beginning their 
destructive work in other directions. The 
sea birds, and especially the gulls, are 
vanishing from the Atlantic coast, thou- 
sands of them having been slaughtered 
every year to supply the demand for female 
adornment and to gratify female vanity. 
If the various States do not soon enact 
laws, with heavy penalties attached, for- 
bidding the destruction of birds, bird life 
will soon become extinct. 


A bill to establish a fran- 
chise commission for the 
City of Baltimore has been 
introduced in the Maryland 
Legislature, and is likely to 
pass. It hag the warm support of the re- 
form element:in the city, who have rather 
extravagant hopes of successful results from 

he plan when it goes into operation. The 
commission is to be composed of the Presi- 
dent of the second branch of the City Coun- 
eil, the City Controller, the City Registrar, 
and two persons appointed by the Governor. 
Its duty will be to ‘‘ adopt all necessary 
rules, charges, regulations, and classifica- 
tions to govern and regulate the rates and 
services charged and furnished by all street 
railway, gas, electric light, telephone, con- 
duit, and other corporations discharging 
quasi-public functions in the City of Balti- 
more,’ and it is vested with the power to 
* correct abuses, require proper service, and

prevent unjust charges to enforce the same.” 


The commission is to have power to investi- 
gate the books and financial conditions of 
such corporations, to hear complaints 
against them, and remedy grievances. Much 
is expected of it, and the plan will be watched 
with interest by people in other cities. The 
value of a tribunal to take special account 
of corporations controlling public service 
must be admitted, and the Baltimore plan 
would seem preferable to other schemes that 
have been suggested. 


DECLINE OF THE LECTURE. 

The Boston Globe seeks to learn why the 
public lecture has declined. Time was 
when men and women, such as Emerson, 
Curtis, and Marker, spent much of their 
time traveling around the country lectur- 
ing. Every town had its lyceum, and the 
courses were fashionable and popular. 
As George William Curtis said: “ One 
knew always that wherever there was a 
tough beefsteak at a tavern breakfast there 
was a lecturer endeavoring to eat it, and 
wherever there was a cold bed in a country 
inn there was a lecturer sleeping in it.” 
There has been a great change since then. 
Men of equal ability do not lecture, nor are 
the leetures so. well attended. The Globe 
contains articles from people well qualified 
to discuss the topic of the lecture’s de- 
cadence. One of these, Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson, declares that it is not due to 
the lowering of the standard of education 
inthe community, for he says this is stead- 
ily rising. The chief reason he gives is 
the enormous development of the daily 
press that has substituted a reading com- 
munity for a listening community. The 
rapid spread of public libraries has worke] 
inthe same direction. Colonel Higginson 
also thinks the concerts attract much the 
same class as the old lectures and fill their 
place. There are also minor courses in 
every town under the auspices of the wom- 
en’s literary clubs that fill much the same 
field. The women lecture to each other 
and listen to each other's papers instead 
of hearing the lectures of famous people. 

Much the same reasons are given by 
Frank B. Sanborn, who attaches even more 
importance to the increase of magazines 
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cadence of the lecture is due to the thirst 


| for “ novelties,” which drove the old pa- 


trons from the courses. “ It died from over- 
stimulation and extravagant prices and 
from an attempt to graft upon it theatrical 
shows.” | 
The opinion of Mr. Foxcroft, who for 
pineteen years managed the Boston Star 
lecture course, is of special value. e 
popularity of the lecture was, he declares, 
due to the lack of other forms of amuse- 
ment. Increased facilities for amusement 
were demanded and developed. The ap 
tite for diversion grew by what it fed n, 
Lighter and lighter forms of amusement 
were presented to the public and accepted 
and supported, and the more serious forms 
were rejected. “ Then it came to pass that 
everybody’s time was occupied with en- 
gagements for all sorts of diversions, and 
that anything so unexciting as the public 
lecture became in more senses than one 
“stale, flat, and unprofitable.” This is 
probably the real reason for the lecture’s 
decadence. When it thrived good plays 
could not be seen at “ one-night stands” 
in the country, and the church-going people 
viewed the theater otherwise than they 


do today. | | 


HONORED IN THE BREACH. 

In view of the accident that almost over- 
took a bridal pair whose horses were 
frightened by an unwonted rice shower, it 
is almost to be wondered at that an anti 
rice society has not arisen to declare that 
this rice-throwing is a custom more hon- 
ored in the breach than in the observance.

After discussing the alternatives of the situation 
the Gazette concludes as follows: 

‘‘ To restore internal independence to the Tram 
vaal would, jn fact, be a piece of insanity, and 
one which we do not for one moment believe ti 
ministry contemplates. But it is as well to resem 
nize that the pressure which will be brought 
upon Ministers to give back the Transvaal 
republican form of government will be great 
Those who urge such action are apparently blind 
to the inevitable. Suppose, for the moment, 
Great Britain decided to give again to the Boe 
their independence, it could only. be on the e% 
press condition of absolutely equal treatment of 
all white inhabitants. All outlanders who badge 
tled in the Transvaal up to 1895 would get te 
franchise. The result would be the immediate 
swamping of the Boer vote—and not improbediy 
the Jot of the Boers would be worse than if i 
country had been made a British colony. 

‘“There seems, in truth, but one possible en 
ing to thé question, and in view of that fate 
may be pointed out how unlikely to happen Ss 
the evils predicted as bound to follow annexin 
by England. In the first place it is sald tat 
the Transvaal wovld become a second! 
This is grotesquely untrue. Conceivably 4% 
Orange Free State might; but the 
could not, if only because three-fourths of 
population would represent the loyal Ulstermenand 
but one-fourth the self-styled Nationalist®.

By exerting, and ex- 
erting now, when it is needed, every form of influence in favor of the purest, 
the ablest, the most scientific, the most disinterested—in a word, the best 
possible civil service for the new possessions that the conscience and the 
capacity of America can produce, with the most liberal use of all the ma- 
terial available from native suurces.

T 1S a prevailing popular impression that the higher 
criticism applied to the Bible is destructive of belief 
in the authority of this book and subversive of Chris- 
tian faith. This impression is as certainly groun:- 
less as was the belief of the medieval church that 
certain discoveries in astronomy endangered relig- 
jon: and as men have remained religious despite 
progress in astronomical science, so will Christian 
faith survive the supposed invasions of biblical crit- 
icism upon its domain. 

The higher criticism of thé Bible is occupied 
chiefly with questions of the origin, date of compo- 
sition, authorship, and literary character of its sev- 

eral books. It considers them with relation to the time when they were 

written and the ideas of that period, discusses their unity or composite 
character, and determines whether they were written in the ages to 
which - and by the persons to whom they have been traditionally 
ascribed. Its province is to determine when, how, and by whom the Penta- 
teuch or the Hexateuch was written; whether it is a unitary composition 
or is composed of several documents; whether it bears marks of composition 
in an early or a late period of Hebrew history; when, judging from their 
internal character, the various.psalms were written: whether the book of 

Isaiah is the work of two writers, and if so at what times they wrote; what 

is the date of the book of Daniel, and what relation does its date bear to 

the historicity of its contents; by whom and in what manner the gospels 
were composed, and what their relation to the time-spirit has to do with 


their date and atitthorship; what conclusions are to be drawn as to the: 


composition of a gospel or an epistle from its doctrinal point of. view as 
indicating the contact of its writer with the ideas of a certain historic period, 
and to what extent any book of the New Testament is affected by its 


writer's interest in certain doctrinal tenets.

If the books of the Bible are the 
immediate productions of men rendered infallible by a supernatural inter- 
vention, then it must be considered that such a study of them as criticism 
undertakes would be wholly out of place and unwarranted as well as alto- 
gether unfruitful. 
Criticism of such books would be not only presumption’ but folly. Ac- 
cordingly, the critic must assame that the writings which he undertakes. 
to examine are essentially similar to other writings as to their origin and | 
composition, and that they have no qualities which separate them from 
the human productions known as literature. This assumption is well 
grounded, since the Bible is a collection of books ostensibly written by men, 
and hence subject to the critical processes, unless reason can be shown to 
the contrary. | 
If now it should be argued that criticism sets out upon a destructive 
career by proceeding upon its presumptions regarding the~Bible, it may be 
answered that it is, indeed, destructive, but that it tends to destroy only cer- 
tain traditions or superstitions. In this sense science may be said to have 
been destructive, since ithas banished many erroneous notions of nature, 
and all human progress to be destructive, because it constantly overthrows 
customs and modes of life once honored and cherished, But no more than 
science and the advance of knowledge in any department of inquiry does 
biblical criticism tend to destroy anything whose existence can be helpful 
to man if continued. | 
- Gritieism is the endeavor to ascertain what is true regarding the origin 
of the Bible, and if in finding this out it is obliged to set aside some tradi- 
tional doctrines about the Bible, it is not, therefore, destructive of a real 
and well-grounded faith in the book. On the contrary, its object, and, in- 
deed, its actual result are to establish men’s belief.in the Bible upon firmer 
and more rational grounds, which shall not be in danger of being shaken, 


like those on which it has hitherto rested. 


Another acceptable feature should be a sheltered nook for a children’s

Of the incoming plays, ‘“‘ Sag Harbor "’ has 
for the place of its action the bay town of 
Sag Harbor on Long Island. Mr. Herne 
spent the summer in the village and wrote 
much of the play there. For that reason 
he has the conviction, he has stated, that 
he has caught truthfully an atmosphere 
new to the stage. The story, he has ex- 
plained, is an old one, given a new turn. 
His own role in the play, that of Captain 
Dan Marble, “ who owns the sloop Kacy, 
scallops in it winters, and sails city com- 
pany in’ it summers,” is concerned only 
incidentally in the main action of the piece. 
This central movement has to do with/the 
struggles of two brothers, Ben and Frank 
Turner, who find themselves in love with 
the same girl, Martha Reese, a réle taken 
by Mr. Herne’s daughter, Julia Herne. 
Though secretly in love with the younger 
brother, Martha, who is an orphan, feels 
she is under obligation for kindness received 
from Ben, and when he asks her to marry 
him forces herself to respond in the affirma- 
tive. At that time Ben believes she loves 
him, but when he discovers the true state 
of affairs he plans to release her by leav- 
ing the village. Before he can carry out 
his intention, however, the two brothers 
and Martha meet face to face, and the sit- 
uation culminates in the girl’s decision to 
hold by her plighted word to Ben and in 
the. acceptance of her determination by the 
other brother. This, to say the least, is an 
unusual way of solving the difficulty, which 
in itself is not unfamiliar to the stage. With- 
out having seen the play, and having only 
the meager facts of its general plan at hand, 
one is scarcely able to conceive how Mr. 
Herne makes the dénouement seem natural. 
The curiosity thus incited may be, how- 
ever, considerably to the advantage of the 
play. 

Captain Marble has a love affair of his 
own with Elizabeth Ann Turner, who has 
passed the youthful period of life, but no 
tragedy comes into his path. Miss Marion 
Abbott will be seen as Elizabeth Ann. The 
parts of the two brothers will be taken 
by Forrest Robinson and Sydney Booth, 
while Miss Chrystal Herne will have the 
role of Miss Jane Cauldwell, a music teach- 
er. Other members of the company are 
Frank Monroe, William T. Hodge, Dibdin 
Pitt, John Garrick, Miss Jessie Dodd, Mrs. 
Sol Smith, Miss Sarah McDonald, and Miss 
Gertrude Binley. The play is in four acts and 
has three changes of scene, each oné having 
a local Sag Harbor significance. 


“The Tyranny of Tears” has been de- 
scribed by its author as a comedy of tem- 
perament. The temperament which causes 
the trouble is the possession of Mrs. Par- 
bury, wife of the novelist, Mr. Parbury. She 
is devoted to her husband, but she grudges 
the moments he gives to his work and to his 
friends, and to keep him always within 
bounds she resorts continually totears. He 
revolts at length from this emotional tyran- 
ny, and this rebellion is the theme of the 
play. The presenting cast is an extremely 
small one, nymbering only seven persons, 
but it includes Isabel Irving, to whom falls 
the role of the weeping wife; Ida Conquest, 
and Arthur Byron. Miss Conquest appears 
as the novelist’s private secretary, who sym- 
pathizes with him, and of whom the wife 
is jealous. Arthur Byron portrays a cynical 
bachelor, who counsels Parbury to take 
strong measures, and who eventually 
smooths matters out by marrying the secre- 
tary. The comedy was given its American 
‘presentation at the Empire Theater last 
September and ran in New York until the 
new year. Mr. Drew Is going to take it clear 
to the coast. The tour mapped out for him 
this season is the longest he ever has had 
and will not end until far into the summer. 

“The Last of the Rohans” was written 
for Mr. Mack by Mr. Ramsay Morris. As 
Clifford Rohan, the Irish hero, the actor 
has the chance to rescue the girl he loves 
from the power of a rascal who would have 
ruined her by meafs of a mock marriage. 
The synopsis of the play shows also that 
Mr. Mack will sing a number of Irish songs,’ 
among them “Pat and His Pipes,” “‘ The.

LACROSSE GROWS IN FAVOR. 


American Athletes Are Taking Up the 
Game—Physical Requirements 
for the Sport. 


Among American cities Baltimore has ever 
been prominent at the game of lacrosse, 
and this city now contains the champion 
team of the Intercollegiate association. 
Johns Hopkins lacrosse holds a large meas- 
ure of popular interest, and the games of 
the Hopkins team last year at Union Park 
were always well attended. 

Hopkins has games scheduled this year 
with nearly all the big varsity team in and 
out of the Intercollegiate league. The crack 
University of Pennsylvania team will play 
here early in the season, followed by Lehigh 
and Columbia. It is likely that Hopkins 
will go to Harvard, and possibly to Yale, 
this year. Harvard was easily defeated by 
twenty goals to nothing in this city last 
year. | | 

Canadian history records the astonish- 
ment of the settlers brought over by Sebas- 
tian Cabot at the dexterity with which the 
native Indians guided their toboggans down 
the steepest slopes, or the swift manner in 
which, by means of snowshoes, they could 
drag it, laden though it was with game or 
driftwood, over the snow. A narrative of 
the same date tells of a summer game of 
the Indians, in which, by means of a crossed 
or plaited stick (lacrosse, as the French 
“ habitant’’ called it) these active savages 
tossed a ball to each other, each division of 
the tribe or team trying to put the ball 
through goals placed in some clearing or 
space free from trees. 

But the French “habitant’’ was not a 
lover of active outdoor sport, and it remained 
for the Anglo-Saxon settlers to see the pos- 
sibilities of these three games, although the 
first two were to the Indians more of a means 
to an end than mere games. Out of them 
we have the three national and distinctive 
Canadian sports — toboganing, snowshoe- 
ing, and lacrosse. aS 

The two former have of necessity re- 
mained much as they were found, but la- 
crosse has developed greatly, and is now 
played throughout the entire length and 
breadth ofthe Dominion of Canada. A pow- 
erful national association governs the sport, 
and changes or amends the rules of the 
game as necessity demands. The game is 
played with a stick shaped somewhat like 
an elongated tennis racket. The body of 
the stick is, however, more relaxed, and 
the handle is made for both hands. The 
ball is of india rubber, a little smaller than 
a baseball, and by means of the stick may 
with practice be thrown accurately, swift- 
ly, and far, the length of a foothall field 
being no extraordinary throw for a good 
defense player. The game can be played 
on any athletic field.—Bal

Minister 
of State should be at his post, not merely 
by day but even by night, a member of 
the* Cabinet’ should be contnelied to absent 
nimself from his duties in order to dangle 
about Sandringham awaiting the arrival of 
the royal infant to which the Duchess of 
York is about to give birth within the next 
day or so. 

Ever since the reign of King James IL., 
when the circumstances attending the birth 
of the Prince who afterwards became known 
as “the old Pretender” lent color to the 
story to the effect that he was not really 
the offspring of the Queen, but merely a 
supposititious child foisted, so to speak, upon 
the nation for the purpose of assuring a 
Roman Catholic succession and for prevent- 
ing the two Protestant elder daughters of 
the monarch oy his first wife from. inheriting 
the crown, it has been decreed that, with 
the object of avoiding any ground for stories 
or even popular suspicions of this kind, a 
Secretary of State should invariably be in 
attendance at every royal birth, and that his 
signature should be affixed to the registra- 
tion and official announcement of the in- 
fant’s advent into the work, 
Cabinet Minister is no longer, as:in former 
times, in the actual room in which the tradi- 
tional stork deposits the royal infant on 
the arrival of the bird and the baby, but 
remains in an apartment immediately ad- 
joining, the doors between the two being 
supposed to be opened, and the tiny scion 
of royalty is presented to him by its attend- 
ants as quickly as possible. 

It is hardly necessary to point out, that 
under the circumstances the attendants of 
Cabinet Ministers at royal births is alto- 
gether inadequate to prevent any case of 
supposition, were such a fraud intended, 
and the continued observance of the old 
constitutional requirements demanding the 
presence of a Secretary of State on these 
interesting occasions can only be looked 
upon as a characteristically European re- 
gard for former usages and laws, which are 
today of no practical value. 


I may add that this same law, inaugurated 
by the English people in the reign of King 
James, has been adopted by most of the 
monarchical countries of continental Eu- 
rope, while in Spain the new-born child of 
the sovereign within a few minutes after its 
arrival. is placed on a great gold salver and 
carried by the Premier, or by the Minister of 
State who has been the official witness of 
the birth, into the neighboring state apart- 
ments, where all the great dignitaries of the 
court and of the government are assembled, 
the men in uniform and the ladies in full 
dress, to greet and hail the new arrival. 
The Minister bearing the salver and the 
royal infant advances, flanked on one side 
by the Cardinal Primate of the kingdom, and 
on the other by the Grand Mistress of the 
Robes to the Queen, and while the ladies 
curtesy low the men bow to the happily un- 
conscious infant. There have been times 
when happy events of this kind taking place 
during the summer, when the Minister of 
State has taken the royal babe on the gold 
salver out on the balcony of the palace in 
order to exhibit it to the populace below 
for their acclamations. The babe is cheered, 
so is the mother, and likewise the father, 
though this, I would add, sub rosa, led to 
some episodes and scenes as queer as they 
were droll during the reign of the worthy 
Queen Isabella. 

So much has been written about Field 
Marshal Roberts of late that it may be 
of interest to add a few words on the sub- 
ject of his devoted wife and helpmate. She 
is considerably taller than her diminutive 
but gallant husband, and is one of the most 
kind-hearted women in existence, caring lit- 
tle for society, but devoting her entire time 
and energy to practical philanthropy and 
charity among the soldier classes of the 
population. Lord Roberts has frequently 
been described as the best friend of “‘ Tom- 
my Atkins,’’ and in the same way Lady 
Roberts may be looked upon as the kind- 
est friend and champion of the soldier’s 
wife. She does not restrict her attention 
to Mrs. Tommy Atkins and her bairns, but 
extends it likewise to the better halves 
of young officers. Indeed, the excellent 
Lady Roberts seems to feel that she is 
just as much responsible for the moral and 
material welfare of the wives and children 
of the subaltern officers and the men of 
the British army as is the Lady of the Manor 
for the welfare of the tenants, high and 
low, on the lands of her husband. In pur- 
suit of this self-imposed mission she some- 
times disregards the conventionalities of 
life, which, taken in conjunction with her 
marvelous memory for faces and her alto- 
gether motherly interest in each domestic 
detail of her protégés and friends, some- 
times gives rise to no little embarrassment. 
She is seconded in all her philanthropic work 
‘by her two daughters, pleasant-faced but 
not beautiful girls, who are both of them 
unmarried, and all three ladies are just 
now doing splendid work in looking after 
the wives and children of “ absent-minded 
beggars "’ in south Africa.

A son of the French General de Charette 
and two of his nephews, sons of his brother, 
are im south Africa fighting in the Boer 
ranks against the English in spite of their 
having a strong strain of English blood in 
their veins, while General de Charette’s boy 
has an American mother in the person of 
Miss Mary Polk of Nashville, Tenn., grand- 
daughter of Bishop Polk, who was killed in 
battle during the civil war. The English 
blood in young’ De Charette’s veins comes 
‘to him through that Amy Brown who was 
the first wife of the Duke de Berri, son and 
heir of King Charles X. of France, and who 
met with his death by assassination at the 
opera at Paris. There were two daughters 
by: this English union of the Duke de Berri, 
who at his death were adopted by the King. 
and granted titles and fortunes in their own 
right. They were half-sisters, therefore, to 
the late Count of Chambord, who as a child 
reigned for twenty-four hours in 1830 over 
France as King Henry V., only to spend the 
remainder of his life In exile in the réle of a 
pretender. One of the girls thus ennobled 
married the late Baron de Charette, and 
thus became the mother of the present Gen- 
eral de Charette, who was always treated 
by the late Comte, de Chambord as his 
nephew, and by the late Count of Parisas his 
cousin. | 
The General greatly distinguished himself 
as a Colonel of Papal Zouaves at Rome, and 
fought for Pius IX. at Mentana, and likewise 
in 1870. After the fall of. Rome he betook 
himself in hot haste to France, raised sev- 
eral regiments in his native Brittany, and 
did such. gallant service in the war against 
the German™invader that he was created 
General. In addition to the children by his 
American wife, one of whom Is fighting for 
the Boers against the English in south 
Africa, he has likewise children by his first 
wife, a daughter of the late Duke of Fitz- 
james, who himself is descended from a son 
of King James II. of England and of Ara- 
bella Churchill, sister of the first Duke of 
Marlborough. The De Charettes are an old 
family of the Vendee, and won great fame as 
leaders of the royalists in the Vendean war 
of 1797.

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NE of the great questions confront- 
ing the people of this continent today 
is: ‘* What can be done for the bet- 
terment of the criminal classes?’ 
The criminal classes, as a whole, are 

largely the results of retrogression. Born 


_ {n the haunts of crime, nurtured in the midst 


of the vilest vices, eating the bread of theft, 
and drinking the dregs of dissipation, the 
flesh and blood of their bodies becomes im- 
pregnated with it; their beings inseparable 
from its abominable sustenance. What 
wonder that the children of such-circum- 
stances prey upon State and people alike? 
One of the most important steps that has 
been.aken toward solving this serious prob- 
Jem has been in establishing, in addition to 
the older forms of penal institutions, a sys- 


tem of' reformatories, where those who are 


not too deeply steeped in crime may yet re- 
gain their citizenship and manhood. Of 
ahese institutions and the noble work they 
are doing too much cannot be said. They 
are reformatories not only in the accepted 
sense of bettering the criminal but they 
point to a more advanced era in the life of 

the republic. | 
The method of commitment, the primary 
step, seems to be one of the most misunder- 
There 


institutions called ‘‘ reform schools,”’ where 
erriig youth may be temporarily restrained 
and, through constant discipline, be brought 
to believe thag there is another and better 
Way; but experienes, progress, and the gen- 


. eral up-to-dateness of the present decade 


have brought about a radical change and 
thé reform schools are gradually being 
merged into ‘‘ reformatories,’’ the change in 
name itself being a partial explanation of 
the difference. 

The reform school, in its earlier sense, was 
given over completely to the younger ele- 
ment and was to allintents and purposes a 
disciplinary home for boys, where they were 
fed, clothed, schooled, and brought up with 
some degree of military discipline and with 
an earnest endeavor to Keep before their 
youthful minds a realizing sense of a higher 
life. The present reformatory is the apothe- 
osis of tue reform school. A little was 
good, more might be better, and to the earn- 
est, progressive, and philanthropic minds of 
some of the leading men of the day can be 
attributed that noblest of all noble ventures 
+a place where those who had erred un- 
thinkingly, unwittingly, through stress of 
eircumstances, through force of association, 
through hereditary taint, might yet retrieve 
themselves and go out before the world not. 
crushed by their first misstep, not bearing 
upon them the stigma of the penitentiary 
brand, but resolved by earnest effort and 
honest labor to erase from their names the 
cabalistic number and show themselves men 
indeed. 4 


COMMITMENT. 


The method of commitment to the Illinois 
reformatory of the present day is only by 

ue process of court, and after conviction of 
some offense. No one is accepted without 
& mittimus, duly executed and signed, to 
which is attached the indictment, made out 
in proper form. On admission each boy is 
given a number. In a box file, stamped with 


his name and number, are filed, first, his pa- - 


pers of admission; second, his pictures, 
taken as he appeared when received and 
again in reformatory uniform; also all other 


papers, letters, and information pertaining 


to said inmate. These boxes are filed in 
numerical order in a large case in the Gen- 
eral Superintendent's private office, where 
they can be referred toon short notice. The 
acquisition of necessary data is often in- 
strumental in quickly establishing the iden- 


tity of the inmate and eettling a doubtful 


point. < 


'The statutes of the State of Illinois pro-- 


vide that to the reformatory may be admit- 
ted bovs between the ages of 10 and 16, and 
“any male criminal’ between the ages of 16 
and 21. not shown to have been previously. 
senfenced to a penitentiary in this or any 
ather State or country, upon the conviction, 
in such court. of such male person, of a 
crime punishable under existing laws in a 
penitentiary." The sentences as they now 
Stand are indeterminate and subject to the 
discretion of the General Superintendent, 


Who, in consultation with the Board of Man- 


agers, admits the boys to parole. , 
The Board of Managers, composed of five 


citizens of the State, has as its President 


Bishop Samuel Fallows, who is the adminis- 
trator-of its upright, non-partisan policy.

INSIDE THE GATES. 

A trip to the lilinois State Reformatory at 
Pontiac is productive not only of great en- 
doyment, but of much’‘that is instructive as 
Well. ‘From the time one arrives until he 
leaves, every moment fs ‘replete with some: 
Sew interest. The first impressions of a 
Visitor are of the beauty of the grounds; the 
Staceful sweep of the long drive under the 
Stately, low-arched trees, and in summer the 
Well kept lawns that frame the prison yard 
nh either side.

IMPRESSIONS. | 
The casual visitor to a reformatory, or for 


character-—one who passes through to see 
the sights im a superficial way—gleans lit- 
tle of the real inward meaning, motive, and 
character of either the work, officers, or in- 
‘mates. They are first confronted by the 


‘soft-shod, white-coated attendants who dis- | 


charge so faithfully and rapidly the duties 
assigned them, and express no small aston- 
ishment that these are inmates—whom they 
‘apparently expected to find gwhained, like 
Prometheus, to a rock, or working like gal- 
ley slaves in dim, subterranean passage- 
‘ways. For, to the uninitiated, reformatory 
means prison, and prison means iron bars, 
darkness, and degradation. | 

With their minds attuned to these thoughts 
they are naturally filled. with wonderment, 
Horror of the brutal perpetrators of news- 
‘paper villainies quickly changes to pity for 


{| the quiet, well trained -servitors, who seem 


ito anticipate one’s every want and consider 
Involuntarily one 
contrasts ‘therm with ‘the servants in his 
own home--independént; arbitrary, resent- 
‘ful of any edded labor. 

_ Their ideas so swiftly changed, they rarely 
‘view the other side. That deft, neat waiter 
‘who served you with such perfect self-ef- 
‘facement at-luncheon is a burglar of re- 
nown, an experienced cracksman who could 
rifle your safe, purloin your jewels, serve 
lyour dinner, or win your confidence with 
equal facility. Verily, the criminal mind is 
‘versatile, apt, and clever beyond belief. 

At 2 o'clock each day visitors are admitted 
|to the institution and are conductedthrough 
the shops by officers especially detailed for 
ithe purpese.. It is hardly necessary to add 
‘that loitering and all conversation with in- 
mates are forbidden, as such communication 
with the outside world might result in sen- 
ous trouble to the institution. This admit- 
ting of visitors is avowedly a serious incon- 
venience to all concerned, as it disturbs the 
boys for the'time being, unconsciously ar- 
rests their work, and puts them for a mo- 
ment in touch with the freedom it is better 
they should forget. Yet the closing 6f an 
dnstitution of this character to the public 
would give cause for many unpleasant and 
malicious rumors, unfounded though they 
might be, and few of those who have not 
been in intimate association with the boys 
would eppreciate any such rule of expulsion. 


DAILY ROUTINE. 


The life of the boys is simple and well 
regulated. In summer reveille sounds at 6, 


in winter at 7, and the martial strains of 


the bugler, a member of the reformatory 
band, as he, with attending officer, passes 
from cellhouse to dormitory, rouse the boys 
to the duties of the day. Bunks are care- 


fully prepared for inspection, cells are put 


in order, and half an hour after reveille 
_comes the call for breakfast, the boys march- 
ing from their cells to the dining-room. 
Either Assistant Superintendent Mallory or 
Vice Assistant Superintendent Holtzman is 
in charge of this room at meal time. Be- 
fore the signal is given for-the boys to seat 
themselves a simple grace is said in concert. 


from fhe old reform school, and swells into

As soon as breakfast is over the boys are 
put.in charge of their own officers, and 
mareh.to the, shops for their daily Guties. 
At noon the whistle sounds from the en- 
gine-room for -dinner, the boys assemble 
on the parade ground, and mareh in bat- 
talions tg their midday meal, after which 
they have a brief rest until 1 o'clock, when 
they again return to work. 

At 4:30 in winter and 5 in summer the 
shops close, the boys have a light supper, 
and the cells are lacked for the night. For 
temporary locking there is a lever at the 
‘end of each tier, which locks automatically, 
at one time, all the cells in that row. In 
‘addition to.this,, however, a special lock is 
placed on @ach cell, for greater safety. 

As soon as the cells are closed for the 
night the count is taken and each boy in the 
institution is vouched for by his officer, each 
offieer sending in to the Assistant Super- 
intendent -a slip containing the number of 
boys in his. eharge. , Each officer has a gai- 
lery, and passes from cell to cell, the boys 
being obliged to stand close to the cell door 
until *‘ count” is over.. If the various slips 
tally in theirtotals with the registered count 
for the day, the officers are dismissed, and 
the night watch goeson... 

This watch is in charge of an officer, pop- 
ularly known as the ** Night Captain,” who 
patrols the grounds, celliouses, and build- 
ings at regular intervals. He alone has the 
keys to’ the’ cellhouse, as the officers in 
charge are locked in with the boys, and 
patrol the galleries all night. In case of 
trouble he gives the alarm, reuses the resi- 
dent officers, of whom there are about thir- 
ty, and until the arrival of his superior of- 
ficer assumes entire control. 

At a quarter before.9 the bugle sounds 
warning for “lights out,” and promptly 
at 9 the cell lights are extinguished, leaving 
only the galleries-lighted. After this quiet 
reigns, and one would hardly dream that 
the population of-a good-sized village lay 
slumbering so close at hand. | 


“HIDE OUTS” AND. ESCAPE, 

. “* Hide outs,”’ as they are called, are some- 
times indulged in; escapes are comparatively 
rare. Indeed, they are remarkably so when 
one considers that on an average 1,400 more 
or less vicious men and boys are handled 
by something under a hundred officers; which

PRIVATIONS. 


There are, however, many boys n the in- 
stitution whose intelligence is beyond mere 
criminal shrewdness—boys of good families, 
tenderly nurtured, who have known the com- 
forts and luxuries of homes far better than 
most boys can boast. To these boys the un- 
avoidable ‘‘ herding,’ the discipline, and nec- 


essary. privations must be well nigh intolera- 


ble. The absolute lack of privacy, the total 
surrender of self, the necessary espionage 
of mail, the public reception of friends and 
relatives—the rules prohibiting any inter- 
course which cannot be’ heard. and under- 
stood by the officer in eharge—all the re- 
strictions experience has made unavoidable 
must harass them beyond description. Yet, 
in spite of this, the added. privileges given 
for good behavior are almost invariably met 
by some act of disobedience and are obliged 
to be retracted almost as soon as given, so 
little do these boys appreciate the efforts 
made in their behalf. . 

The public often upbraids the officials of 
the Institution for allowing offenders their 
liberty on parole, and showers upon their 
heads maledictions for.all offenses commit- 
ted.

He then notifies the 
employer when to expect the boy and where 
to meet him, and gives such additional in- 
formation as seems necessary. In case the 
boys have no friends to whom they can ap- 
ply for assistance at this time, homes are 
secured for them from the institution, many 
applications being always on file. 

After parole the boys report each month, 
and twelve successive reports entitle them 
to a release, signed by the Judge who con- 
victed:them. Some of the reports are inter- 
esting, as the boys are obliged to give an ac- 
count of the way they spend their money. 

These paroles are, by virtue of the indeter- 
minate sentence, largely discretionary, being 
dependent on the crime committed and the 
past record, although the boy’s conduct while 
under restraint is considered as well. There 
is an old saying that a shrewd criminal 
makes a good convict, and indeed it is sur- 
prising what excellent inmates the worst of 
the boys become. Knowing that only good 
conduct will help condone their offenses and 
bring them theix liberty, they bend all the 
efforts of a naturally cunning mind toward 


an early release. This effected. they some-. 


times drift back to their old haunts with 
alarming rapidity and are shortly reincar- 
cerated. It reminds one strongly of the old 
axiom: “ The only good Indian is a dead 
Indian,”’ so next to impossible does it seem 
to be of any assistance to some of these 


boys. 
REFORMATORY FARE. 


"For those who grieve over the treatment 

received by the inmates of these penal inst!- 

tutions, I would submit the following bill of 

fare, served to the prisoners at. the re- 

formatory on Thanksgiving day of '99, also 

the menu for a typical working day: .

When a boy leaves'the institution he is 
presented: with new clothes throughout 
and whatever remains from $10 after the 
ticket has been purchased to his destina- 
tion. The sudden acquisition of so much 
wealth’is frequently the source’of trouble, 
but gives a-good-opportunity to study the 
disposition. of the boy.. One little lad on 
boarding the train exchanged all the money 
given him for a brilliantly illustrated book

It has ofteh.been said .that.a.ecriminal,

They 
were detected, tried, and convicted of at- 
tempted burglary, and sent’ to Pontiac,

andwjalthough search parties 
scoured the country far and wide they se- 
cured no trace of them. About two months 
later the same store was entered, the safe 
rifled, and the burglars escaped. Later ar- 
Fests disclosed that the burglary had been 
committed by the escapes from Pontiac 
who had, with a perseverance worthy ofa 


better cause, followed the old motto: “If 
at first you don’t succeed, try, try again.’’ 
These boys were safely returned t® the in- 


stitution. 


AN INMATE'S VERSION.

MEANING. OF GRADES. 


In explanation of the various grades which 
are mentioned in the rules it may be of in- 
terest to add that they are designated by 
different suits or uniforms. The second, or 
medium grade, from. which they advance or 
recede and into which all boys are entered 
as soon as received, is marked by a uniform 
of dull gray and bla¢ék, mixed goods, havirg 
almost the appearance of plain black. Six 
months’ good conduct im this suit entitles 
the boy to a first grade uniform of cadet 
blue, which color he retains, if his conduct 
is satisfactory, until he is paroled. The 
third grade suit, of bright red, is a mark of 
disgrace, and is so disliked by the boys that 
dread of it alone is wholesome ‘discipline. 
Boys in red are entitled to none of the priv- 
ileges and are farther from parole than 
when they entered. 

While speaking of the grades, mention 
should also be made of the occupations and 
instructions. ‘Boys who have not received 
sufficient outside schooling to enable them to 
read, write, and cipher with some degree of 
accuracy are obliged to pass half the day in 
the institution schools, while the other half 
is spent in learning some congenial trade. 
After passing a certain grade in the schools 
they are aHNowed to spend all their time per- 
fecting themselves im their trade, and it is 
astonishing how cleverly they work. Al- 
most all the ordinary branches of trade are 
taught, and the boys leave the institution 
perfectly fitted to make an honest living. 


DIVIDE YOUNG: AND OLD. 


Another wise provision is the separation of 
the young boys from the older ones. Boys 
between the ages of 10 and 14, locally desig- 
nated as “ West Building Juveniles,” are 
completely separated from the older ones. 
These small boys have their own building, 
containing sleeping-rooms and schoolroom; 


their own playground, and their own diping 


tutelage of “‘ Pioneer Kellogg,’ one of thes 


time in school, part on the playground, and 
the balance in the good, healthy occupation 
of cultivating a truck garden. Rosy- 
cheeked and tanned, hearty and happy, these 
little waifs of the street have never known 
such luxury. Good, substantial meals, com- 
fortable beds, and the opportunity to ac- 
quire an education are adVantages with 
which they have not been familiar. 

In addition to this, their lives are regu- 
lated with’ military precision. They have 
drills and exercises, and have, in addition 
to their instructor, their own wee Captain, 
who is chosen for good conduct, and who 
delivers his orders and salutes with all the 
dignity of a West-Pointer. The only time 
these boys ever come in contact with the 
older ones is at the chapel service, and even 
then they occupy the front rows of seats by 
themselves. 

The “‘ West Wing” boys, or “ Interme- 
diates,"’ are those between 14 and 16, and 
are, perhaps, the hardest to handle of any 
in the institutton, Neither children nor 
men, but with the faults of both, it requires 
the most careful handling to bring out the 
best that is in them, and mold their half- 
formed characters aright. These boys are 
treated with special diplomacy, and as long 
as their good conduct makes it possible are 
allowed the privileges of dormitories, They 
also have a separate dining-room. 7 


-TOBACCO BARRED. 


One of the strictest, rules of the institution 
is the prohibition of the use of tobacco, as 
its intimate relation to crime has been well 
established by men who have made the 
subject a special study. Cigaret smoking 
in particular is the source of much evil and 
productive of the most serious results, 

This suppression of a favorite vice is the 
source of much controversy, both insidé 
and outside the walls. Accustomed, some- 
times from earliest infancy, to its unre- 
stricted use, the boys try every known 
means to secure tobacco in some form, and 
the utmost watchfulness is necessary. In 
some institutions, notably. penitentiaries, 
its use is recognized as an unavoidable evil 
and the prisoners are allowed a certain 
amount each month, but in an institution 
where reformation is one of the vital objects 
there can be but one decision. | 


EASY TO. CRITICISE. 


Were one to attempt to cite half the meth- 
ods, interesting adventures, and amusing 
happenings in one of these public institutions 
the half would not be believed. Nor is the 
public at large at all familiar with the trials 
attendant on handling these often uncouth, 
half civilized, and frequently wholly desper- 
ate creatures. <A bare statement of facts 
is unconvincing. What so easy as to criti- 
cise? A boy is returned after parole; ergo, 
the institution fs a failure, the State’s money 
ill spent, the warden in charge incompetent, 
‘and the methods unavailing. <A boy is 
rescued from a life of dissipation and crime; 
he starts out in the world anew, encouraged, 
resvlved, his maniiness restored. Buta unit 
in the vast multitude. inconspicuous by very 
reason of his honesty, he drops out of the 
sight and mind of those so ready to take up 
the other side. No one exploits his career; 
‘no credit redounds to him or the institution 
which sheltered him, but up against its ac- 
‘count, lined in awful black, are set the boys 
‘who have failed. 

Standing in this position, between the boys 
and the world—the world and the State—~ 
small wonder that the guardians of many an 
institution have retired, baffled and dis- 
couraged, from the uneven conflict. Why 
are there not more among the people of 
this great republic who will at least weight 
their seales with justice and view the work 
these men are doing with a Christian spirit, 
joining them heart and soul in their praise- 
worthy efforts to bring to the tarnished 
minds of these growing boys 4 more

Engliand’s New Marriage Law. 


A bill to amend the marriage act was considered 
recently by a committees of the Lower House of 
Convocation. The measure provides greater facil- 
ities for the marriage of persons in any other 
church in the diocese than those in which the 
banns have been published with the consent of 
the incumbent. The would-be bridegroom, how- 
ever, must make a declaration that he is over 21 
or that he has the consent of his father or guar- 
dian, or that there is no person whose consent is 
necessary. He must also make a similar declara- 
tion with regard to his intended bride. The bill 
regulates and equalizes marriage-fees, and pro- 
vides greater facilities for the marriage of sea- 
men.—London Mail.

Reply to Miss Anthony. 

The Society Opposed to the Extension of 
Suffrage to Women has issued an answer 
to Miss Susan B. Anthony’s claim that the 
progress of women has resulted from the 
progress of woman suffrage. The state- 
ment that the former had been dependent 
upon the latter was made by Miss Anthony 
when she retired from the Presidency of 
the National American Woman Equal Suf- 
frage association, 

The demurrer of the anti-suffragists 1s in 
the form of a booklet. by Helen Kendrick 
Johnson, issued by the New York Society 
Opposed to the Extension of the Suffrage 
to Women. It is bei@g circulated through 
IHinois and Western States. 

The anti-suffrage statement is prefaced 
with the remark that the “ suffrage move- 
ment has rum parallel with the progress of 
women ”’ in the last fifty years, and that the 
declaration of suffragists that this progress 
is due to the movement is denied by its op- 
ponents, because they believe the principles 
and the results of the suffrage agitation are 
at variance with any advancement either 
of women or of the state. 

Evidence that woman suffrage is not 
deemed progressive is thought to be indi- 
cated by the following: 

That in making up reviews of the year’s progress 
the’ public prints make no mention of the success 


of woman suffrage. 

That States in which women have madé the 
most progress are those in which wofman suffrage 
bills have been defeated most steadily and de- 


cisively. 

That there has been slight, tf any, improvement 
in the laws of the States in which women vote, 
due to the fact that women vote; and that in 
some ways the progress of those States is behind 
that of other States. 

**If the suffrage movement were to dis- 

band today,” say the anti-suffragists, ‘‘ and 
no woman were ever to vote, not a-_single 
great interest would suffer. None of wom- 
an’s wide philanthropies would be harmed; 
woman's colleges would be unaffected; the 
professions would continue to give diplomas 
to qualified women; tradesmen would still 
employ women; good laws would not be re- 
pealed and bad laws would be no more likely 
to be framed; literature would not suffer; 
homes would be no less secure; woman's 
civic work would not cease; nor would there 
be any more disposition than there is today 
to remove to a State where women still 
had freedom. It is interesting to note that 
there never has been such a migration of 
women to suffrage States as to overburden 
the population. 
‘The suffrage movement today is allied 
with coeducation as against woman's higher 
education in colleges of her own; with ‘isms’ 
as against tried principles; with prohibition 
as against representative government; with 
radical labor movements as against the best 
organized and unorganized efforts of wage- 
earning men and women, and the coépera- 
tive household as against family life and the 
home. 

“ Education as well as religious decency 
received a blow from these professed friends 
of woman's progress when the authoritative 
members of the association issued the 

Woman's Bible,’ "’ is one of the concluding 
statements of the reply. | |

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 
DISCIPLES AMONG THE 
WORK IN PORTO RICO. 


Sketch of the Results Accomplished 
by Them and Missionaries of Other 
Denominations in the Island—Talk 
of New Methodist Bishops—Names 
Mentioned for the High Places-— 
Chair in the English Bible as Lit- 
erature. 


Of the religious bodies that are to be rep- 
resente@d at the Ecumenical Conference on 
Foreign Missions, to be held in New York in 
April, Disciples of Christ were among the 
first to reach Porto Rico and enter on work 
there. Selecting San Juan as the center of 
influence of the island, the Rev. J. A. Erwin 
and Mrs. Erwin obtained what is, perhaps, 
the best building available in the whole city. 
Here they opened religious services and a 
day and a Stinday school, Their work, 
while it has had drawbacks, has been suc- 
cessful from the start.. Socia) as well as 
religious work has been undertaken, and 
the Christian Institute, as it is called, has 
already come to be one of the features of 
San Juan. | 

Fresbyterians have week at three different 
points in*Porto Rico—San Juan, Mayaguez, 
and Poncé. That at Mayaguez is perhaps 
the most interesting, béing educational] as 
well as religious. So many pupils came that 
the school has been self-supporting almost 
from the start. -The foremost Presbyterian 
preacher on the island is the Rev. Dr. J 
Milton Greene, who was sent by the synod 
of Iowa and his maintenance guaranteed. 

Protestant Episcopal work on the island 
has had not a little help from the official 
classes and from army chaplains. Such of 
the military post at San Juan as ever at- 
tended church service t all went from the 
first to the Episcopal. Then the Rev. Henry 
B. Smith, who was chaplain of Theodore 
Roosevelt’s Rough Riders, went to San Juan 
as chaplain and missionary, and his prom- 
inence and influence counted for much. 
There has been fof some years at Poncea 
Church of England congregation. ‘That 
affiliated at once, of course. Lately Bishop 
Whipple of Minnesota has paid a visit to the 
fSland, and while there licensed four lay 
readers to hold services in as many interior 
towns, and now the Board of Missions has 
appealed for $25,000 with which to erect 
churches. 

Congregationalists early took a unique po- 
sition in Porto Rico. The American Mission- 
ary association opened two schools, one at 
San Juan and the other at Lares, in the 
mountain section of the west coast. In the 
latter case they transported school benches 
on the backs of mules, the alcalde and coun- 
cil paying the bill, The Congregational aim 
is to train those who are fitted to become 
teachers in the public schools. Theschool at 
aoe has been self-supporting from the 

rst. 

Baptists have preaching stations at both 
San Juan and Ponce, their general mis- 
sionary being the Rev. H. P. McCormick. 
According to all accounts he has met with 
success. He has been ordered home to at- 
tend the Baptist anniversaries at Detroit 
in May and to make an exhaustive report 
at that place and time. What gave Baptist 
missionaries a close insight into affairs was 
their assistance in the distribution of gov- 
ernment relief that was bestowed imme- 
diately after the hurricane. 

Young Men's Christian association work- 
ers went to Porto Rico when General Miles 
and the first troops went, and they have 
_— since maintained headquarters in San 

uan. 

Several points about. work in Porto Rico 
are to be noted. One is that the people are 
eager to learn, to own Bibles, to hear the 
gospel. Another is that they are not con- 
fused by the multitude of sects that have 
taken up work among them. Still another 
is that the Roman Catholic authorities are 
most considerate, And, furthermore, that 
there is no competition of the different re- 
ligious bodies. It is one of the purposes for 
which the Ecumenical Conference on For- 
eign Missions is held, to further this cause 
of denominational comity. 


->- 

At the last general conference of the 
Methodist Church three of the Bishops, 
Bowman, Foster, and Taylor, were retired, 
During this quadrennium Bishop Newman 
has died, and Bishop Thoburn, Missionary 
Bishop for India and Malaysia, is so deplet- 
ed in his physical resources that it is neces- 
sary for him to take a long rest. Bishop 
Merrill is not in full vigor and also needs 
rest. General opinion now favors increas- 
ing the number of Bishops, even if the con- 
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ference should decide not to retire any of 
those who seem to be approaching the limit 
of their efficiency. 

The condition of Bishop Thoburn makes 
necessary some provision for the oversight 
of the work in India and Malaysia, as well 
as in the Philippines, which are included in 
his diocese, and it is likely that the general 
conference will elect ane or two Bishops for 
that purpose. . The missionaries in India 
would be greatly p oe at the election of 
the Rev. Dr. E. W. rker, who has been a 
missionary there for over a quarter of a 
eentury.. Should two missionary Bishops 
be elected there are those who think no bet- 
ter second choice could be made than that 
of the Rev. Dr. A. B. Leonard, present senior 
corresponding secretary of the Missionary 
society. There is also a decided movement 
in favor of the election of a missionary Bish- 
op for China, Corea, and Japan. 

"There are a number of names mentiongg@ in 
connection with the proposition to elect di- 
tional Bishops. Among these are the Rev. Dr. 
A. B. onard and the Rev. Dr. A. J. Palmer, 
missionary secretaries at New, York» the 
Rev. Dr. J. W. Hamilton, one of the secre- 
taries of,the Freedmen’s Aid society at Cin- 
ecinnatis the Rev. Dr. W. V. Kelley, editor 
of the Methodist Review of New York; the 
Rev. Dr. Henry Spel)meyer, pastor of Rose- 
ville Church, Newark, N. J.; the Rev. Dr. 
J. F. Berry, editor of the Epworth Herald, 
Mhicago; the Rev. Dr. C. J. Little, President 
of Garrett Biblical Institute, Evanston, IIL; 
D. H. M@ore, editor of the 
Western Christian Advocate at Cincinnati; 
the Rev. Dr. J. P. Goucher, head of the 


Woman's College, Baltimore. 


An effort is making to provide in Columbia 
University a chair in the English Bible as 
literature. The Rev. Dr. George R. Van de 
Water, famous as chaplain at Santiago two 
years ago, and now chaplain of the universi- 
ty, says it is a disgrace that none of the 
larger Eastern universities has such achatlr. 
Disciples of Christ, through the Christian 
Woman's Board of Missions, lead in this 
movement which Columbia University now 


adopts, and have made beginnings, more or. 


less advanced, at the Universities of Vir- 
ginia, Michigan, Minnesota, California, and 


Georgia. 


Disciples of Christ are to hold their second 
church congress in Indianapolis at the end 
of this month. The congress Is in the hands 
of the liberal party, which is also the pro- 
gressive one in this case, and represents 
St. Louis rather than~Cincinnati, the two 
centers being those in the éountry around 
which the largest Christian or Disciples in- 
terests revolve. The Indianapolis meeting 
will discuss ‘‘ Doctrine of Holy Scripture,” 
Biblical Criticism,’ Education,” Lim- 
its of Christian Liberty,”’ *“‘ The Unification 
of Our Missionary and Benevolent Organiza- 
tions,” ‘ Sociological Studies,’’ and “ The 
Civie and Social Obligations of the Church.”’ 
Conservatives are to some extent represent- 
ed on the program, to a rather larger extent 


this year than last. 


_Presbyterianism is to be much strength- 
ened tn New York City by the action of 
the Madison Square Church, of which the 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst is pastor, 
fn establishing about it’ a settlement work 
which is not only helpful to the city, unique 
in character, but is, @xactly what Presby- 
terianism in the metropolis has stood in 
need of—namely: something substantial 
a@own-town that is able to shew that it 
will not om the slightest provocation vanish 
up-town and throw the burden of the down- 
town work on others. Dr. Parkhurst will 
withdraw from some of his public duties 
and devote most of his time to the down- 
town plant. The latter is to consist of 
the home church on the east side of Madi- 
son square—the only church there—an 
Adams Memorial Church half a mile to the 
northeast, and a church house located at 
Thirtieth street and Third avenue. There 
has been placed at the head of the last 
named George A. Hilton, one of the well- 
known evangelists of the country, and 
$100,000 will be expended upon it. Its 
unique character is in the fact that the 
church house aims to get hold of people, 
and especially of families, when pretty weil 
down. As they get interested in religious 
services their material condition improves 
and they leave the house for the Memorial 
Church. Finally some of them find their way 
to Madison Square itself. ; |

CENTURY ago, on the ist Ventdse 
of the year VIII. of the Republic, 
or Feb. 20, 1800, to use the more 
popular calendar expression, the 
Bank of France was opened for busi- 
Compared with the world famous 

“Old Lady of Threadneedle Street,’’ across 
the channel, it is a giddy girl, for the foun- 
dation of the Bank of England dates back 
to 1694; but the national financial institu- 
tion of France is the oldest continental 
note issuing bank. The second bank of this 
class was the Austrian National Bank, 
founded in 1816, and since 1867 known as 
the Austro-Hungarian Bank. 

Up to a recent date the Bank of France 
was also the largest’continental bank, hav- 
ing, since 1857, a capital of 182,500,000 francs, 
or about $36,500,000. The Austro-Hungarian 
Bank has, since 1867, a capital of 90,000,000 
guilders, or about $36,000,000. The German 
Reichsbank has at present the same amount 
of capital as the Austrian institution, but 
by 1905 the capital is to be raised to 180,000,- 
000 marks, or about $40,000,000. 

Of course, the Bank of England is atthe 
head of all, with its capital of £14,553,000, 
or about $69,850,000. However, regarding 
the importance of its business and its in- 
fluence upon the.economic development of 
the nation, the Bank of France has occupied 
during the last decades not only the first 
position upon the continent but has com- 
pared well with the Bank of England. 


Peculiar Institution. 


The Bank of France has had a peculiar 
development and represents in its organiza- 
tion and its business methods a peculiar type 
of financial institution. Like the Bank of 
England, it is not a government institution, 
but since its foundation it has been in the 
closest reltaion to the state, and even its 
first capital was largely created by the finan- 
cial participation of the state, the depart- 
ment for the redemption of the French na- 
tional debt taking 5,000 shares. 

A note-issuing bank, the Caisse des 
Comptes Courants, already in existence, was 
merged with the new institution, and the 
issuing of bank notes by any other institu- 


tion was prohibited. This was done by act 


of April 14, 1808, which regulated the or- 
ganization of the bank and granted to it the 
exclusive privilege for fifteen years to issue 
bank notes in Paris. The government re- 
served the right to grant concession of bank 
note issue to banks in the provinces. | 

In 1806 a financial crisis gave the Emperor 
a long desired cause to secure direct par 
ticipation in the administration of the bank’: 
affairs, which until that time were managet 
by a central committee. The supervisior 
of the business was transferred to a Gov- 
ermor, who, like two subgovernors, was ap- 
pointed by the Emperor. It was also de- 
creed that among the fifteen bank regent: 
there should be always at least three genera. 
.tax collectors. 

This law is, in its principal features, the 
basis of the constitution of the Bank o! 
France to the present day. The privilege: 
to issue bank notes was repeatedly renewed. 
and successive governments made use of the 
reservation regarding the provincial banks. 
s0 that from 1817 to 1838 gradually eighi 
banks in the larger provincial cities were 
admitted to the bank note privilege, though 
under greatly restrictive provisions. 

By act of May 2, 1848, these provincia. 
banks were merged, under conditions favcor- 
able to the stockholders, with the Bank of 
France, and since then the latter has the 
sole right of bank note issue, which, by act 
of Nov. 17, 1897, was again extended for 
twenty-three years, though with the proviso 
that this right may be abrogated by a new 
law as early as Dec. 31, 1912. 


Bank’s Credit Tested. 


During the revolutionary upheaval of 
1848 the credit of the Bank of France stood 
& most exhaustive test in the most brilliant 
way. The provisional government was 
compelled, on account of its pronounced 
financial embarrassment, to decree the forced 
course of bank notes and to suspend the 
redemption of them. Despite the extremely 
critical times, the notes were hardly de- 
preciated as to silver, and though during 
March gold commanded a premium of from 
10 to 12 per cent for several days, this was 
solely due to a panicky demand for gold, 
which could be more readily hidden and was 
for this reason preferred to silver, which 
Was then the standard. Asa matter of fact, 
the bank did redeem the notes during the 
second half of the year, though not obliged 
to do so until 1850. 

Not less favorable was the second period of 
the forced course, which began on Aug. 12, 
1870.. The gold discount rose only for a few 
days during March, 1871, to 3 per cent, but 


years, and the bank resumed specie pay- 
ment much earlier than it was legally com- 
pelled to do. However, it was not simply 
the credit of the Bank of France which 
Caused these successes, but also the wise 
and energetic administration: of the state 
ces, particularly the consequential re- 
Payment of more than three-fourths of 
the loans made by the bank to the state. 
Eyen after the legal resumption of specie 
Payment by the bank the notes of the latter 
retained the character of an unconditional 
legal tender which, since 1833, is also the 


Reichsbank, the character of legal tender 
is expressly precluded, though the German 
k is in regard to its administration much 
more of a state institution than the Bank of 
France. That the latter has largely the 
character of a private enterprise despite the 
£ppointment of its three highest officials by 
© government, despite its bank note privi- 
€, and despite the fact that its notes are 
legal tender, was recognized by the treaty of 
Frankfort -on-the- Main, following the 
Prussian war, which provided for 
the restitution of the bank notes confiscated 
y the German troops in the provincial 
branches of the bank. 
It is so much the more remarkable that the 
of France has a much larger liberty 
in {ts movement than the note banks of any 
other country. Originally there were no 
restrictions as to the issue of bank 
hotes, probably because it was supposed that 
Somewhat close restriction of its busi- 
ness would also keep the issue of bank notes 
Within reasonable bounds. In 1848, when the 
redemption of the notes was suspended, a 
maximum limit for the note issue was fixed, 
and was also done in the case of the 
Suspension in 1870. Since that time the

here are no legal provisions whatever re- 
ng the ratio of cash reserve to the 
®mount of notes in circulation. The law of 
cnygs imposes a tax of one-eighth of the rate 
iscount upon the “ production part ”’ of 
© note issue, the latter not varying much 


rom the amount of issue not covered by 
cash. But this measure by no means acts 
_ Sestrictively upon the note issue, as does the 


note tax in the cases of the Austro- 


Bank of France, the bank note tax is rather 
an obstacle to the raising of the rate of 
discount, because such a raise increases the 
amount of taxes to be paid. 

This has resulted in the fact that France 
for many years has had, among all coun- 
tries with specie circulation, the largest 
amount not only in bank notes generally 
but also in bank notes not protected by 
specie reterve in circulation. Thus in iSS 
the+former amount’on an average was 
3,700,000,000 francs and the latter 693,000,- 
000 francs, while the corresponding figures 
of the eight German note banks were only 
1,307 ,000,000 and 400,000,000 franes respec- 
tively. The Bank of England for several 
years has had a larger bank note reserve 
than the lawful amount of unprotected 
notes, hence the cash coin of the Bank 
of England ts larger than the amount of 
notes in the hands of the public. In Janu- 
ary of the present year the.bank note circula- 
tion of the Bank of France exceeded 4,000;- 
000,000 francs, and the amount of notes not 
protected by specie reserve exceeded 1,000,- 
000,000 francs. This ratio is. still. suf- 
ficiently satisfactory when it is considered 
that the cash of the bank consists, to the 
extent of nearly 40 per cent, of silver coins. 

The main factor in the business of the 
Bank of France is the discount, and this 
‘is in accordance with the fact thatin France 
the use of bills of exchange, especially the 
promissory note [the billet & ordre] is far 


}] more extensive among the smaller trades- 


men and the general public than in any other 
country on the continent. The amount of 
bills discounted in 1898 by the Bank of 
France and its branches amounted to up- 
ward of $2.200,000,000, while in the case of 
the German Reichsbank the amount of this 
business did not exceed $1,750,000,000, aside 
from about $20,000,000 foreign bilis of ex- 
change, , | 


| Its Discount Policy. 

In its discount policy the Bank of France 
has always followed the principle to main- 
‘tain moderate rates with as few changes 
as possible. Since 1875 this rate has rarely 
exceeded 4 per cent, the average was 3 per 
cent, and for a long time only 2 per cent 
was charged. In this respect the Bank of 
France has shown a remarkable _ inde- 
pendence of the discount rates of other 
large banks, which is in part owing to the 
method in which the bank, as far as possible, 
protects its gold reserve—amounting in 1894 
to over $500,000,000—not by a raise of the 
discount rate, but by a premium upon gold. 

A few words as to the quarters of the 
Bank of France may not be amiss. The 
yank building is in the Rue de la Vrilliére 
ind was once the Hdtel of Louis Phély- 
»eaux d’Herbault de la Vrilliére, a counselor 
of King Louls XIII. and a most important

' The Kaffirs, flushed with their 


victory, 

swept over the hill where the few Boers re- 
mained and cut nearly every man of them 
to pleces. 

When news of this sanguinary conflict 
reached the British authorities at Cape Town 
the Governor of Cape Colony issued a proc- 
lamation containing the following words: 

“His Excellency earnestly exhorts civil 

commissioners and all public functionaries 
throughout the colony, as well as all minis- 
ters of religion, who cannot but foresee the 
inevitable result of the prevailing mania for 
immigration, to endeavor by every means 
in their power to dissuade intending emi- 
,@rants from the prosecution of their plans, 
which cannot fail sooner or later to involve 
themselves and their families who are pre- 
pared to accompany them in certain and ir- 
retrievable ruin.”’ 

This proclamation was immediately fol- 
lowed by another addressed to the Boers 
themselves, brought out on account of a be- 
lief that many of them would return to Brit- 
ish allegiance if they thought they would 
be leniently dealt with. Part of this docu- 
ment reads as follows: 

“Her Majesty, anxious to act on the prin- 
ciples of mercy and benevolence, which con- 
stitute the most valuable attributes of the 
crown, and to preserve from further mis- 
fortune and total destruction so many of 
her Majesty's subjects who were so long con- 
spicuous for loyalty, good order, and sub- 
mission to the laws, 2ssures them of her 
high regard and affection for them.” 


White Men’s Revenge. 


The Boers, however, nothing daunted by 
their terrible experiences, again collected 
early in the following spring, under the 
leadership of Jacobus Potguiter and the 
famous Pretorius. One thousand of them 
started out to avenge the defeat of the 
previous year, and again the British settlers 
threw over their prejudices, and 500 of them 
notified the Boers of their willingness to 
help. This small force penetrated into the 
neighborhood of the previous fight, and 
twenty-two miles west of Bloemfontein met 
10,000 native warriors again on the banks 
of the Modder River. From the meager re- 
ports that exist concerning this fight it must 
have occurred almost in the same spot on 
which Lord Roberts is now operating. This 
time the white men met cunning with cun- 
ning, and, besides, they were all well armed. 
Intrenching themselves on a hill on the 
banks of the river, 300 of the allies made an 
ostentatious demonstration. The Kaffirs, 
uttering their war cries and brandishing 
their spears, dashed up to take the hill, but

If pork and beans are appreciated among 
the miners, the more toothsome American 
delicacies are also cuitivated among the 
mine managers and their friends. It is no 
unusual thing to be asked to breakfast on 
buckwheat cakes and molasses, together 
with real clam chowder and home-grown 
sweet corn. | 

Succotash is not unknown, and on at least 
one occasion half a dozen canvas-back ducks 
were sent all the way from New York to Jo- 
hannesburg on ice. At least, they were al- 
leged to be canvas-back ducks when they 
started, and no doubt they were so. But they 
had to cross the line on board ship, and on 
arrival the sentiment of the thing only re- 
mained—and the sentiment was pretty strong 
at that.

The French architects in 
building the present palaces have substituted 
stone in their buildings in the place of much 
of the iron structure work which has played 
80 important a part in the great buildings 
of the last generation. | 


THE GRAND ART PALACE. 

The Grand Palace upon the Champs 
Elysées is particularly rich in sculpture. It 
is built entirely of stone and stretches from 
the Avenue des Champs Elysées to Cours 
la Reine and from: the new Avenue Nicholas 
IL to the Avenue d’Antin. The palace has 


&bsorbed in construction 459,000 cubic feet 


of stone. The center roof is a mass of iron 
frame work covered with glass. Beneath 
this all the large pieces of sculpture are ex- 
hibited. The great galleries running around 
the building are devoted to paintings. 

The architectural design for the Grand 

Palace is the combined work of Louvet, 
Deglane, Thomas, and Gerault. The latter 
Was appointed chief architect, but all four 
have actively collaborated in the designing 
and direction of the work. The Grand Pal- 
&ce is thus the result of a combination of the 
best plans submitted by these four men. 
The work was so important the exposition 
direction did not feel it could be confided to 
One single man. 

There is nothing particularly new in the 
€rchitectural style of the palace, which re- 
Sembles those of the empire and even earlier 
Sges. It is vast, imposing, and well ar- 
Tanged for exhibiting purposes. Its decora- 
Yon fs particularly rich in sculpture. 

Of the notable groups of sculpture adorn- 

the Grand Art Palace are the four 
Quadriges, by Récipon, which are placed 
"pon the extremities of the majestic colon- 
Made. One of the Quadriges faces the Seine, 
*nother the Champs Elysées. The former is 
allegorical and represents Harmony throw- 
ing to the earth Discord. Apollo, principal 
of light and harmonious life, has been chosen 
for the figure of harmony. He is driving at 
® furious pace superb heroic steeds, the 
Wheels of his chariot crushing Discord. The 
facing the Seine illustrates Im- 
Mortality advancing upon Time. Immor- 
ty is represented by a radiant young 


Woman triumphantly driving her chariot to- 


Ward Father Time, who flees before her. 
The frieze, which runs the length of the 
© of the Grand Palace, is the work of 
Edouard Fournier and is an illustrated his- 
tory of the various eras of art. 
. This frieze is 240 feet long and 10 feet high 
€nd includes ten panels, the subjects of 
Which correspond to the ten statues on the 
e to the left of the entrance porch 
Om the Cours la Reine side of the palace. 
Five panels are devoted to ancient art and 
S¥mbolize Indo-Chinese, Roman-Byzantine, 
tian, Grecian, and Arabian art.

S8hee, and seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury art.”

THE LITTLE PALACE. 


The little palace on the Champs Elysées is 
also of stone and is the annex, as it wére, of 
the large palace. The smaller works of art 
are exhibited init. It is also reached by the 
Champs Elysées entrance of honor, and was 
designed by Architect Gerault, architect in 
chief of the Gfand Palace. The plans drawn 
by M. Gerault for the little palace were ac- 
cepted without modification. 

Two large central galleries are devoted to 
sculpture, the other galleries to painting. 
Like the Grand Palace, the little palace is 
rich in sculpture ornamentation. The work 
on the central doors was done by InjalMert, 
Ferrary, Convers, Carlus, and Saint Mar- 
ceaux. -The ‘“frises’’ are by Huges and 
Peynot. The facade is by Desvergnes and 
Hector Lemaire, while the pavilions in the 
angles are by Moncel and Hercule. Lom- 
bard’s work, copied after the antique classic, 
shows Peace”’ frowning upon “ Discord ”’ 
chained at her feet. Camille Le Fevre’s 
figure represents *‘ Painting ’’ in the form of 
a woman just at maturity, a Kind of a Ruys- 
dael muse. Convers’ group, the four sea- 
sons, show the infant at play, youth smiling, 


maturity retreating, and old age returning 


to eternal slumber. 

The exhibits contained in the 
Palace and the little palace belong to “* group 
2—works of art,’’ and include painting, car- 
toons, drawings, class F; engraving and 
lithographing, class 8; sculpture, class 9; 
architecture, class 10. 

The United States art section, in the Grand 
Palace on the Champs Elysées, occupies the 
intermediate part of the building. 

The painting jury is composed of Edwin 
A. Abbey, John W. Alexander, William Y. 
Dannat, Alexander Harrison, Gari Melchers, 
F. D. Millet, John 8. Sargent, Jules Stewart, 
and John B. Cauldwell. 

The members of the sculpture jury are 
Paul W. Bartlett, Frederick MacMonnies, 
A. Phinister Proctor, Augustus F, Gaudens, 
and John B. Cauldwell. 

Oil paintings, Water colors, pastels, illus- 
trations, drawings, miniatures, engravings, 
and etchings come under the painting jury’s 
jurisdiction and belong to classes 7 and 8. 

Sculpture alone, as class 9, comes under 
the jurisdiction of the sculpture jury. 

The French artists are represented in the 
Art Palace by 1,600 pictures. It is, how- 
ever, much to be regretted that the modern 
school of impressionists, wifich had such a 
sensible influence upon French art, has been 
almost entirely neglected. The Monets, 
Degas, and Renoist are noticeably missing. 

In addition to the exhibition of art in the 
exposition art palaces, the regular salop 
will be held during May and June. 

The Salon Building stands upon the site 
facing Place Breteuil, formerly occupied by 
the Grénelle Abattoire. The building was 
designed for the Salon by Architect Loviot, 
At the close of the painting exhibit the So- 
ciety of Artists will use the Salon for a 
series of elaborate fétes during the rest of 
the exposition period. | 


TRANSPORTATION PALACE, 
Just at the back of the Eiffel tower 

the Champ de Mars to the right stands the 
Palace of Civil Engineering and Transpor- 
tation. That of Threads, Tissues, and Gar- 
ments Is directly across from it, and tn 
size and symmetry the two are equal. The 
Transportation Palace, like the Threads and 
Tissues Palace, !s immense in size, méasur- 
ing 282 yards long and 129 yards wide. In 
the middle of the building a monumental 
entrance leads to the interior. To the right 
and left of this vast door are towers, and 


they are profusely decorated, A series of 


Grand 


. tower. 


arcades breaks the monotony along the 
front of the building. The architecture in 
Style belongs to no particular period; it is 
simply an excellent conventional style 
which rather indicates the purpose of the 
building--a vast edifice for the display of 
exhibits, 

Beyond pleasing the eye and symmetry in 
form the architect, M. Jacques Hermant, 
has not gone. Much gayety is given the 
building by an upper balcony, supported by 
columns around which visitors may prom. 
enade and view the coup d’e@il below. The 
exterior frieze of the building is worthy of 
attention. It represents the ‘“* History of the 
Means of Locomotion,” and is the work of 
Sculptor Allar. 

The frieze is in plaster and highly col- 

red. The exhibits which are shown in 
the Palace of Civil Engineers and Transpor- 
tation belong to Group 6. They include: Ma- 
terial and methods of civil engineering, class 
25; models, plans, and designs of public 
works, class 20; carriagés, class 30; harness- 
making, class 31; materials for railroads and 
street cars, class 32; materials for commer- 
cial navigation, class 33; aerial navigation, 
class 34. 

Two excellent moderate priced restaurants 
are located at the entrance of the Palace 
of Engineers near the end next to the 
Chateau d’Eau, and two luxurious restaur- 
ants are at the entrance nearest the Eiffel 


MINES AND METALLURGY. 4 

At the left of the Eiffel tower, almost at 
the entrance of the Champ de Mars, rises 
the Palace of Mines and Metallurgy. It is 
120 yards long and 132 yards wide. The 
facade looking towards the Seine measures 
seventy-six yards. 

The architect, Varcollier, in designing the 
‘pbuilding evidently drew some of his inspira- 
tions from the Russian style of architecture. 
Indeed, the edifice is rather Asiatic than 
European in aspect. A great central dome 
forms the principal part of the structure. 
The entrance ls a monumental arch, on each 
side of which is a tower surmounted by a 
dome corresponding in form to the central 
dome. Long galleries run from the principal 
part of the building in a series of arcades. 

The ‘Palace of Mines is provided with a 
movable sidewalk, which permits visitors to 
be easily transported from one part of the 
building to the other. Near it, at the left of 
the entrance, is an excellent, cheap restau- 


‘rant at fixed prices. The exhibits contained 


in the Palace of Mines belong to group 11. 
They are: Exploitation of mines, class 63; 
metallurgy, class 64; small metallurgy, class 
65. One of the features of the mining exhibit 
is the Klondike display. | 


PALACE OF ELECTRICITY, ~ 

The Palace of Electricity is one of the 
handsomest of the exposition buildings. It 
is situated upon the Champ de Mars and 
runs clear across the great park. M. Eugene 
Henard, the architect of the palace, in de- 
signing it endeavored to produce a building 
the effect of which should be grandiose and 
decorative. 

The palace’ is entirely built of tron and 
glass. The facade measures 130 yards. The 
motive of the decoration terminates in a cen- 


tral figure representing the genius of elec- 


tricity, above which 1900 will blaze in electric 
lights, for it is at night that the Electric Pal- 
ace is most impressive. 

- The ornamentation of the Electric Palace 
is. profuse and the chains, arches and de- 
signs in electric lights give the palace the 
air of a fairyland palace. : 

The exhibits in the interior of the build- 
ing, which ts divided into galleries, belong 
to group 5. They are: Production and me- 
chanical utilization of electricity, class 23; 
chemical electricity, class 24; electric light- 
ing, class 25; telegraph and telephone, class 
26; various electrical appliances, class 27. 
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ENTRANCE TO PALACE | 
MINES AND METALLURGY. 


ChAateau d’Eau, stands directly in front of 
the palace of electricity upon the Champ 
de Mars. It is a superb structure and its 
architectural style is an admirable adaption 
of Louis XV. The fountain was designed 
by M. Paulin and forms an excellent land- 
mark to guide the visitor through the Champ 
de Mars. i 

A large space running from the Eiffel 
tower to the Chateau d’Eau ‘has been kept 
open and is converted into a picturesque 
garden, which gives the necessary space to 
make the water fall particularly effective. 


OLD MACHINE GALLERY. 

What was known as the machine gallery 
in 1889, an immense iron and glass structure 
running across the farthest end of the 
Champ de Mars, has undergone a4 trans- 
formation for the present exposition and has 
been remodeled. It now forms three dis- 
tinct batiments—the Alimentary Building 
to the right, the Agriculture Building to the 
left, and the Salle des Fétes in the middle. 

The Salle des Fétes, or Féte Hall, is sep- 
arated from the two other buildings by im- 
mense glass partitions. The style of its 
architecture has been. borrowed from the 
music hall type. The Palace of Fétes, as it 
is called—for all the Paris exposition build- 
ings are dignified by the term palace—covers 
10,000 square yards of surface and seats 
15,000 people. Historical’/pageants, concerts, 
cortéges, ballets, and great entertainments 
of all kinds are given In the Palace of Fétes. 

The right section of the machine gallery 
transformed into a separate palace is de- 
voted to an exhibit of alimentary products. 
The newly modeled building forms a rec- 
tangular construction, but the exterior as- 
pect is little changed. One recognizes at 
once the ancient machine gallery. 

The display in the Alimentary Palace be- 
longs to group 10. The exhibits are: Ma- 
terials and methods used in alimentary in- 
dustries, class 55; flour products, class 56; 
bakery and confectionery products, class 57; 
meat, fish, vegetables, and fruit preserves, 
class 58; sugar and candy making, condl- 
ments, and stimulants, class 59; wines, class 
60; brandy and alcohols, class 61; various 
drinks, class 62. 

The left portion of the old machine gallery 


has been remodeled into an agricultural pal-

CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES. 

The Palace of Chemical Industries occu- 
pies a superb site upon the Champ de 
Mars. The front facade runs along the fa- 
mous Chateau d@’Eau and is handsomely 
decorated. The architect, M. Paulin, has 
drawn his inspiration from French areal- 
tecture of the eighteenth century before 
the intrusion of foreign architecture. The 
friezes of the facade are righly ornamented, 
the design relating to chemical industry. 

The great effort of the architects of the 
exposition has been to give to each build- 
ing a style of architecture indicative, as far 
as possible, of the exhibits displayed within. 
The exhibits displayed in the Palace of 
Chemical Industries belong to group 14. 
They are: Chemical arts and pharmacy, 
class 87, fabrication of paper, class 58; 
leathers and skins, class 89; perfumery, class 
90; manufacture of tobacco and chemical 
matches, class 91. _ - 

There is an excellent, luxurious restaurant 
in the palace, which looks out upon the 
Chateau d’Eau. 


MATERIALS AND MECHANICS. 

The Palace of Materials and Mechanics 
runs along the left side of the Champ de 
Mars, between the Palace of Threads and 
Tissues and the Palace of Electricity. Its 
facade looks out upon the Chateau d’Eau. 
In size and architectural style it corresponds 
to the Palece of Chemical Industries, which 
is vis-a-vis. It was designed by the same 
architect, M. Paulin, and is French eight.

PALACE OF EDUCATION, 


The Palace of Education, Arts and Letters, 
and Science is a large, handsome palace 
situated to the right upon the Champ de 
Mars upon entering from the d'Iéna bridge. 
It isa picturesque structure with an arched 


entrance, surmounted by a tower. 


Upon 


each side of the entrance rises a smaller 
tower topped by a dome. The architectural 
style of the towers recalls the minarets of 


the Orient. 


M. Sortan is the architect of the palace, and 
in his design has tried to give the building the 
character of an educational structure. The

WOMAN’S PALACE. 


While women at the exposition have not a 
Woman's Building upon the same broad lines 
as that at the World's Fair, they have a 
“palace” devoted to their interests and 


comfort. The Woman's Palace is situated 
upon the Champ de Mars and was designed 


by Architect Pontremoli, Jt is situated be- 


tween the d’Iéna bridge and the Eiffel tower, 
and in style of architecture belongs to the 
modern French school. It is profusely deco- 
rated with trellis and flowers. 
- The palace comprises a central pavilion 
and two small pavilions. Oneof these latter 
pavilions is devoted to a restaurant, the 
other to a confectioner’s refreshment room. 
All the ground floor of the main building 
is devoted to a display of women’s work. 
The basement contains a fine exhibit of 
things pertaining to hygiene, toilet, and 


' feminine fancy. 


For the comfort of women there are cloake 
rooms, toilet-rooms, and hairdressing-rooms, 
There are also reading and writing rooms. 

and ‘‘ mother rooms,” where women may 
come with their babies. 

The entire first floor is monopolized by a 
theater hall, a concert hall, a lecture-room, 
and a library. The latter is devoted to 
women’s books. In the theater women’s 
plays are given, and. the concerts are de~- 
voted largely to women’s compositions, 
Dminent women lecturers give a series of 
lectures’ during the course of each day. 


HORTICULTURE BUILDING. 
Horticulture has been given a place of 

honor in the exposition, and the Horticulture 

Building, upon the right bank of the Seine, 


the exposition grounds, The Horticulture 
Building is midway between the Alma and 
the Invalides bridges. Upon the right of it 


the pavilion of the City of Paris. . 

The great palace is divided into two sec- 
tions, one devoted to horticulture, the other 
to arboriculture. M. Gautier, the architect, 
has grouped the sections of the structure 
around a superb court of honor—a garden 
where fétes are held. The garden has been 
laid out by the gardener-in-chief of the ex- 
position, M. Vacherot, and is a marvel of 
beauty. At the end of the garden is a con- 
servatory known as the City of Paris Con- 
servatory. 

The entrances to the Horticulture Palace 
are flanked by great decorative columns 
twenty yards high.

ARMIES ON LAND AND SEA. 

The Palace of Armies upon Land and Sea 
occupies an important site upon the left 
bank of the Seine. It-has a military aspect, 
rather resembling a fortress, and is easily 
reached from the d’Iléna bridge or the 
Champ de Mars. It is situated between the 
Champ de Mars and the Foreign Section. 
A line of river boats which ply up and down 
the Seine has a station In front of it. 

The palace was designed by Architects 
Auburtin and Umbdenstock. The war ex- 
hibits contained in the army and navy 
palace are of.two kinds—actual implements 
in use and retrospective displays. The ex- 
hibits come under group 18 and consist of 
armament and artillery materials, class 116; 
military engineering and accompanying 
services, class 117; maritime engineering 
and hydraulic works, torpedo boats, class 
118; maps and divers instruments, class 119; 
administrative service, class 120; hygiene 
and sanitary exhibits, class 121.

COMMERCIAL NAVIGATION. 


The Palace of Commercial Navigation ts 
situated upon the left bank of the Seine and 
to the left of the d’Iéna bridge crossing from 
the Trocadero. It was designed by Archi- 
tects Tronchet and Rey and is modern in 
style, fanciful, and adapted to the exigen- 
cies of a temporary exposition. The destiny 
of the edifice is shown in many character- 


The steps leading to the building form a 
series of ramparts and balustrades which 
rather recall the construction of a boat, 
A lighthouse tower occupies one end of the: 
building. The building is picturesque and 
an excellent example of modern architecture. 

The interior is divided into galleries and 
halls, where exhibits belonging to group six, 
class thirty-three, ‘‘ material for commer- 
cial navigation,” are displayed.

PALACE OF FORESTRY 

The Palace of Forestry, Fishing, and 
Hunting enjoys a superb location upon the 
left bank _of the Seine, across from the 
Trocadero Park and to the right upon leav- 
ing the d’léna bridge. The style of archi-+ 
tecture is original, and, while its pure fan- 
tasy is picturesque, it is a credit to the two 
architects of the palace, M. Tronchet and M, 
Rey. The construction is of wood, and the 
interior is devoted to a large central hall 
from which branch a series of galleries. This 
is the general interior plan adopted by the 
exposition authorities to insure more surface 
space and permit free circulation in the

PALACES OF FURNITURE. 


There are two magnificent palaces of fur-: 


niture’ and various allied industries. Bach 
measures 220 by 50 yards. One of these 
palaces runs along the Esplanade des In-~- 
valides, parallel with the Rue Constantine 
on the left, the other along the right of the 


Esplanade des Invalides, parallel to the Rue 


Fabert. These two buildings are crossed 
by palaces at each end, one fronting on the 
Rue de Grenelle, directly in front of the 
Invalides, the other looking towards the 
new Alexander bridge. ‘ 

The palace upon the right, nicknamed the 


“ Palace of the Rue Fabert,”’ is devoted to 


‘various industries. Here the bulk of the 
foreign industrial display is found. The pa!- 
ace was designed by Architects Larche and 
Machon. The construction is divided into 
five motives. The first and most important 
is an immense arch, which characterizes 
the principal entrance. The entire rez-de- 
chaussée is a series of porticos profusely or- 
mamented. The figures used in the decora- 
tions relate to industria] subjects. Floral 
designs also form an important part of the 
ornamentation. The gay coloring is marked, 
while the whole style of the building is 
fantastic. 

The exhfbits contained in the “ Palace of 
the Rue Fabert’”’ belong to group 15. They 
are: Paper manufacture, class 92; cutlery, 
class 93; silver work, class 94; jewelry, clags 
95; clock and watch making, class 96; 
bronzes and metal arts, class 97; brush mak- 
ing and leather wdrk, book binding, tablet 
making, class 98; rubber and gutta perc’ 
industries, class 99; toys, class 100. 

A number of nations have annexes to this 
palace. The United States, Germany, Rus-

‘The second palace of furniture and various 

industries runs along the Rue Constantine 


and is similar to the one just described.

FRENCH MANUFACTURES. _ 

National French manufactures ha a 
magnificent palace upon the Esplanade des 
Invalides all to themselves. Strictly speak- 
ing, as in the case of the ceramic palaces, the 
National Manufactures Palace is divided into 
two palaces, which run across the ends of 
the Furniture and Divers Industries Palaces, 
facing the new Alexander bridge. The pal- 
ages were designed by Architects Toudoire 
and Pradelle, and each has a facade measur- 
ing thirty-five yards long. While the archi- 
tecture does not, strictly speaking, belong to 
any one particular school, it rather ap- 
proaches the Renaissance. — 

The interior walls are decorated with alle- 
gorical pictures. The wall space is divided 
into panels, each devoted to industrial arts. 
Wood is represented by high scaffoldings 
surrounding an edifice in the course of con- 
struction. Iron*is portrayed by immense 
furniture machines and elevators. Goldand 
vivid colors are profusely used in the decdra- 
tion. The principal cornice is surmounted 
by a decoration showing the arms of the 
French cities and States done in brilliant 
colors. The ensemble of the architecture 
and decoration is effective and capricious, 
rather theatrical, but in harmony and strik- 
ingly picturesque. 

Two immense halis in each building con- 
tain the French national manufacture ex- 
hibits, belonging to groups 12 and 15, already

PAVILION OF CITY OF PARIS. 
‘The pavilion of the City of Paris is a hand- 


some building situated at the angle of the 


Qual de la Conference and the Invalides 


bridge. It is modeled after the Hotel de 
Ville, the city hall of Paris, and was designed 


by Architect Ulysse Gravigny. Its loca- 


tion, just opposite the foreign pavilions on 


the right bank of the Seine, is particularly 


happy—the City of Paris thus welcomes the 


world. 


The facade of the pavilion along the Seine 


measures 800 feet. The building is of iron 
and wood and is covered with white staff. 
-The exterior facade is decorated with the 
arms of Paris since the thirteenth century. 

The principal entrance is upon the facade 
facing the Seine. The salons are ornamented 
with rare works of art. The central portion 
of the building is a vast hall arranged as a 
cofiservatory, with a monumental! fountain 
in the middle. 

The rez-de-chaussée is devoted to collec- 
tions illustrative of the various services of 
Paris—streets, lighting, water works, sewers, 
sanitary, and police. .- . 

Here, too, are exposed the city’s financial 
methods, the apparatus for the lottery of 
city bonds, exhibits of the public charity de- 
partments, and hospitals. The police have 
an exhibition of the famous anthropometric 
department organized by Bertillon, the Drey- 
fus trial expert. 

A curious exhibit the City of Paris also 
displays with apparent pride is that of the 
Mont de Piete—the city pawnshops—whicb 
are the godsend of the poor of Paris. 

The galleries of the city pavilion contain 
admirable works of art from the Carnavalet 
and other museums. Brilliant fétes will be 
constantly given at the pavilion during the 
entire course of the exposition.

With the life of the great hotels added to 
all this one can judge how delightful life is 
at Nassau. And such fetching gowns as one 
sees. As it is as hot as July at home it isa 
matter of chiffons all thetime.

NEW SOUTHERN HOMES FOR ILLINOIS MEN. 


POMPEIIAN villa, as perfect in every 
detail as one to be found upon 
the shore of the Bay of Naples, in 
Italy, and an “‘ Old Virginia House,” 

as true to the style of architecture of 
the colonial days as any to be seen in that 
famous State, have been designed in Chi- 
cago for two of the steel and wire magnates 
of the country—Isaac L. Ellwood of De Kalb, 
Ill., and John W. Gates of Chicago. Both 
are to be built in the center of an eight-acre 
tract facing a wide driveway bordering on 
Lake Sabine, at Port Arthur, Tex., and 
which is now being transformed into an 
Italian garden. The climate of that section 
of the Gulf of Mexico is semi-tropical, and 
the two residences, upon which work has 
just been begun, will be available for either 
winter or summer occupancy. 

The Pompeiian villa is being built for Mr. 
Ellwood and the “ Old Virginia House "’ for 
Mr. Gates. Architectural designs typical of 
the old and new worlds will come out in 
bold relief and form a striking contrast, 
while the Italian garden will lack only a 
Mount Vesuvius to make it a fair counter- 
part of the recreation grounds of the an- 
cients. The improvements, as planned, will 
cost approximatety half a million dollars. 
The “‘ Old Virginia House ”’ will be ready for 
Mr. Gates in August, and the Pompeiian 
villa for Mr. Ellwood will be completed early 


in October. 
The commissions given to Architects 


George C. Nimmons and William K. Fel- 
lows of Chicago include not only the design- 
ing and construction of the buildings but 
the laying out of the grounds and the fur- 
nishings of the two houges. 

The residence tract will be surrounded by 
a four-foot fence of red brick, and will in- 
close a garden that is to be made distinctive- 
ly Italian, with the formality of paths, 
hedges, separate flower gardens, terraces, 
arbors, and fountains. There will be balus- 
trades and statuary following closely the 
lines of the villas at Tivoli and Frascati, in 
Italy, and enriched by the same _  semi- 
tropical foliage to be seen in those places, A 
large and ornate entrance marks the drive- 
way into the garden. 

The water effects, which form the chief 
charm of the Italian garden, in fountains, 
cascades, and still pools, will be easily at- 
tainable by means of artesian wells. These 
give ‘forth an almost unlimited supply of 
water. One feature of the grounds is to be 
a natatorium, supplied by gushing fountains, 
and a recession of pools and cascades, finally 
disappearing toward the lake shore. The 
rear part of the grounds will be laid out as 
an athletic field with tennis court, golf links, 
croquet grounds, and a bowling green. 
This section will be surrounded with forest 
trees, trellis, and arbors. View of the 
stables and kitchén gardens by this arrange- 
ment will be cut off from the house. A 
complete system of water works is a part of 


the plans. 
The Pompetian villa will be the more ex-

pensive of the two residences. It will be 
unique in many ways, and in its arrange- 
ment and plans will be particularly inter- 
esting. The building is to be of but one 
story and will have ten rooms. The archi- 
tecture is a modern adaptation of the villas 
built by the Romans at Pompeii. In the 
center of the house is a large court, or 
*impluvium,’’ surrounded by wide porticos 
with sliding wire screens. All the principal 
rooms open on these wide porches. 

In the center of the court is designed a 
square marble basin, at the end of whicha 
bacchante feeds the sparkling waters from 
a wine rack. The figure will be in bronze 
and a copy of an original in the Naples 
Museum. The court will be filled with rare 
flowers and tropical shrubbery, and hun- 
ddreds of incandescent electric lamps will be 
arranged among the flower beds. Electric 
lights also will be placed in the large fountain 
beneath the water and will illuminate and 
give the effect of a shining silver lining to 


‘the building. 


The plaster walls of the portico will be 
decorated with Pompeiian frescoes in reds, 
black, and yellows, of dancing figures and 
bacchanalian processions, throwing in relief 
the Roman architecture of the court. The 
porticos and some of the rooms will be paved 
with brick and tile, and the walls decorated 
with color and tapestries to give an effective 
setting to the antique furniture and rugs 
with which the entire villa will be supplied. 

John W. Gates’ “ Old Virginia House,”’ 
with every line brought out to conform to 
the style of architecture of a century ago, 


. will be two stories in height and will contain

The 
kitchen will be detached from the house, 
and the servants will have quarters in the 
rear. 

Since Mr. Gates became interested in the 
Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf railway, 
which has its terminus at Port Arthur, he 
has given the latter city many evidences of 
his interest in it. The average temperature 
for winter is about 60°, and during the sum- 
mer the cool breezes from the gulf temper 
the climate. A large hotel has been built 
and the commercial progress ‘of the place 
has been rapid. Sportsmen are attracted to 
Port Arthur in February on account of the 
excéllent hunting, and the fishing season is 
in June.

AFGHANISTAN’SCASE 


Statement of Ameer’s Policy 
Issued by Non-Of ficial 
Agent. 


HAVE SHAM LEGATIONS 


MEER ABDUR RAHMAN’S quaintly 
worded statement as to the policy of 
Afghanistan in the event of war be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia was 
published, we are told, in obedience 

to the directions of this Oriental potentate, 
by his “agent” in England. Now, the 


of his treaty with Great Britain, which pays 
him a large annual subsidy, from official in- 
tercourse with the government in London 
or with any foreign power. His only au- 
thorized diplomatic representative abroad is 
Colonel Mohammed Ismail Khan, who is ac- 
credited, not to the court of St. James, but 
to the viceregal court of Lord Curzon at 
Caicutta. 

It was, indeed, with the object of obtaining 
the right of dealing directly with the home 
government in England, instead of through 
the agency of the Calcutta authorities, that 
the Ameer a few years ago sent his second 
son.to London, where he remained several 
months as the guest of the Queen. But her 
Majesty, on the advice of her Ministers, de- 
clined td modify the existing arrangement, 
and the agent whom the Ameer now main- 
tains in the United Kingdom is without any 
Official status and is in no sense of the word 
recognized by the British authorities. 

Just at the present moment there are quite 
a large number of these non-official diplo- 
mats busily engaged, not only in Europe, but 
even in this country, on behalf of their re- 
spective employers, and who are either held 
aloof altogether by the dignitaries of state 
or else admitted, soto speak, by the backdoor 
and by the kitchen staircase—in one word, as: 
if the people who consented to receive them 
were somewhat ashamed and realized that 
what they were doing was contrary both to 
official etiquette and to the established rules 
and ethics of international! intercourse. 


Leyds and Agoncillo. 


Conspicuous among these back-stair dip- 
lomats are Dr. Leyds, the agent in Europe 
of the Transvaal government, and Agoncillo, 
who claims to be the representative in Paris 
of the rebel government in the Philippines. 
Both are extremely active, and have done a 
considerable amount of mischief, and each, 
moreover, has received, if not recagnition, 
at any rate a considerable amount of encour- 
agement and moral support from govern- 
ments which affect.to be on most friendly re- 
lations with the powers against which the 
intrigues of these agents are directed. 

The status of the one is as unauthorized as 
that of the other. The Transvaal Republic, 
by the terms of the treaty of 1884, through 
which its independence, subject to British 
suzerainty, was restored, explicitly bound it- 
self to hold no intercourse with any foreign 
government save through England, the lat- 
ter’s idea in stipulating this being to prevent 
Pretoria from becoming a center of anti- 
British intrigue on the part of one or more of 


defiance of this undertaking on the part of 


that Dr. Leyds was sent to Europe under the 
denomination of *“ Diplomatic Agent of the 
Transvaal,’’ with the avowed purpose of in- 
ducing the continental governments to force 
England to accord to the Boer republic the 
right of unrestricted diplomatic intercourse 
with all foreign naé#ons. 

In the same way Agoncillo, the Filipino 
agent, arrived in Paris nearly two years ago 
with the openly admitted object of persuad- 
ing the European governments to compel 
the United States, by means of diplomatic 
pressure, to grant full-fledged independence 
to the rebel republic in the Philippines; and 
ever since he has been dividing his time be- 
tween Paris and Berlin, endeavoring by 
every means that he could conceive to incite 
popular sentiment against this country and 
to create for it petty annoyances and sources 
of irritation in the old world. 


Encouraged by Powers. 

Of course, neither Dr. Leyds nor his 
Filipino colleague has ever had his mission 
so far recognized as to be received as a full- 
fledged envoy, or to be permitted to deliver 
his credentials with the usual official pomp, 
ceremony, and publicity inherent to state 
functions of that kind. But they have each 
of them received a degree of encourage- 
-ment from some of the continental powers of 
Europe that would warrant both the United 
States and Great Britain in demanding ex- 
planations were not these two English- 
speaking nations reluctant to appear to at- 
tach any importance to the intrigues of such 
men as Leyds and Agoncillo. 

The latter, for instance, has been allowed 
to establish a species of Filipino legation at 
Paris, and although he has  wnever 
been presented as Filipino  plenipo- 
tentiary to the President of the French Re- 
public, yet he is to be met at all sorts of 
official banquets and entertainments given 
by France’s Chief Magistrate and by the 
Ministers of State, by all of whom he is 
invited precisely as if he were a member of 
the diplomatic corps. 

In the same way Dr. Leyds has dined at 
the Elysée, danced not once but several 
times in the same evening with Queen Wil- 
helmina at court balls at The Hague, and 
has been accorded interviews at Berlin by 
the Chancellor of the German Empire and by 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count von | 
Billow. These two latter, however, appar- 
ently repented their somewhat indiscreet 
courtesy when they discovered that this 
clever and unscrupulous Transvaal agent— 
who, by the bye, has in his veins the same 
blood as Agoncillo, being a Eurasian, and 
having had a Malay grandmother—was mak- 
ing use of the countenance which they had 
accorded to him in order to endeavor to 
negotiate what he described as ‘“‘ Transvaal 
state bonds ’’ on the Berlin money market. 

Dr. Leyds is likewise known to have hada 


considerable amount of quiet personal inter- . 


course with King Leopold, so much so that 
he felt encouraged to establish his ‘“ diplo- 
matic ’’ headquarters at Brussels fora time. 
King Leopold apparently hoped at one mo- 
ment to obtain important mining and indus- 
trial concessions from the Transvaal by act- 
ing as its friend, and even at the outset of 
the war anticipated securing some chestnuts 
from the flames. But he has changed his 
mind since he has perceived which way the 
conflict was turning, while the action of the 

government in burdening the mining 
and other industries still in operation in the 
Transvaal with heavy war taxes, in addi- 


disgusted him so much of Dr. Leyds and of 
his cause that he has intimated it would 
be well for the Boer “ legation’’ to transfer 
its headquarters elsewhere. It must be re- 
membered that there is a considerable 
amount of Beigian capital invested in south 
Africa, and that King Leopold himself is 
credited with being an extensive holder of 
Transvaal mining shares. | 


Mischief They Have Done. 


The principal mischief accomplished by 
Dr. Leyds and by Agoncillo has been in the

Anglo-Saxon Diplomacy. 


garded as branches of science in which the 
Latin nations,rather than the English-speak- 
ing races, might be expected to shine, ow- 
ing to the exaggerated importance which 
the former attach to everything in the shape 
of punctilio, yet the fact remains that the 
governments of the United States and of 
Great Britain have invariably displayed a 
far greater amount of what the French are 
so fond of describing as “ correction” in 
these matcers than their friends on the con- 
tinent of Europe. Thus at the present mo- 
ment the authorities at Washington are re- 
fusing to accord the slightest recognition, 
direct or indirect, to Mr. Montagu White, 
whom President Kruger has sent to this 
country, or to General O’Bierne of New 
York, whom the Transvaal government re- 
cently intrusted with a mission to President 
McKinley. 
The spirit which prevails in the nati 

capital in such matters was clearly indicated 
when the Metropolitan club, which is large- 
ly recruited from federal officials, declined 
to admit as members the non-official agents 
of the Cuban junta. Great Britain in the 
same way refused to receive or to concede 
even the faintest recognition or encourage- 
ment, direct or indirect, to Mr. Mason when 


as its diplomatic agent during the early part 
of the rebellion here, while his colleague, 
Mr. Slidell, found at Paris and at the court 
of the Tuileries, if not official acceptance, at 
any rate that moral support which {is to- 
day being tendered by a number of the con- 
tinental governments of Europe to Dr. Leyds 
and Agoncillo. 

A counterpart of the case of General 
O’Bitrne is to be found im that of General 
Willoughby, an English soldier of fortune, 
who came to England some years ago as 
the agent of the Queen of Madagascar for. 
the purpose of inducing the British govern- 
ment of the day to take some step in con- 
nection with Madagascar which was direct- 
ed against the interests of France. Al- 
though the advantages to the United King- 
dom were obvious, and General Willoughby 
was an Englishman of good family and 
standing, yet the English official world de- 
clined to have anything whatsoever to do 
with him, and he returned to the Orient, 
having made a complete failure of his mis- 


gion. 
Khedive’s Agents. 

Back-stairs diplomacy has likewise played 
a great role in Egyptian affairs. The Khe- 
dive, theoretically a vassal] of the Sublime 
Porte, has no right to maintain any diplo- 
matic agents in Europe, but is nominally 
required to carry on all his diplomatic inter- 
course with foreign powers through the 
Turkish Foreign office and the Turkish em- 
bassies. Practically the Khedive is com- 
pelled to deal through the foreign consul 
generals stationed at Cairo, and more par- 
ticularly through the masterful British 
Minister resident there, Lord Cromer. This 
is, of course, unsatisfactory to the Egyptian 
ruler, who has virtually no acknowledged 
‘means of conveying his views to foreign 
powers, since he can only do so through the 
Turkish Foreign office, or else through the 
foreign consular corps at Cairo, which is 
imbued with local prejudices and influences. 
The result is that the present Khedive, as 
well as his two predecessors, has always 
maintained unofficial agents in Europe, es- 
pecially in London—agents who, as far as 
my experience goes, have usually been in- 
trusted with the mission of intriguing in 
behalf of their employer against the Brit- 
ish diplomatic representatives in Egypt. 
Of course they were unable to do anything 
with the English government of the day, 
but they usually directed their attentions to 
the leaders of the opposition, sometimes 
cleverly committing them while out of of- 
fice to courses of policy to which they were 
obliged to adhere when subsequently called 
upon to form part of the new administration. 

Sometimes these agents were Levantine 
bankers, while quite often they were Eng- 
lishmen, and it will scarcely be believed that 
even the Arabi rebellion, which aimed at 
the repudiation of the foreign debt of Egypt 
and the expulsion from the country of all 
foreigners, found two Englishmen of rank 
and ‘position, one of them the eccentric Wil- 
frid Blunt, formerly of the diplomatic line, 
and the other Sir Thomas Gregory, also once 
official of the government, willing to act as 
its agents in London, and to endeavor to 
obtain British recognition of the insurrec- 
tionary government in defiance of the ur- 
gent recommendation of Sir Edward Malet, 
who then represented Great Britain at Cairo, 
No one can form any idea of the vast sums 
which were squandered by Khedives Ismail, 
Tewfik, and Abbas, as well as by Arabi 
Pasha, in these non-official back-stair mis- 


sions to England. 


Special Emissaries. 

In addition to the unofficial diplomats 
above mentioned there are two other classes 
to which passing reference may be male. 
The one consists of emissaries which duly 
constituted governments employ outside 
their regular diplomatic service for special 
objects, sometimes secret, and at other times 
only half acknowledged. Thus Sir John Er- 
rington for a considerable time represented 
the English government in a non-official 
fashion at the Vatican. He did not belong 
to the diplomatic service. In fact, he did 
not belong to the government service at ail, 
and the English Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister of the day were each able to state with 
perfect truth in Parliament, in‘response to 
questions, that the English government did 
not maintain any diplomatic representative 
at the court of the Pope. If Sir John re- 
ceived any payment at all for his services it 
was out of the secret service fund, for his 
name never figured on the Foreign office esti- 
mates. I myself do not believe he ever re- 
ceived any other remuneration or reward 
than the Baronetcy, which he now holds, for 
the valuable services which he rendered to 
the British government of the day in wean- 
ing the Vatican from its home rule proclivi- 
ties with regard to Ireland. Mme. de Novil- 
koff in the same way did no end of good work 
for Russia in England, especially twenty and 
twenty-five years ago. 


Agents of Deposed Monarchs. 

Finally, there are the agents of deposed 
sovereigns and of pretenders, who are ac- 
corded a sort of half-hearted recognition. 
Thus Don Carlos, the Spanish pretender, 
maintains a species of diplomatic agents 
both in London and Paris, the Comte de 
Maille representing him on the banks of the 
Seine and Lord Ashburnham in London. 
The Duke of Orleans likewise has his repre- 
sentatives, and so, too, does the ex-Queen 
of Naples, the ex-Crown Princess of Brazil, 
the Portuguese legitimist pretender, Dom 
Miguel of Braganza, and the titular King of 
Naples. All these, however, are extremely 
harmless and possess a merely sentimental 
and to a certain extent ornamental interest, 
entirely different in one word from those two 
Malay descended back-stair diplomats, Dr. 
Leyds and Agoncillo. Ex-ATTACHE.

to the present time but little attention has 
been paid to the conditions of life in build- 
ings designed as habitations. The great 
palace of Louls XIV. at Versailles, with its 
superb salons, galleries, and apartments, 
was designed without the commonest, most 
necessary conveniences. Today the art of 
architecture has. become democratic. The 
furnishing of light and air to the teeming 
population of a tenement is as worthy a 
problem as the providing of a background of 
splendor for a monarch. 

The exhibits which have been brought to- 
gether by the Architectural club this year 
refiect the interest which has grown 
throughout the country in these questions. 
Numerous designs of homes, tenements, and 
social settlements will be shown, and in 
one of the galleries two full-sized living 
rooms have been erected. These will be 
equipped fully with household utensils and 
furnishings by members of the Arts and 
Crafts society to demonstrate the possibility 
of exercising taste and economy. Efforts 
for raising the standard of living are shown 
in the plans of cheap lodging-houses, plans 
for farmhouses, as well as designs for edu- 
cational institutions, hospitals, and other 
public buildings. 

The broader field of art applied to the 
beautification and improvement of the city 
has not been neglected. The Illinois chap- 
ter of the American Institute of Architects 
has offered gold, silver, and bronze medals 
for the best designs for a municipal court 
on the lake front between Adams and 
Randolph streets, and a number of these 
designs, including a City Hall, Board of 
Education building, and other city offices 
will be shown. Competitive designs for 
the improvement of the small triangular 
park at North State street and Bellevue 
place also will be shown. 

Besides the work of Chicago men impor- 
tant examples of the work of members of 
architectural clubs of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Detroit, Cleveland, 
and Pittsburg will'be shown. Examples of 
decorative art such as compositions for in- 
terior decorations, mural painting, sculpture, 
pottery, etc., will also be shown. 

The Chicago Architectural club took the 
initiative in calling a convention of archi- 
tectural Clubs of the United States and Can- 
ada to meet in Cleveland last year, and at 
that time many subjects were discussed, and 
among others the possibility of preparing 
an exhibition and elaborate catalogue with- 
out recourse to the selling of advertising 
‘space in the catalogue to raise funds was 
suggested by Chicago men. In this they 
stood alone. The members of Eastern 
clubs, while they believed this to be a de- 
sirable and dignified project, ridiculed the 
idea as impracticable. The members of the 
Chicago club, with the proverbial enter- 
prise of their fellow-citizens, nevertheless 
have succeeded in producing an elaborate 
catalogue, fully illustrated with half-tone 
reproductions and containing descriptive 
reading matter relating to various phases 
of the last year’s work, and not a single 
line of advertisement. 

In June the Chicago Architectural club 
will entertain the Architectural League of 
America, which will meet here for its an- 
nual convention. 

At the present writing none of the exhibits 
is in place and a review of them may not be 
attempted. It may be mentioned, however, 
that some of the features of the exhibition 
already referred to in a general. way have 
a treated by Chicago architects as fol- 
ows:

The fantastic shapes 
of the Monterey cypresses lend themselves 
admirably to decorative effects in low tones, 
and some of the most striking works in the 
collection are painted from these subjects.

While modern architecture is shown at the 
Art Institute this week Albert Roullier will 
exhibit a collection of nearly ninety of the 
famous etchings of the remains of ancient 
Roman architecture as they appeared at 
the middle of the last century by Giam- 
baltesta Piranesi. Piranesi was born in 
Venice in 1720 and died in Rome in 1778. He 
was an architect and restored some old 
churches in his time, but his chief claim to 
fame is through his large etchings of ar- 
.chitectural subjects, of which he made sev- 
erai hundred. These are not alone interest- 
ing on account of the studies of architecture 
shown in them, but for their painter-like 
qualities. Nearly all of his subjects contain 
figures of men and animals and enough 
landscape to make them pictures rather 
than perspective drawings of buildings. His 
treatment is large and bold, and it has been 
said by enthusiasts that had his plates been 
of smaller size his etchings would be gath- 
ered as eagerly as Rembrandts. 


At Thurber’s Gallery there was received 
last week a group of eight drawings by 
Helleu, in black, white, and red crayon, on 
yellow gray paper. They are all large- 
sized studies of graceful women, except one 
group of studies of heads. The drawing in 
them is rarcly close or accurate, but they 
are full of charm, as Heleu’s work always 
is. One of the most pleasing shows a 
young woman in white, with auburn hair, 
leaning over the back of a chair holding a 
large black hat trimmed with white in her 
hands. Others show groups of two wom- 
en playing a harp and violin, or in wicker 
chairs, as if on the deck of a yacht.
